Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
«:ing  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
fco  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
January  34,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  follow- 
ing day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
February  4.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the  fourth  exercise 
in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  current  winter  session. 
The  usual  monthly  first  and  second  prizes  in  this  series 
of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assis- 
tants who  are  preparing  for  the  Qualifying  examination  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland, 
which  fact  must  tif  attested  on  their  rcpnrfs.  Students 
who  adopt  a  vom  dc  pluine  must  adhere  to  it  throughout 
the  toninament.

Brevities. 

Lord  Justice  Fletcher  Moulton  opened  a.  discussion  at 
the  Imperial  Industries  Club,  on  January  18,  on  "  The 
CFse  of  an  Empire  Trade-mark."  He  referred  to  several 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  adopting  the  proposed  trade-mark. 

The  tendency  among  the  fashionable  members  of  the 
gentler  sex  to  have  everything  in  the  scheme  of  toilette  of 
the  same  tone  of  colour  has  extended  to  smelling-salts, 
which  are  being  asked  for  to  match  my  lady's  gown. 

It  is  stated  that  the  medical  profession's  next  crusade 
will  be  against  the  employment  of  analytical  chemists  by 
Water  Boards,  the  contention  being  that  all  that  pertains 
to  the  health  of  the  country  should  he  in  the  hands  of 
medical  men. 

A  course  of  six  lectures  on  "  Milk  "  will  be  given  at  the 
South- Western  Polvtechnic  Institute,  Manresa  Road, 
■Chelsea,  London,  S.W.,  by  Dr.  A.  Harden.  F.R.S.,  of  the 
ILister  Institute,  on  Thursday  evenings  at  7.30  p.m.,  com- 
imencing  on  February  2.    The  fee  for  the  course  is  2s.  6d. 

The  twin  sisters  Blazek  are,  like  the  Siamese  twins,  one

-travelled  from  Edinburgh  to  King's  Cross  last  Sunday  with 
■one  ticket,  and  raised  a  new  problem  for  the  G.  N.R. 
officials.  "  The  object  of  the  sisters'  visit  to  London  is  to 
undergo  an  examination  by  surgeons  and  doctors  of  the 
'General  Medical  Council  during  the  week" — a  rather 
astounding  statement  for  "  The  Times  "  to  make. 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

The  Portsmouth  Local  C'ommittee  held  a  meeting  at 
the  County  Club,  Southsea,  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 
January  18.  Mr.  T.  A.  White  presided.  There  was  a 
large  attendance,  including  Dr.  F.  Beddow  and  Mr.  W.  A. 
Bell  (Vice-Presidents),  Messrs.  G.  Donaldson  (Treasurer), 
T.  O.  Barlow  (Secretary),  T.  Postlethwaite  (Assistant 
Secretarj),  Arnaud,  Hooper  (Haslar),  E.  H.  Smith  (Gos- 


port),  and  W.  0.  Smith  (Fareham).  The  business  was 
chiefly  the  election  of  meml5ers  to  serve  on  the  Exe-cutive, 
Finance,  Entertainment,  &c..  Committees.  A  draft  pro- 
gramme of  the  local  arrangements  was  drawn  up,  which 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  meeting  in  London  next 
week  for  approval. 

London  University  College. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Appeal  Committee  of  this 
College,  held  on  Tuesday,  January  17,  Prince  Arthur  of 
Connaught  presided,  and,  in  reply  to  a  speech  of  welcome 
made  by  Sir  Henry  E.  Roscoe,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, said  they  were  now  within  measurable  distance  of 
the  accomplishment  of  the  first  part  of  their  task,  the 
acquisition  of  the  Gower  Place  site.  He  confidently  hoped 
that  public-spirited  friends  of  University  education  would 
come  forward  by  January  31  with  the  7,500?.  still  requu'ed 
to  place  the  site  in  the  possession  of  the  University 
free  of  all  encumbrances,  and  would  also  provide  the 
45.000/.  needed  to  enable  them  to  start  the  buildings 
without  any  unnecessary  delay.  The  Prince  added  that 
the  welfare  of  the  nation  depends  upon  the  application  of 
chemistry  to  industries,  and  that  to  provide  trained 
chemists  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  the  laboratories  of 
the  College  should  be  rebuilt. 

False  Marking  of  Goods. 

In  a  letter  to  Sir  Edward  Fithian,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  Mr.  Langley,  writing  on  behalf  of  Sir  Edward 
Grey,  states  that  the  question  of  the  prevention  of  the 
fake  marking  of  goods  will  be  brought  before  the  Con- 
ference on  the  Protection  of  Industrial  Property  which 
i.>  to  be  held  at  Washington  in  May  next.  The  Associa- 
tion urged  the  British  Government  to  induce  foreign 
Powers  to  agree  to  the  holding  of  an  international  con- 
ference with  a  view  to  the  extension  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Convention  of  Madrid  of  1891  to  all  commercial 
countries,  and  to  the  enactment  by  these  countries  of  such 
domestic  legislation  as  will  place  them  in  a  position  to 
effectively  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Convention. 
Sir  Edward  Grey  has  also  informed  the  same  body  that 
the  memorial  pointing  out  that  the  practice  of  the 
Austrian  Trade-mark  Registration  authorities  in  search- 
ing for  similarity  after  the  registration  of  a  trade-mark, 
instead  of  before,  is  a  source  of  hardship  and  expense 
to  British  manufacturers,  and  asking  the  Goverimrent  to 
make  representations  on  the  matter  to  the  Austrian 
Government,  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  British 
Foreign  Oflice. 

London  Chemists'  Golf  Club. 

The  winner  in  the  monthly  medal  competition  for 
January  is  Mr.  H.  W.  Bartlett,  with  a  score  of  83. 

Two  important  fixtures  for  ne.xt  month  are  the  Cap- 
tain's prize,  presented  by  Mr.  W.  Duncan,  the  first  round 
for  which  finishes  on  February  5,  and  Mr.  Tomlin's 
prize.  The  latter  is  a  thirty-six  hole  bogey  competition, 
and  must  be  played  in  two  rounds  on  any  two  days  from 
February  12  to  February  26.  Members  are  requested  to 
notify  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Gordon  Beaton,  14  England 
Lane,  N.W.,  if  they  wish  to  compete,  not  later  than 
January  28. 

Poison-licences. 

Mr.  Charles  Herbert  Pankhurst.  of  Staplehurst,  has 
applied  to  the  Kent  County  Council  for  a  poison-lioence. 

The  Wolverhampton  Town  Council  has  adopted  the 
Watch  Committee's  recommendation  that  the  poison- 
licences  granted  to  Mr.  Knight  and  Messrs.  Baker  be 
renewed. 

Census  of  Production. 

Part  VI.  of  the  Preliminary  Tables  relating  to  the 
Census  of  Production  deals  largely  with  grocery  and  pro- 
visions. There  are,  however,  a  few  items  which  a.re  of 
interest  to  our  readers,  these  including  "  patent  medicines, 
drugs,  and  other  chemicals,"  the  output  of  which  in  the 
United  Kingdom  during  1907  is  returned  at  28,000/.  This 
amount  was  produced  by  factories  and  workshops  engaged 
in  the  "manufacture  of  pickles,  sauces,  baking-powder, 
and  similar  products,"  and  is,  of  course,  in  addition  to  the 
output  returned  under  the  chemical  and  allied  products 
(Part  III.),  which  was  1,285,000/.    Other  items  mentioned 
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include  sauces  and  condunents,  733,000/.  ;  spices  and  herbs 
of  all  kinds,  376,000/. ;  baking-powder,  259,000/.  ;  blanc- 
mange powder,  custard-powder,  and  timilar  powders, 
326,000/.  ;  jelly-squares,  137,000/.  ;  grocers'  sundries, 
380,000/. ;  health  salines  and  powders  for  drinks,  23,000/. ; 
and  vinegar  made  for  sale,  516,000/.  The  total  quantity 
of  vinegar  made  for  sale,  exclusive  of  the  quantity  made 
and  used  by  pickle-manufacturers,  etc.,  in  the  manufacture 
of  their  own  products,  was  16,760,000  gals.  The  quantity 
of  vinegar  exported  in  1907  was  748,000  gals.,  or  about 
4^  per  cent,  of  the  quantity  made  in  the  United  Kingdom 
for  sale,  and  the  quantity  imported  was  391,000  gals.,  or 
less  than  one-fortieth  of  the  quantity  made  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Mr.  Ernest  Mostyn  Hawkins,  F.I.C.,  has  been  appointed 
additional  public  analyst  by  the  Eamsgate  Town  Council. 

In  Herefordshire  the  only  drug  taken  for  analysis  last 
quarter  was  Epsom  salts.  The  samples  taken  were  certified 
as  pure. 

The  Camberwell  analyst  reports  that  during  the  past 
quarter  one  sample  each  of  olive  oil  and  mustard  taken 
were  genuine. 

In  Deptford  during  last  quarter  all  the  following 
samples  were  certified  as  genuine  :  Pepi>er,  11;  mustard, 
5:  glycerin,  2;  and  wood  vinegar,  1. 

The  St.  Pancras  analyst  reports  that  thirteen  samples 
of  olive  oil,  eight  of  pepper,  and  seven  of  cod-liver  oil 
submitted  for  examination  were  satisfactory. 

All  the  following  samples  taken  in  Bermondsey  during 
the  past  month  proved  to  be  genuine  :  Pepper,  3  ;  cod-liver 
oil,  2 ;  olive  oil,  2  ;  arrowroot,  1 ;  and  mustard,  1. 

The  Stoke  Newington  analyst  in  his  last  report  states 
that  one  sample  each  of  liquorice-powder,  paregoric,  and 
vinegar  have  been  examined  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  Holborn  Town  Clerk  reports  that  the  vendor  of  a 
sample  of  olive  oil  containing  40  per  cent,  of  cotton.seed 
oil  was  prosecuted  and  fined  hi.,  and  12s.  6f/.  costs.

(Messrs.  Oldfiekl,  Fattinson  &  Co.,  Manchester)  agreed  to- 
act  as  trustee  along  with  Mr.  Brown.  This  tund  will  be 
banked  in  the  joint  names  of  Mr.  Fattinson  and  Mr  Brown, 
and  will  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  Mr.  L-cvi 
to  attend  lectures  at  'one  of  the  local  colleges  and  assist  him. 
to  pass  his  examination.  Subscriptions  can  now  bz  sent  to- 
either  Mr.  Fattinson  or  Mr.  Brown."

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  above  club,  iieW  at  the 
Oriental  Cafe,  Leicester,  on  .January  13,  Mr.  F.  J.  Brett 
(President)    occupied  the  chair.     In  a  resume  of  last 
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cricket  season's  work  tlie  Secretary  (Air.  E.  A.  A.  Fry) 
stated  that  the  membership  had  increased  from  twenty- 
eight  to  thirty-three.  All  the  nineteen  matches  played 
were  fought  to  a  finish,  ten  being  won  and  nine  lost;  a 
highly  satisfactory  result,  as  the  strength  of  the  teams 
opposed  had  been  greater  than  in  previous  years.

7^(7.,  and 
finished  with  3Z.  19.s\  Bd.  to  the  good.  The  income  amount- 
ing to  12Z.  4-s\  B^r/.,  against  13/.  6?.  7^d.  in  the  previous 
year.  A  pleasing  feature  was  the  good  increase  in 
apprentice  members.  The  reports  having  been  adopted, 
the  President  presented  the  prizes — a  kit-bag  to  Mr.  F. 
Fry  for  batting  and  bowling,  and  a  brass  clock  to  Mr. 
Peberdy  for  fielding.  The  following  officers  were  then 
elected  : — President,  Mr.  F.  J.  Brett;  a  number  of  Vtce- 
Preftidentx ;  Captain.

Fry;  Committee .  Messrs.  Williamson,  Young,  Chell,  and 
Chamberlain.  Selection  Committee,  the  Captain,  Vice- 
Captain,  and  Messrs.  Marfitt,  Williamson,  and  Young. 
Liverpool  Notes. 

Mr.  Moreton  Parry,  of  Liverpool,  is  progressing  nicely 
now,  though  during  the  latter  part  of  last  week  grave 
doubts  were  held  of  his  recovery. 

At  an  inquest  held  on  January  14,  regarding  the  death 
by  suicide  of  an  engineer,  the  widow  stated  that  he  had 
been  suffering  from  brain-fag,  and  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  taking  spirit  of  sal  volatile  in  doses  up  to  an  ounce  at  a 
time. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Association  held  on 
Thursday  evening,  January  12.  Mr.  Last,  the  new  Presi- 
dent, took  the  chair  for  the  first  time,  and  judging  by 
the  way  he  handled  the  business  he  will  make  as  good  a 
chairman  .-i.-;  he  did  secretary,  which  office  he  filled  with 
conspicuous  ability.  The  Association  is  well  up  to  date. 
The  museum  and  library  have  both  been  lately  overhauled, 
the  attendance  at  the  meetings  is  more  than  double  what 
it  used  to  be,  tlie  finances  are  in  a  most  healthy  state, 
and  the  friendly  feeling  that  exists  all  round  augurs  well 
for  the  future.

Midland  Notes. 

It  is  rumoured  that  Birmingham  and  district  chemists 
are  to  hold  a  ma.'^e  meeting  on  the  subject  of  the  divided 
Minor. 

Lichfield  is  suffering  from  a  plague  of  rats,  wliich  has 
necessitated  frequent  entries  in  the  poisons-register  and 
enhanced  the  sales  of  the  various  virus  preparations. 

On  January  14,  Richard  Walter  Etheridge  (39),  dry- 
salter,  died  through  fracturing  his  skull  by  "falling  down 
a  flight  of  steps  at  his  brother's  shop  at  403  Monument 
Road,  Birmingham. 

Drug  and  oil-and  colour  stores  seem  to  be  having  a 
changeable  time,  advertisements  appearing  somewhat  fre- 
iiuently  in  the  local  Press.  Birmingham  being  a  hotbed  of 
tliis  kind  of  business. 

Sir  Walter  Hely-Hutchinson  lectured  on  South  African 
products  at  the  BirniLngham  Ulniversity  on  Thursday. 
Among  other  subjecti?,  he  referred  to  the  production  of 
buchu,  aloes,  and  wattlc-bark,  about  which  he  gave  some 
interesting  facts. 

An  excellent  lecture  on  "  Indiarubber "  was  given  at 
a    meeting    of    the    Birmingham    University  Chemical 


Society  on  January  16  by  Air.  Carter,  the  son  of  Mr. 
Carter,  chemist,  of  Oswestry.  Among  the  large  audience 
were  Messrs.  Palmer  (Maw's),  F.  H.  Alcock,  Dr.  Twiss, 
and  several  other  well-knowai  chemists. 

The  Birmingham  Assay  Office  has  suffered  serious  loss 
by  burglars,  who  have  stolen  a  valuable  museum  collection 
of  the  silversmith's  art.  The  articles  include  vinaigrettes, 
these  being  very  numerous  and  of  an  interesting  character, 
dating  from  1835.  A  scent-bottle  case  (1807)  and  several 
tooth-powder  boxes  were  also  among  the  stolen  articles. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  January  17  at  premises  in  Broms- 
grove  Street,  Birmingham,  carried  on  under  the  name  of 
William  Price,  wholesale  chemist.  The  workshop  and  store- 
room behind  the  shop  were  soon  ablaze,  and  two  casks  of 
varnish  were  destroyed.  In  the  workshop  there  were  many 
barrels  of  turpentine,  varnish,  paints,  and  spirits,  but 
fortunately  the  fire  was  extinguished  before  it  reached  these. 

The  Sheffield  Dispenser's  Salary. 
An  announcement  made  at  the  meeting  of  the  Sheffield 
Board  of  Guardians,  on  Wednesday,  January  18,  has 
created  a  good  deal  of  surprise  locally.  It  was  contained 
in  a  letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  was  to 
the  effect  that  sanction  for  the  increase  of  salary  recom- 
mended by  the  guai'dians  for  Mr.  H.  Antcliffe,  the  union 
dispenser,  was  refused.  Such  a  step  in  itself  is  unusual, 
and  among  Mr.  Antcliffe's  colleagues  the  news  is  received 
with  astonishment.  The  recommendation  was  that  Mr. 
Antcliffe's  salary  be  raised  from  2507.  a  year  to  260Z.  a 
year.  The  Local  Government  Board  stated  "this  officer 
appears  to  be  already  highly  remunerated  as  compared 
with  similar  officers  elsewhere."  At  the  same  time  they 
assented  to  the  increase  of  the  salary  of  the  assistant  dis- 
penser, Mr.  S.  G.  Carey,  from  155/.  to  160Z.  The  letter 
was  referred  to  committee. 

In  Various  Courts. 

At  the  Hull  County  Court  on  January  16,  Joseph  Cohen, 
the  father  of  a  boy  of  sixteen  who  was  killed  by  falling 
down  a  shoot  at  the  works  of  Messrs.  Lofthouse  &  Saltmer, 
wholesale  chemists,  Hull,  was  awarded  50/.  compenjsation. 

At  the  Nottingham  County  Court  on  January  11,  Mr. 
James  Stanley,  chemist,  Bulwell,  recovered  from  Joseph 
Brown  10/.  lent  to  him  on  an  I.O.U.  Defendant  denied 
signing  the  latter,  and  said  he  could  not  write,  but  the 
jury  decided  against  him. 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  January  13, 
Ernest  John  Beale,  licensed  victualler,  Albany  Street, 
St.  Pancras,  was  fined  23/.  9.^\,  including  costs,  on  three 
summonses,  for  adding  saccharin  to  beer.  Three  other 
publicans  were  fined  23/.  9s.,  or  25/.  19s.  including  costs, 
for  similar  offences. 

In  the  Divorce  Division  of  the  High  Courts  on 
January  13,  a  decree  was  awarded  to  the  petitioner. 
Mr.  Herbert  Charles  Alfred  Cower,  chemist  and  druggistt, 
formerly  of  Bungay,  but  lately  living  at  Tonbridge.  The 
jury  awarded  500/.  damages  and  costs  against  the  co- 
respondent, Mr.  James  B.  McMeekin,  a  retired  tea-planter. 

At  the  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  January  14,  Alfred 
Hanley  (25),  warehouseman,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of 
stealing  various  goods  (sanatogen,  aspirin  tabloids,  eau  de 
Cologne,  etc.),  valued  at  4/.  15s.  3f/. ,  from  his  employers. 
Messrs.  Butler  &  Crispe,  druggists'  sundriesmen,  82 
Clerkenwell  Road.  London,  E.G.  It  was  stated  that 
accused  obtained  the  various  articles  by  means  of  bogus 
orders.    Bail  was  refused. 

At  Wimbledon,  on  January  11,  an  errand-boy  named 
Joseph  Francis  (13)  was  charged  with  stealing  goods 
valued  at  7.?.  from  his  employers,  the  Durbin  Drug-stores, 
Ltd.,  50  The  Broadway,  Wimbledon,  London,  S.W.  The 
boy's  mother  was  also  charged  with  receiving  the  goods 
knowing  them  to  have  been  stolen.  Both  mother  and  son 
were  placed  under  probation  for  six  months.  James 
Starkey,  another  errand-boy,  employed  by  Messrs.  Durbin, 
was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  stealing  for  further  inquiries. 

At  the  W^est  London  Police  Court  on  January  15,  James 
Nicol,  of  St.  Martin's  House,  Ludgate  Hill,  E.C.,  was 
summoned  for  the  alleged  theft  of  eighteen  dozen  bottles 
of  "Embrocine,"  books,  labels,  dies,  etc.,  the  property  of 
Major  John  N.  E.  Livingstone,  of  225a  Hammersmith 
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fload,  W.  It  was  stated  that  complainant  was  liquidator 
for  W.  G.  George  &  Co.,  and  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
defendant  for  the  purchase  for  lOOi'.  of  the  above-mentioned 
■proprietary  preparation.  There  had  been  some  mention  of 
a  partnership  ;  but  Major  Livingstone  had  merely  engaged 
■defendant  at  a  salary  of  3/.  per  week  until  he  could  work 
the  sale  of  the  preparation  himself.  When  defendant  was 
dismis.sed  he  went  off  with  the  stock,  recipes,  etc.  The 
defence  was  that  complainant  and  defendant  were  in 
reality  partners.  The  ]\'Iagistrate  (Mr.  Fordham)  said  he 
thought  the  matter  was  one  for  the  civil  courts,  and 
\adjourned  the  case. 

The  Wolverhampton  Deputy-Coroner  (Mr.  G.  Maynard) 
resumed  on  January  lo  his  inquiry  into  the  death  of  the 
three-year-old  daughter  of  a  local  drayman.  As  the  feed- 
ing of  the  child  on  a  proprietary  food  was  mentioned, 
Mr.  C.  N.  Wright  watched  the  case  on  behalf  of  Messrs. 
J.  Nathan  &  Co.,  the  makers  of  the  food  in  question.  Dr. 
F.  B.  Byrne  Quinn  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  child 
died  from  stai-vation  as  the  result  of  imjiroper  feeding. 
In  reply  to  Mr.  Wright,  witness  said  that  prior  to  this  case 
he  had  not  heard  of  the  food,  and  therefore  had  not  con- 
demned it.  Mr.  Wright  :  You  deprecate  all  proprietary 
.articles  for  infants?  Witness  (emphatically)  :  I  do  not. 
Dr.  Cholmeley,  replying  to  the  Deputy-Coroner,  said  that 
you  can  feed  some  children  on  every  food  you  can  think 
of,  including  even  mother's  milk,  and  yet  they  will  die. 
The  jury  found  that  death  was  due  to  malnutrition,  and 
^they  did  not  attach  blame  to  anyone. 

At  the  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  Janu- 
ary 18,  i^'amuel  Pomeransky,  mineral-water  manufacturer, 
Cannon  Street  Road,  E.,  was  summoned,  under  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Act,  for  having  in  his  possession  for 
sale  two  syphons  of  aerated  water  to  which  was  applied 
the  false  trade-description  of  "  E.  Geraut  &  Co."  There 
was  a  similar  summons  against  the  defendant  with  respect 
to  his  possessing  four  syphons  of  aerated  water  bearing 
the  name  of  "The  Glass-lined  Syphon  Co."  Mr.  Herbert 
Geraut  Hewitt,  London  manager  of  Messrs.  E.  Geraut  & 
Co.,  was  the  ]irincipal  witness  for  the  prosecution,  and 
Mr.  Stephen  W.  Harding,  manager  of  the  Glass-lined 
■Syphon  Co.,  John  Street.  Clerkenwell.  also  gave  evidence; 
after  which  Mr.  Margetts,  for  defendant,  submitted  that 
there  was  no  case  to  answer.  Sir  Albert  De  Rutzen  agreed, 
and  dismissed  both  cases,  with  2/.  2,?.  costs.

Aberdeen. 

Messis.  Davidson  &  Kay,  chemists,  Union  Street.  Aber- 
deen, have  received  the  Royal  Warrant  of  Appointment 
as  Chemists  to  King  George  V.  The  firm  have  now  had 
the  honour  of  supplying  medicines  to  five  generations  of 
the  Royal  Family,  having  previously  held  the  appoint- 
ments of  .chemists  to  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  to  Queen  Vic- 
toiia,  and  to  King  Edward. 

Dundee.  , 

Mr.  Henry  J.  Hunt,  principal  of  Messrs.  Hardie  &  Son, 
68  High  Street,  has  agreed  to  act  as  interim  Secretary  of 
the  Forfarshire  Chemists'  Association. 

William  Henderson  (19),  junior  assistant  with  ^Messrs. 
Hardie  &  Son,  Dundee,  died  on  January  14  from  cerebral 
haemorrhage.  Mr.  Henderson,  who  belonged  to  Kirkcaldy, 
was  at  business  as  usual  on  Friday,  January  13,  and  was 
discovered  in  a  dying  condition  in  bed  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing.

Cascara  sagrada  tablets  are  being  more  and  more  fre- 
quently offered  at  B^c/.  per  bottle  of  100,  and  recently 
several  chemists  have  begun  to  charge  lO^d.  and  Is.  Qd. 
(formerly  Is.  and  2-?.    respectively)    for  malt  extract. 
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Liquorice-juice  used  to  sell  well  in  certain  districts,  but 
very  few  push  the  sale,  especially  when  competitors  a,sk 
3grf.  per  stick  for  a  somewhat  similar  brand.  There  is  an 
agreement  in  Abbeyhill,  Leith,  etc.,  concerning  partial 
Sunday-closing.  How  would  another  to  regulate  prices 
be  supported  'i 

Fife. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Dunfermline  Co-opera- 
tive Society  it  was  reported  that  the  drug-department  had 
continuously  from  its  inception  shown  an  increase  every 
quarter,  the  latest  being  an  increase  of  nearly  IQg  per  cent, 
over  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.  This  was 
attributed  by  the  Chairman  to  the  manager  of  the  depart- 
ment for  the  excellent  way  he  attends  to  the  members  and 
his  anxiety  to  do  his  best  in  the  interests  of  the  Society. 

In  Dunfermline  Sheriff  Court  la.st  week.  Sheriff  Umpher- 
.ston  appointed  evidence  to  be  led  on  a  date  in  February  in 
the  slander  action  in  which  the  parties  are  Mr.  Edward 
Gordon,  chemist  and  druggist,  Kelty,  and  Dr.  Sanjana, 
Kelty.  Mr.  .J.  C.  Macbeth,  solicitor,  on  behalf  of  Dr. 
Sanjana,  a.sked  permission  to  put  on  record  a  statement 
alleged  to  have  been  made  in  January,  1910,  by  Gordon  to 
Douglas  McCallum,  and  as  Mr.  Stevenson,  representing 
Gordon,  did  not  object,  the  Sheriff  agreed. 

Glasgow. 

"The  Art  of  Dispensing  "  and  "The  Art  of  Prescrib- 
ing" are  the  titles  now  given  in  the  "Daily  R-ecord  "  to 
the  Doctors  v.  Chemists  controversy. 

A  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  Committee  of  the  Chemical 
Engineering  and  Industries  Exhibition  was  held  at  the 
Technical  College  on  January  12,  imder  the  presidency 
of  Professor  G.  G.  Henderson. 

Negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  affiliation  of  the 
Glasgow  Technical  College  with  the  University.  By  the 
new  arrangement  it  is  proposed  to  enable  the  Technical 
College  to  confer  degrees. 

At  a  meeting  of  Clydebank  Town  Council  last  week  it 
was  agreed  to  adopt  a  recommendation  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  to  authorise  the  employment  of  Dr.  Milne's 
method  of  treating  scarlet-fever  cases  by  rubbing  with 
eucalyptus  oil. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Harris,  the  Corporation  chemist  and  public 
analyst,  rejwrts  that  in  1910  he  analysed  81  samples  of 
drugs,  among  them  12  of  cream  of  tartar,  12  of  crushed 
linseed,  6  of  inilk  of  sulphur.  23  of  camphorated  oil. 
13  of  olive  oil,  and  15  of  tartaric  acid.

M.  Morel,  Minister  of  the  Colonies,  and  ex-student  of 
the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  has  promised  to 
attend  the  third  annual  ball  of  the  Amical  Association  of 
Pharmacy  Students  (Pai-is),  which  is  to  be  held  on  Janu- 
ary 28  in  the  Salle  des  Fetes  of  the  Town  Hall  of  the 
Fourth  Arrondissement. 

Pasteuriana. — A  portrait  of  Dr.  Roux,  the  present 
director,  is  to  be  placed  in  the  library  of  the  Pasteur 
Institute,  Paris,  in  which  is  already  placed  a  bust  of  the 
great  sa-vunt  and  portraits  of  Dr.  Duclaux  and  Dr. 
Metchnikoff.  Dr.  Roux  is  represented  in  his  laboratory. 
It  is  also  intended  to  place  in  the  library  a  series  of  busts 
of  the  benefactors  of  the  Pasteur  Institute,  including  the 
Czar  Alexander  III.,  as  well  as  of  some  of  Pasteur's 
collaborators. 

The  Wholesale  Trade  and  Poisons. — The  poison 
regulations  in  France  apply  to  retail  pharmacists  and 
wholesalers  and  manufacturers.  A  Lille  manufacturer  of 
antiseptics,  who  kept  ampoules  of  hypodermic  injections  of 
morphine,  digitalin,  and  .strychnine  in  an  ordinary  store- 
room, not  "  a  secure  and  locked-up  place,"  was  convicted 
of  the  offence  by  the  Lille  Courts.    He  carried  the  case  to 


the  Douai  Court  of  Appeal,  which  has  confirmed  the  lower 
Court's  decision. 

Pharmacy  Supplies  for  Navy  Officers. — M.  Le  Bail 
has  informed  the  General  Association  of  French  Pharma- 
cists that  the  Minister  of  the  Marine  has  been  inquiring  as? 
to  the  possibility  of  supplying  medicaments  from  the  phar- 
macies of  the  Navy  hospitals  to  naval  officers  and  func- 
tionaries and  their  families.  The  retail  pharmacists  of  the- 
five  great  French  naval  ports  felt  strongly  on  the  matter, 
and  the  local  Associations  and  Chambers  of  Commerce  are- 
lodging  protests.  M.  Le  Bail  asked  the  General  Associa- 
tion to  support  this  action,  and  his  request  was  readily- 
granted. 

British  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Paris. — The  Board  met 
on  January  13,  Mr.  R.  Walton  presiding,  who  stated 
that,  at  the.  Chamber's  request,  the  French  Customs 
Administration  had  consented  to  remove  the  difficulties^ 
which  have  hitherto  prevented  the  despatch  by  the  Sud 
Express  of  British  parcels  in  transit  through  France  and 
destined  to  Spain  and  Portugal.  The  fraudulent  use  of 
British  marks  is  still  being  followed  up  by  the  Chamber,, 
and  undertakings  have  been  obtained  to  cease  the  use  of 
such  marks  on  soaps  and  machinery  of  Continental  origin. 
Further  representations  have  been  made  to  French  railway- 
companies  with  regard  to  the  delay  in  the  transport  of 
goods. 

Mme.  Curie  and  the  French  Academy. — The  nomina- 
tion of  Mme.  Curie  as  a  candidate  for  the  vacancy  in  the- 
Paris  Academy  of  Sciences  has  been  a  source  of  unfailing 
interest  here  for  several  weeks  past.  A  week  or  two  age 
the  Institute  of  France,  which  is  composed  of  the  five- 
Academies,  met  and  discussed  the  subject  of  the  eligibility 
of  women  to  membership.  A  vote  was  passed  to  the  effect, 
that  it  is  not  advisable  to  alter  the  time-honoured  tradition 
that  women  should  not  be  elected.  At  the  same  time  it: 
was  signified  that  each  Academy  would  be  left  to  decide- 
as  it  pleased.  The  Section  of  Physics  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  has  therefore  drawn  up  a  new  list  of  candidates: 
for  the  vacant  fauteuil.  There  are  several  other  candi- 
dates, including  Professor  Branly,  who  has  distinguished: 
himself  by  reason  of  his  researches  in  connection  with  wire- 
less telegraphy,  and  M.  Daniel  Berthelot,  Professor  at  the- 
Paris  School  of  Pharmacy.  The  election  will  take  place  on. 
ISIonday,  January  23.

The  Union. 

Catalogues  fob  South  Africa.— The  High  Commis- 
sioner for  the  Union  of  South  Africa  is  desired  by  his. 
Government  to  notify  that,  after  March  1,  1911,  no  re- 
mittances for  the  payment  of  duty  on  catalogues  imported 
into  the  Union  of  South  Africa  will  be  accepted  by  the- 
Union  Postmaster-General,  and  that  after  that  date- 
Customs-duty  stamps  (which  may  be  obtained  at  the  Higln 
Commissioner's  office,  72  Victoria  Street,  London,  S.W.) 
must  be  used  for  the  prepayment  of  duty  on  catalogues  sent 
by  post  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  the  Union  of  Southi 
Africa. 

Customs  Tariff.— The  following  interpretatione^^  ap- 
peared in  the  "  Government  Crazettc  of  South  Africa"  om 
December  30,  1910,  the  rates  being  per  100/.,  sub- 
ject to  a  rebate  of  3  per  cent,  ad  valorem  when, 
the  goods  are  made  in  the  United  Kingdom  :  Printed, 
cardboard  discs  accessory  to  "  Fly  Magnet  "  fly- 
catchers, 15/.  ;  Danysz  virus,  15/.  ;  olive-seed,  15/.  ;  Parke,. 
Davis  '&  Co.'s  "  Thermofuge,"  25/.;  Zymole  Co.'-s  "  Co- 
Jella,"  25/..-  "Temper"  brand  lemon  vinegar,  25/. 
"Queen's"  g'ravy-salt,  15/.;  •'Petrolatum,"  15/.;  tobacco- 
extract  (colouring  matter)  containing  less  than  3  per 
cent,  of  proof  spirit,  15/.,  otherwise  charged  at  1/.  per 
Imperial  gallon,  and  no  rebate  allowed.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  "Ceres"  cocoa  fat  and  "  Palmin  "  (coconut  fat) 
are  rated  at  l^d.  per  lb.,  with  a  rebate  to  the  United 
Kingdom  of  .jf/.  per  lb.  I

Northern  District  Chemists'  Association. — A  meet- 
dng  was  held  at  Kimberley  on  December  22.  1910.  Letters 
from  other  South  African  Associations  promising  their 
Bupport  of  a  measure  to  repeal  or  amend  the  present  Cape 
jMedicine  -  stamp  Act  were  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee. The  latter  is  to  appoint  a  deputation  to  inter- 
A'iew  the  local  mem'oers  of  Pailiament  on  the  subject.  Tlie 
Secretary  (Mr.  T.  Murray)  intimated  his  resignatioir 
■owing  to  hifi  leaving  f',r  Johannesbui'g.  Mr.  Cooper  ox- 
pressed  the  regrets  of  the  members  in  losing  such  an 
■  energetic  secretary,  and  thanked  Mr.  Murray,  in  the  nanie, 
of  the  Association,  for  liis  services,  wishing  him  all  success 
in  his  new  sphere.  Mr.  W.  (1.  White  was  then  appointed 
.secretary.  Mr.  Cooper  moved  that  a  letter  of  congratula- 
tion be  sent  to  Mr.  Gasson  on  his  being  chosen  as  May<n' 
•of  Kimberley  for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr.  Thane  (acting 
'Chairman)  seconded,  and  saicl  he  (Mr.  Thane)  considered 
-Mr.  Gasson's  appointment  a  distinct  honour  for  the  Asso- 
•ciation,  Mr.  Ciasson  being  one  of  their  oldest  and  most 
■valued  members.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  cndrd 
lihe  proceedings. 

Kimberley's  Chemist  Mayor. — Councillor  William  Gas- 
.■son,  F.C.S.,  who  was  elected  Mayor  of  Kimberley  at  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Borough 

^   Council  on  December  20,  1910, 

was  the  first  President  of  the 
Northern  District  Chemists' 
Association,  which  was  f  ounded 
in  1903,  and  he  has  maintained 
an  active  imprest  in  that  organ- 
isation ever  since.  Mr.  Gas- 
ton, who  was  a  silver  medallitt 
of  the  Westminster  College  of 
Pharmacy,  arrived  in  Kimberley 
in  1889,  and  in  1892  served  on 
one  of  tlie  committees  which 
organised  the  Kimberley  Ex- 
hibition. He  is  a  member  of 
the  local  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  has  served  on  the 
Executive.  He  also  was  one  of 
the  Chamber's  representatives 
at  the  last  three  commercial

-Bloemfontein.  Mr.  Gasson  entered  the  Muncipal  Council 
;about  three  years  ago,  and  has  done  good  work  upon  the

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  Avas  held  at  the  Meroan- 
vile  Buildings,  Hout  Street,  Cape  Town,  on  December  15,  1910, 
the  President  (Dr.  W.  Froembling)  being  in  the  chair.  There 
was  -a  good  attendance,  which  included  Messrs.  J.  Austin 
"Thomas  and  G.  R.  Cleghorn  (Vice-Presidents),  D.  K.  Peter- 
sen (Petersen,  Ltd.),  F.  C.  Mathew  (Heynes,  Matliew  &  Co., 
Ltd.),  Mr.  J.  Patterson  (Burroughs  Wellcome  &,  Co.),  M. 
'Elgar  (Martin,  El?ar.  Ltd.),  J.  S.  Harcus,  A.  E.  A.  Tothill, 
..J.  Sowden,  C.  L.  Tayler  (A.  t!leghorn  &  Dari-oll),  A.  Elliott. 
A.  J.  Rivett,  W.  Aitken,  W.  A.  Sleggs  (Treasurer),  and 
H.  R.  Peck  (Secretary). 

Patent-medicine  Stasip  Tax.— The  President,  in  alluding 
;to  th^e  Stamp  Act,  said  that  he  was  sorry  to  say  that  they 
liad  not  suoceede-d  in  burying  it.  They  had  interviewed  the 
*C!ommissioner  of  Inland  Revenue,  who  was  sympathetic,  and 
promised  to  bring  their -views  before  the  Government  Trea- 
surer, but  so  far  no  progress  had  boen  inade.  The  Govern- 
ment seemed  to  run  the  stamp-tax  as  a  hobby,  and 
it  was  rather  an  expensive  one.  The  C^ommissioner  had  said 
that  he  doubted  whether  the  tax  was  worth  collecting,  and  it 
looked  as  if  this  particular  Government  Department  bad  got 
contaminated  with  "  SUntipctiix  f'n j)r7isi.i.''  The  Society 
had  been  at  considerable  trouble  to  place  figures  and  facts 


before  the  Commissioner  of  Inland  Revenue;  but  the.se  had 
had  no  effect,  and  he  asked  everyone  present  to  bring  all  the 
pressure  possible  to  boar  on  members  of  Parliament.  Tho 
Secretary  read  letters  on  the  subject  from  the  South  African 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  Northern  District 
Chemists'  Association,  the  tenor  of  which  indicates  that 
chemists  throughout  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  are  of  but  one 
opinion.  On  continuing,  the  Pi'esident  said  that  after  talk- 
ing for  forty-five  minutes  to  the  Commissioner  a  list  of 
■'  positives  "  was  promised,  but  the  Society  refused  to  give 
a  list  of  the  "  negatives."  He  thought  it  was  of  no  further  use 
seeing  the  Couunissioner  of  Inland  Revenue.  "  See  your 
members  of  Parliament  "  was  Dr.  Froenibling's  emphatic 
advice. — Mr.  A.  E.  A.  Tothill  said  the  Cape  was  the  only 
State  in  the  l^riion  that  had  this  stamp-tax,  which  was  an 
imposition,  and  the  public  and  members  of  Parliament  should 
heh)  to  secure  the  repeal  of  the  Act.  There  should  be  no 
hindrance  in  the  sale  of  medicines.  The  income-tax  had 
been  abolished  ;  but  from  what  the  Government  officials  had 
hinted  the  stamp-tax  would  be  enforced  at  tho  Cape  for 
another  year.  (A  Voice  :  "  Two  years.") — Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew 
wanted  to  know  exactly  what  took  ijlaoe  at  the  interview 
with  the  Commissioner.  For  his  part,  he  felt  that  they  had 
the  Government  officials  with  them. — The  Secretary  said  that 
it  was  true  that  they  had  always  been  received  in  the  most 
courteous  spirit,  but  they  made  no  progress — indeed,  got  no 
further  towards  mending  tilings.  Ths  assurance  had  been 
given  that  the  stamp-tax  would  be  one  of  the  first  to  be 
removed  :  what  they  wanted  to  know  was  when  it  was  going 
to  be  removed.  Every  endeavour  had  been  made  to  meet  the 
Government,  but  the  Goveinnienr  in  most  respects  had  turned 
its  back  on  chemists.  Every  chemist  would  have  assisted 
the  Government  had  a  tax  been  fixed  on  (juack  remedies; 
but  "  known  and  approved  "  medicines  should  be  exempt, 
and  the  Government  should  have  followed  the  English  law. 
The  officials  were  comparatively  powerless. — The  President 
said  that  he  had  understood  that  the  Hon.  Mr.  Walton, 
niend>er  for  Port  Elizabeth,  had  given  notice  to  move  in  the 
House  for  the  repeal  of  the  stamp-tax,  together  with  the 
Natal  poll-tax,  but  that  the  Government  had  asked  to  have 
the  subjects  stand  over,  as  consideration  was  already  being 
given  to  them. — The  Secretary  pointed  out  that  although 
Mr.  A.  Walsh,  the  President  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy 
Board,  was  named  as  one  of  the  deputation,  that  gentleman 
did  not  put  in  an  appearance. — Mr.  G.  R.  Cleghorn  :  Sensible 
man. 

Che.mists'  Trade  Defence  Vigilance  Fund.— The  regula- 
tions drawn  ud  by  the  Society  to  form  this  fund  were  read 
and  i3as.-,ed.  The  com  niitt(  i  is  as  follows:  Messrs.  Patter- 
son, Harcus,  Sowden,  Dell,  Turnbull,  Tayler,  A.  E.  A. 
Tothill,  together  with  the  President  and  Secretary. 

The  Metric  System  was  the  next  item  on  the  agenda.  The 
President  gave  no  small  amount  of  data  surrounding  the 
introduction  and  use  of  the  system  on  the  European  Conti- 
nent, and  asked  :  Could  such  a  change  be  made  in  South 
.Africa  in  a  few  years,  when  it  took  some  of  the  States  of 
Europe  fifteen  years  to  introduce  the  sy.stem  ?  In  any  case 
chemists  ought  not  to  be  singled  out.  If  the  doctors  used 
the  metric  system,  then  they,  as  chf^mists,  would  bo  pleased 
to  do  so. — Mr.  A.  Elliott ;  If  the  docters  do  not,  then  we 
shall  simply  be  their  clerks. — Mr.  Elgar  sa.id  he  was  a  great 
advocate  of  the  metric  system,  and  that  he  saw  no  difficulties 
in  the  way  of  enforcing  it  in  South  Africa  after  three  years. 
With  the  single  exception  of  Great  Britain,  every  advanced 
country  used  tiie  metric  system.  Naturally  he  w  ished  to  see  it 
enforced  all  round,  and  not  on  any  section  of  the  trade  or 
people. — Mr.  Rivett  said  that  he  trusted  the  impression 
would  not  get  abroad  that  chemists  did  not  understand  the 
system — they  all  did.  If  it  applied  to  all  sections — ^and  there 
must  be  no  half  measures — he  saw  no  difficulties  in  the  way. 
He  would  like  to  see  it  apolied  to  their  money  as  well. — Tho 
President  quoted  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
November  19.  1910,  p.  747.  and  said  that  the  reply  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical 'Society  of  the  Transvaal  coincided  with  their 
ideas.  It  vms  intended  that  a  Bill  should  be  drafted  ;  but  the 
Council  of  the  Society  hoped  to  approach  certain  members 
of  the  House  in  regard  to  it,  and  the  progress  of  matt-ers 
would  be  carefully  w'atched  and  all  necessary  steps  taken. 

Ether-duty. — A  letter  from  Mr.  Thos.  Tyrer,  of  Messrs. 
Thomas  Tyrer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Stratford,  Ix)ndon,  E.,  which 
stated,  infer  alia,  that  he  would  consult  with  Mr.  E.  J. 
Millard,  of  Messrs.  C'.  .J.  Hewlett  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  London,  with 
a  view  to  using  the  influence  of  the  Chemical  Section  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  connection  with  the  ether- 
duty  in  South  Africa.  Mr.  Tyrer  considered  the  argument 
advanced  by  the  authorities  <r\.t  the  Cope  the  thinnest  he  had 
read  for  many  a  day.— Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew  explained  that  his 
company  had  got  their  money  back,  .and  the  cost  of  the 
analytical  work  was  to  be  refunded  also.  The  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  address  the  two  other  t^hemists'  Associations 
in  reply  to  their  respective  communications.  The  proceed- 
ings then  terminated. 
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ro3al-plane  Shutters — In  the  City  of  London  Court,  on 
January  17,  Judgo  Rentoul.  K.C.,  had  again  before  him  the 
action  brouglit  by  Tudor  T.  Ilora  &  Co.,  346  York  Road, 
Wandsworth,  against  Mr.  Albrech  O.  Roth,  camera-expert, 
9  Charterhouse  Street,  E.C.,  to  recover  nineteen  guineas 
damages  for  not  doing  work  to  be  done  to  six  focal-plane 
shutters,  as  well  as  a  Thornton-Pickard  shutter.  The  case 
was  first  before  his  Honour  on  November  22.  and  was  reported 
in  the  C.  />.,  November  26,  1910.  index-folio  786.  Further 
evidence  was  now  given,  and,  after  spending  the  whole  day 
on  it,  liis  Honour  again  adjourned  it. 

Agency  Orders.— At  Canterbury  County  Court  on  Janu- 
ary 11,  liefore  Deputy-Judge  Gurner,  Bing  &  Son,  chemists 
and  druggists,  St.  George's  Street,  Canterbury,  sued  H.  F. 
Crunden,  Herne  Bay,  for  4/.  5.t.,  due  for  goods  supplied. 
Mr.  Bing  stated  that  the  goods  were  ordered  by  the  defen- 
dant from  the  Perrier  Water  Co.'s  representative,  and  they 
were  supplied  by  witness's  firm  as  the  company's  agents. — 
For  the  defence  it  was  urged  that  the  goods  were  never 
ordered  from  the  plaintiffs,  and  the  Judge  remarked  that 
defendant  was  dealing  with  the  Perrier  Water  Co.,  against 
whom  he  might  have  a  set-off.  The  Perrier  Co.  ought  to  sue 
him.    Judgment  was  tlierefore  entered  for  the  defendant. 


High  Court  Cases. 

The  S.^':cHAiax  Litigatio.v. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  January  13,  i\[r.  Justice 
Joyce  had  before  him  a  motion  by  the  Saccharin  Cor- 
poration, Ltd.,  for  the  sequestration  of  the  Nationwl 
Saccharin  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  alleged  wilful  breach  of  an  interim 
injunction  granted  on  May  14  last  by  Mr.  Justice  Eve 
restraining  them  from  importing  saccharin  into  this 
country. 

Sir  Alfred  Cripps,  K.C.,  stated  that  it  came  to  the  notice 
of  plaintiffs  that  in  face  of  the  injunction  the  defendants 
were  importing  saccharin  into  Hull.  An  application  was 
made  to  Mr.  Justice  Eve,  who  appointed  a  receiver  of 
the  parcels  over  that  day. 

Mr.  Bousfield,  K.C.,  for  defendants,  suggested  that  Mr. 
Justice  Eve,  who  made  the  order,  should  be  asked  to  hear 
this  motion. 

Sir  Alfred  Cripp.s  said  he  would  agree  if  the  receiver 
was  continued  meanwhile. 

IVIr.  ]5onsfield  ol)jected  on  the  ground  that  this  would 
indefinitely  postpone  tlie  hearing.  He  said  that  the  plain- 
tiffs started  an  action  many  months  ago,  but  took  no 
steps  to  put  it  down  for  hearing,  and  this  saccharin  was 
hnported  to  force  them  to  bring  it  on.  They  utilised  the 
interval  by  getting  contracts,  and  if  this  went  on  much 
longer  the  winning  of  the  action  would  be  no  use  to  the 
defendants.  The  process  of  the  Courts  had  been  used  to 
defeat  the  ends  of  justice. 

His  Lordship  said  that  the  jilaintiffs  were  entitled  to 
an  adjournment  to  answer  an  affidavit  put  in  by  the  de- 
fendants, and  directed  the  motion  to  stand  over  until 
Friday,  January  20.  continuing  the  receiver  meanwhile. 
In  the  interval  the  parties  might  ask  Mr.  .Justice  Eve  to 
decide  the  matter. 

Boots'  Manaoers'  Agreements. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  January  13. 
before  Mr.  Justice  Parker,  Mr.  Romer,  K.C.,  moved,  in 
the  action  of  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  v.  Cockshot,  for 
an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendant,  who  imtil  recently 
was  employed  by  the  pliiintiffs  as  manager  of  their  branch 
in  Abbey  dale  Road,  Sheffield,  from  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  chemi.st  and  druggist,  either  alone  or  in 
partnersliip,  at  Abbeydale  l^oad,  ShetKeld,  or  at  any  other 
place  within  thiec  miles  of  the  City  of  Sheffield,  under  an 
agreement  dated  1902.  Counsel  said  he  was  glad  to  be 
able  to  state  that  although  the  defendant  at  first  showed 
signs  of  resisting,  he  was  now  prepared  to  submit  to  the 
injunction.  He  wished  to  make  it  clear  that  the  plaintiff's 
had  no  wish  to  restrain  any  of  their  servants  who  were 
leaving  from  entering  into  the  service  of  anyone  else  carry- 
on  a  similar  business,  their  sole  object  being  to  prevent 
anyone  leaving  them  from  setting  up  a  rival  business. 
The  defendant  resigned  his  position  as  manager  in 
December  last,  and  within  a  few  days  set  up  a  rival 
business  in  the  same  road.      In  these  circuniftances  it 


was  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  plaintiffs  should 
obtain  an  injunction  to  restrain  him  from  carrying  on  such 
rival  business.  That  injunction  would  not,  however, 
interfere  with  his  taking  service  with  a  rival.  Of  course, 
the  injunction  would  be  limited  to  three  yeare  from 
December  1910,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment, and  the  plaintiffs  did  not,  in  the  circumstances, 
ask  for  damages  or  costs.  The  injunction  was  granted  a.'^ 
asked,  Mr.  Truscott  (who  appeared  for  defendant)  con- 
senting. 

Battle  of  "The  Baltic." 

I\Tr.  Justice  Darling  and  a  special  jury  were  engaged 
in  the  King's  Bcnth  Di\  ieion  for  three  days  last  week  uporv. 
an  action  by  Mr.  Percy  Harold  Palmer  against  Messrs. 
Goodlake  &  Nutler,  Messrs.  Nickoll  &  Knight,  Messrs. 
Phillips  &  Webb,  and  the  Produce  Brokers  Co.,  Ltd.,  ip_ 
which  the  plaintiff  claimed  damages  in  regard  to  an  alleged 
consi)iracy  to  injure  him  in  his  business  as  a  merchant 
dealing  in  seed-oil.  The  defence  was  a  denial  of  ther 
allegations  put,  forward.  The  case  iJresented  on  behalf 
of  the  plaintiff  by  Mr.  Hugo  Young,  K.C.,  involved  a 
series  of  alleged  "attacks"  upon  Mr.  Palmer,  the  result 
of  which,  said  counsel,  was  that  the  plaintiff  found  he 
could  not  get  ordinary  credit  terms,  and  that  some  traders 
would  not  deal  with  liim  at  all.  It  was  Mr.  Palmer's 
view  that  he  had  sustained  consequent  loss  to  the  extent 
of  at  least  500/.  a  year.  Plaintiff  carried  on  business  as 
Messrs.  Palmer  &  Co.,  oil-brokers,  of  Bishopsgate, 
E.G.  According  to  Mr.  Hugo  Yoiing,  the  business 
of  buying  and  selling  oil  crushed  from  seed  was  con- 
ducted by  a  small  number  of  firms — about  a  dozen 
altogether — chiefly  at  a  club  known  as  "The  Baltic,"  the 
Royal  Exchange,  and  the  Exchange  at  Hull.  When  the 
plaintiff  started  business  on  his  own  account  (added  Mr. 
Young)  he  found  that  the  other  merchants  made  a  "  dead 
set  "  against  him,  and  that  his  trade  was  hampered  in  every 
way.  The  brokers  on  the  Exchange  refused  to  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  him.  No  explanation  of  such  conduct  was 
vouchsafed,  and  Mr.  Palmer  became  possessed  of  certain 
letters  from  traders  in  the  Exchange  disparaging  him  to  a 
foreign  mercnant.  On  one  occasion  a  circular,  signed  by 
tho  firms  on  the  market,  was  issued  to  the  trade.  It 
contained  a  proposal  to  insert  a  new  clause  in  the  form; 
of  contract  for  buying  and  delivery.  Mr.  Palmer  was  not 
consuUed  with  reference  to  this,  and  his  name  was  omitted' 
from  the  circular.  The  clause  in  question  had  become- 
known  as  the  "Palmer"  clause — thus  called,  in  a  dis- 
paraging way.  because,  according  to  the  plaintiff's  case, 
it  was  inserted  owing  to  a  dispute  between  the  plaintiff 
and  Messrs.  Nickoll  &  Knight. 

Mr.  Palmer,  in  the  witness-box,  gave  evidence  of  other 
features  of  the  alleged  conspiracy  against  him,  and,  under 
cross-examination  by  Mr.  Gill,  K.C.  (who  appeared  foK 
Messrs.  Nickoll  &  Knight),  he  denied  having  refused  to 
accept  an  award  in  an  arbitration  between  himself  and 
that  firm. 

Mr.  Pollock,  K.C.  (cross-examining  for  the  Produce 
Brokers  Co.)  :  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  you  made  yourself 
personally  obnoxious  to  the  whole  of  the  people  in  what 
you  call  the  "Oil  Ring"?  Plaintiff:  No;  decidedly 
not. 

Mr.  Justice  Darling:  Is  there  anybody  in  this  "oil 
ring  "  with  whom  you  are  on  good  terms? — No,  not  now, 
my  Lord  ;  none  of  them  will  speak  to  me. 

Mr.  Spencer  Bower,  K.C.  (for  Messrs.  Phillips  &  Webb), 
suggested  that  the  following  complaints  were  made  in? 
regard  to  the  plaintiff  : 

1.  "  That  he  was  in  the  habit  of  not  confirming,  in  writing,, 
verbal  contracts  "  : 

2.  "  That  he  did  not  pay  and  stopped  his  chetjues  "  ; 

3.  "  That  he  appeared  at  the  Royal  Exchange  and  in- 
structed his  clerk  to  '  butt  in  '  and  snap  up  contracts  from- 
people  talking  among  themselves  "  ;  and 

4.  "  That  he  was  a  cantankerous  and  quarrelsome  person." 
Mr.  Palmer  declared  that  he  had  never  heard  of  these 

complaints. 

Other  evidence  having  been  given,  his  Lordship,  on 
Saturday,  January  14,  ruled  that  no  case  had  been  made 
out  to  go  to  the  jury,  and  accordingly  entered  judgment 
in  favour  of  the  defendants,  with  costs.  A  stay  oU 
execution  for  eight  days  in  regard  to  the  costs  was  granted 
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Mr.  Justice  Darling  and  a  special  jury  heard  on  Monday, 
January  16,  another  action — Palmer  t'.  Produce  Brokers 
Co.,  Ltd. — in  which  the  plaintiff  claimed  damages  in  respect 
of  an  alleged  libel  contained  in  two  letters  written  by  the 
defendants  to  a  Mr.  Dutreligne  in  Belgium.  The  writing  of 
the  letters  was  admitted  by  the  defendants  ;  but  they  denied 
Ihe  meaning  put  upon  them  by  the  plaintiff,  and  further 
])leaded  justification  and  privilege.  After  hearing  counsel 
and  evidence,  Mr.  Justice  Darling,  in  summing  up,  held 
that  the  letters  were  privileged  ;  but  the  question  of  malice, 
he  said,  was  one  for  the  jury.  The  letters,  on  the  face  of 
them,  did  not  seem  to  disclose  any  malice. — The  jury  found 
that  the  statements  in  the  letters  were  true,  that  the  defen- 
dants were  not  actuated  by  malice,  and  that  the  plaintiff 
liad  not  suffered  any  damage  in  consequence. 

His  Lordship,  upon  these  findings,  entered  judgment  for 
the  defendants,  with  costs. 

The  same  plaintiff  had  another  action  to  follow  against 
.Phillips  and  another  ;  but  his  counsel  said  that  as  the  case 
arose  out  of  similar  circumstances  he  did  not,  after  the 
verdict  just  given,  think  it  right  to  occupy  the  time  of  the 
Court  with  it,  and  accordingly  the  case  was  not  proceeded 
with. 

Lawrie  v.  National  Cash  Register  Co. 
This  was  in  the  list  for  hearing  in  the  Court  of  Appeal 
on  Wednesday,  January  18,  before  Lords  Justices  Vaughan 
Williams,  Farwell.  and  Kennedy,  upon  the  appeal  of  the 
])laintiff  from  a  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Hamilton  after 
trial  with  a  special  jury  at  Liverpool;  but  Mr.  McCall, 
K.C.,  for  the  defendant  company,  stated  that  the  plaintiff 
Trad  intimated  that  he  did  not  intend  to  prosecute  the 
appeal,  and  asked  that  it  should  be  dismissed.  Their 
Lordships  accordingly  dismissed  the  appeal,  with  costs. 

Stortons  r.  Sarjeant. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Wednesday, 
January  18,  'Mr.  Justice  A.  T.  Lawrence  and  a  common 
Jury  had  before  them  an  issue  of  fact  in  the  case  of 
Messrs.  Stortons,  Ltd..  manufacturing  chemists,  North- 
ampton, against  Mrs.  Edith  Anna  Sarjeant,  Rock  Street, 
Wellingborough.  The  plaintiffs,  it  was  stated,  had  a 
judgment  against  Mrs.  Sarjeant  in  respect  of  goods 
supplied,  and  they  were  seeking  satisfaction  of  that  judg- 
ment by  charging  300  1/.  shares  in  A.  Sarjeant  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  chemists,  of  Tooting,  S.W.,  which  company,  it  was 
alleged,  was  really  Mr.  Alfred  Sarjeant's  (defendant's 
husband's)  company.  It  was  contended,  on  behalf  of 
Messrs.  Stortons,  that  the  300  shares  were  standing  in 
the  name  of  Mrs.  Sarjeant  or  in  someone's  name  on  her 
behalf.  This  was  disputed  by  counsel  for  the  defendant, 
who  called  evidence  in  support  of  his  statement  that  the 
shares  were  transferred  to  Mrs.  Sarjeant's  children  some 
time  before  the  charge-order  ?iigl  was  served  upon  the 
■defendant,  and  that  they  were  not  held  in  trust  for  the 
mother.  Mr.  Sarjeant,  in  the  witness-box,  said  the  busi- 
ness at  Tooting  originally  belonged  to  the  plaintiffs,  and 
they  sold  it  to  Mrs.  Sarjeant.  Subsequently  the  com- 
pany of  A.  Sarjeant  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  formed,  and  he 
'(Mr.  Sarjeant)  acted  as  manager.  The  jury  found  in 
favour  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  judgment  was  entered 
accordingly,  with  costs. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1S68. 

Police  Prosecution  under  Section  15. 

At  the  Newport  Pagnell  (Bucks)  Petty  Sessions  on  Wed- 
nesday, January  18,  before  Colonel  W.  J.  Levi  (Chair- 
Tnan)  and  other  Magistrates,  Henry  Herbert  Booth,  carry- 
ing on  business  as  a  chemist  at  Olney,  was  summoned 
for  acting  as  a  chemist  without  being  registered  at  Olney 
■on  January  3.  Defendant  did  not  appear,  but  pleaded 
guilty  through  his  solicitor,  Mr.  E.  D.  Glanley,  of 
Newport  PaRuell. 

Superintendent  Pearce  stated  that  the  proceedings  were 
taken  under  31  and  32  Vic,  cap.  121,  sec.  15. — Police- 
^■con.stable  Barnett  deposed  to  making  a  purchase  of  a 
pennyworth  of  oxalic  acid.  He  had  known  defendant  in 
_busine.ss  for  a  long  time. 

Mr.  Glanley,  in  mitigation  of  the  offence,  explained 
the  circumstances  which  led  up  to  defendant  occupying 
the  position  he  did.  In  the  year  1860  defendant  was 
apprenticed  to  Mr.  Woodruff,  who  died  in  1853,  leaving 


Miss  Wright,  a  relative,  to  carry  on  the  chemist's  busi- 
ness. Miss  Wright  and  defendant  carried  it  on  until  the 
lady's  death,  about  five  years  ago.  When  the  Act  was 
passed  all  persons  who  had  been  practising  as  chemists 
for  five  years  were  entitled  to  be  registered  without  pass- 
ing an  examination.  Through  some  error,  however.  Miss 
Wright  was  registered,  and  not  defendant.  In  order  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  defendant  in- 
tended to  make  certain  changes  which  would  put  matters 
ri^ht.  It  was  proposed  to  insert  an  advertisement  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  for  a  properly  qualified 
manager  who  would  be  placed  in  charge.  In  conclusion, 
he  urged  the  Bench,  in  view  of  these  circumstances  and 
defendant's  willingness  to  put  matters  right  so  that  such 
a  thing  could  not  occur  again,  to  take  a  lenient  view  of 
the  case. 

The  Bench  retired  to  consider  the  matter,  and,  after 
being  away  ten  minutes,  the  Chairman  asked  Mr.  Glanley 
for  an  undertaking  that  the  mistake  would  not  occur 
again  and  a  properly  qualified  chemist  provided,  and  also 
that  until  that  time' no  poisons  would  be  dispensed.  This 
Mr.  Glanley  gave,  and  the  Chairman  said  the  Bench  were 
leniently  disposed  and  would  only  inflict  a  fine  of  10.S., 
and  6$.  6d.  costs. 

[The  proceedings  and  fine  in  this  case  seem  move  consistent 
with  Section  17  than  Section  15.— Editor  C.  D.] 
The  Dumfries  Case. 

The  case  against  Thomas  Kennedy  &  Co.,  Dumfries 
(See  C.  (L-  D.,  January  7,  index  folio  8),  came  before  the 
court  again  on  Thursday  afternoon,  January  19.  It  was  a 
criminal  prosecution,  and  took  an  unexpected  and  curious 
turn  which  ended  in  the  dismissal  of  the  complaint. 
Messrs.  Kennedy  were  charged  with  contravention  of  Sec- 
tion 15  of  the  1868  Act  by  selling  XL- All  Fumigator  by  an 
employe  who  was  unlicensed  and  the  bottle  did  not  bear 
the  name  and  address  of  the  seller.  Accused  pleaded  not 
guilty,  and  proof  was  led  at  length.  The  defence  was 
that  none  of  the  assistants  were  empowered  to  sell  poison 
except  the  manager,  who  was  licensed.  Mr.  Rutherford 
Hill  (Edinburgh)  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  Scotland,  was  the  principal  witness  for  the  prosecution. 
In  the  course  of  the  trial  it  came  out  that  the  assistant 
who  sold  the  fumigator  did  not  put  money  in  the  till,  and 
but  for  that  fact  Sheriff  Campion  said  he  would  have  been 
compelled  to  convict  the  accused.  The  summons  was 
accordingly  dismissed. 

Sale  ol  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 
Olive  Oil. 

At  the  Glasgow  Stipendiary's  Court  on  January  11,  Mr. 
Robert  Dixon,  chemist  and  druggist,  116  Ducie  Road, 
Glasgow,  was  summoned  for  selling  olive  oil  alleged  to 
consist  entirely  of  arachis  oil.  Mr.  McGrady,  of  Messrs. 
Wilson,  Cauldwell  &  Tate,  solicitors,  Glasgow,  instructed 
by  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  for  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  defended.  Notice  of  warranty  had 
been  given,  but  before  this  came  up  for  argument  the 
summons  was  dismissed  on  the  ground  that  it  was  in- 
formal in  that  it  was  not  stated  that  the  sale  had  been 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 

At  Llanrwst  on  January  9,  the  summons  against  John 
Williams,  grocer,  Glanconway,  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre  61  per  cent,  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite,  was  dismissed 
on  payment  of  costs.  It  was  stated  during  the  evidence 
that  defendant  had  the  sweet  nitre  in  stock  for  over  two 
years,  during  which  period  he  had  only  sold  8  oz. 

In  Glasgow  on  January  12,  judgment  was  delivered  by 
the  Stipendiary  Magistrate  (Dr.  Neilson)  in  Chambers  m  a 
prosecution  at"  the  instance  of  the  Inspector  appointed  by 
the  local  authority  for  Glasgow,  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  against  John  Nairn,  doctor  of  medicine, 
residing  at  Park  Drive,  Whiteinch.  The  charge  was  that 
on  November  15  last,  in  the  dispensary  carried  on  by  him, 
he  sold,  by  the  hands  of  an  assistant,  3  oz.  of  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  which  contained  only  1.38  per  cent,  of  ethyl 
nitrite,  instead  of  at  least  1.75  per  cent,  required  by  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  Mr.  William  Find  lay  (Messrs. 
Turnbull  &  Findlay.  writers,  Glasgow)  defended  on  behalf 
of  the  Medical  and  Dental  Defence  Union  of  Scotland,  and 
pleaded  that  the  purchaser  was  not  prejudiced,  that  there 
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is  no  absolute  standard  under  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  that 
it  does  not  state  clearly  the  composition  of  the  article. 
The  evidence  led  for  the  respondent  was  to  the  effect  that 
spirit  of  nitre  is  extremely  volatile,  and  evaporation  takes 
place  even  with  the  utmost  care.  The  Stipendiary  Magis- 
trate found  the  respondent  not  guilty,  and  dieniissed  him 
from  the  Bar.

The  following  are  creditors  :  Goodall, 
Backhouse  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Leeds  (33/.)  :  Hirst,  Brook  &.  Hirst, 
Ltd.,  Leeds  (26/.):  Wright,  Layman  &  Umnev,  Ltd.  (13/.);  T.

Re  Shrag-er  Bros.,  4  Lloyd's  Avenue,  E.C.,  and  else- 
where.

The  debtor 
stated  that  the  failure  was  due  to  over-purchases  of  gunnies, 
the  loss  on  contracts  amounting  to  over  150,000/.  The 
examination  was  concluded. 

Re  A.  T.  Collins,  97  Stockwell  Road,  S.W.,  formerly 
Eucalyptic  Manufacturer. — The  public  examination  of  this 
debtor  was  to  have  been  held  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  January  18,  but  Mr.  E.  Leadan  Hough,  Senior 
Official  Receiver,  reported  that  lie  had  received  a  letter 
from  the  debtor  stating  that  he  had  not  the  money  to  defray 
his  travelling  expenses  from  Cumberland  to  London. 
Under  those  circumstances  it  was  proposed  to  put  the  case 
in  the  hands  of  the  Official  Receiver  in  the  Cumberland 
Court  and  to  allow  the  debtor  to  attend  there  for  his 
public  examination.

He  studied  chemistry  in 
Karlsruhe  and  Strassljurg, 
in  Alsace,  passing  his  final 
examinations  at  the  latter 
town.  He  commenced  his 
business  career  with  the 
Badische  factory,  and  in 
1883  joined  his  brother-in- 
law,  the  late  Ernst  Boeh 
ringer  (a  grandson  of  the 
founder  of  the  business, 
Christian  Friedrich  Boehringer)  as  a  partner.  This  part- 
nership was  severed  by  the  death  of  his  relative  in  1892, 
Dr.  Engelhorn  becoming  sole  proprietor.  The  deceased 
was  an  extremely  able  business-man,  and  under  his  direc- 
tion considerable  developments  took  place,  until  to-day  the 
firm  occupies  one  of  the  foremost  positions  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  fine  chemicals  in  Germany.  It  may  be  recalled 
that  in  1909  the  firm  celebrated  their  jubilee,  and  on  that 
occasion  they  published  a  handsomely  'illustrated  brochure 
giving  an  account  of  their  history  ancl  development.  Apart 
from  his  own  business.  Dr.  Engelhorn  took  an  active  share 
in  several  other  South  German  chemical  firms,  and  was 
chairman  of  the  Mannheim  Rubber,  Guttapercha,  and 
Asbestos  Factory,  the  Consolidated  Alkali-works,  Westere- 
geln.  and  vice-chairman  of  the  Mannheim  Insurance  Co. 
and  the  Continental  Insurance  Co.  He  was  also  a  director 
of  other  companies  connected  with  the  celluloid,  carbide, 
sugar,  and  potash-salt  industries.  Dr.  Engelhorn's  charm- 
ing manner  and  genial  disposition  attracted  to  him 
numerous  and  devoted  friends.    He  was  very  keenly  inte-

rested  in  his  life's  work  to  the  last,  and  had  a  singularly- 
high  ideal  of  commercial  rectitude,  while  to  his  employes 
he  was  kindness  itself.

during  the  past  quarter  of  a  century.  His  name  will  remain, 
in  ineffaceable  letters  in  the  annals  of  our  firm,  and  his 
memory  will  live  in  our  hearts."

The  price-list  is 
prefaced  with  notes  on  terms  of  business,  alcoholic  pre- 
parations, railway  rates,  postal  rates,  and  weights  and 
measures.  An  addition  to  the  list  is  a  series  of  con- 
centrated mixtures.  Concentrated  tinctures  and  soft  ex- 
tracts are  also  new  ;  these  are  for  exporting  to  countries 
which  charge  a  prohibitive  spirit-import  duty. 

Merck's  "  Index." — There  are  few  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical reference-books  eo  useful  as  the  "  Index,"  which 
is  compiled  and  published  by  E.  Merck,  of  Darmstadt,  and 
16  Jewry  Street,  London,  E.C.  The  book  wa«  first  pub- 
lished in  1897,  the  second  edition  in  1902,  and  now  the 
third  edition  (in  German)  has  been  published.  It  extends 
to  404  quarto  pages,  and  is  devoted  to  "  Preparations," 
which  really  means  chemicals  generally,  extracts,  prepara- 
tions of  animal  organs,  serums,  and  the  like.  These 
occupy  274  pages.  The  next  section  deals  with  prepara- 
tions for  analytical  and  microscopic  work  ;  the  third  to 
drugs ;  the  fourth  to  minerals  ;  the  fifth  to  collections  of 
minerals,  chemicals,  drugs,  etc.  ;  and  two  others  to  minor 
matters.  Among  the  prefatory  infoniiation  are  tables  com- 
paring the  new  editions  of  the  German,  Hungarian,  and 
Italian  Pharmacopoeias  with  the  text  of  the  present  edition, 
which  had  been  printed  before  these  Pharmacopoeias  were 
issued.  The  "  Index  "  shows  numerous  improvements  upon 
previous  editions,  and  copies  of  it  can  be  obtained  at  6.s.  6(L 
each,  post  free,  from  Merck's  London  office. 

Sempules. — This  is  the  name  of  a  new  form  of  sup- 
pository which  has  been  designed  by  Dr.  Haydn  Brown, 
of  Caterham,  and  is  manufactured 
by  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd., 
22-30  Graham  Street,  City  Road, 
London,  N.  The  suppositories  are 
of  the  linted  type — /.c,  a  piece  of 
soft  cotton  thread,  previously 
sterilised,  is  inserted  in  the  sup- 
pository like  a  wick,  but  the  form, 
it  will  be  noticed  from  our  engrav- 
ing, is  new  and  enables  the  sup- 
])Ository  to  be  inserted  more  easily, 
while  the  wick  ensures  that  it  will 
be  retained  in  situ,  so  that  the 
medicament  is  directly  applied  to 
the  part  requiring  it,  a-.^,  for  in- 
stance, in  the  case  of  internal 
hfemorrlioids.  In  a  communica- 
tion to  the  "  British  Medical 
Jounial,"  Dr.  Haydn  Brown  says 
in  regard  to  the  shape  : 

"  The  bulb  end  passes  easily  through  the  anal  can.nl,  while 
the  stem  follows  until  stopped  by  the  other  bulb  meeting  the 
sphincter.  The  bulbs  keep  the  stem  in  the  anal  canal.  In 
order  to  strengthen  the  stem  for  manipulation  an  impreg- 
nated wick  is  inserted  in  the  long  axis.  This  wick  serves 
a  double  purpose,  for,  as  the  thin  stem  melts  first,  the  wick 
serves  to  retain  the  bulbous  ends  in  position,  which  further 
keep  the  melted  medicament  in  situ  between  them." 
The  British  Drug  Houses  Ltd.  manufacture  "  Sempules  " 
ill  two  sizes,  4.3  cm.  and  5.25  cm.  in  length.  They  can 
make  them  according  to  any  recipe  and  with  bases  of 
two  melting-points  besides  the  usual  theobroma  base — 
namely,  melting-point  27°  C.  and  melting-point  32''='  C. 
The  name  has  been  accepted  for  registration. 

Southall's  Labohatory  Report.  —  The  nineteenth 
laboratory  report  of  Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay, 
Ltd.,  Birmingham,  has  just  been  issued  from  their  private 
press.  Although  in  its  forty  pages  the  editor  (Mr.  E.  W. 
Mann,  Ph.C.)  says  there  is  no  very  gross  adulteration  to 
record,  many  points  of  interest  to  retail  chemists  as  well 


as  to  pharmaceutical  analysts  will  be  found  in  it.  For 
instance,  under  "  Socotrine  Aloes"  a  brief  note  states  that 
none  of  the  five  samples  examined  attained  the  B.P. 
standard  as  regards  solubility.  Palembang  benzoin  is 
again  found  to  be  inferior  to  the  Sumatra  variety.  The 
tops  of  female  Cannabis  sativa  grown  in  Greece  yielded 
more  resin  than  the  Indian  drug.  Records  of  research- 
work  continue  to  be  a  valuable  feature  of  the  report. 
Under  "  Olive  Oil  "  a  comparison  is  given  of  various  tests  for 
the  presence  of  nut  oil  in  olive  oil.  The  test  proposed  by 
Bird  and  Lucas  for  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  {0.  tC'  Z>., 
1910,  II.,  p.  593)  and  that  of  Bohrisch  {C.  d-  D.,  1910, 
II.,  p.  620)  does  not  detect  less  than  15  per  cent,  of  the 
adulterant ;  while  Archbutt's  modification  of  the  Renard 
test  indicates  10  per  cent,  of  added  arachis  oil.  The 
report  also  states  that  Hill  and  Umney,  in  their  paper 
(C.  <t'  D.,  1909,  I.,  p.  721),  place  the  lower  limit  for  the 
specific  gravities  of  caraway  and  thyme  oil  too  low,  while 
the  proposed  upper  limit  for  dill  oil  is  also  too  low.  It 
is  stated  that  the  test  proposed  by  Umney  for  juniper 
nil  (taking  the  refractive  index  of  the  residue  after  distil- 
ling 80  per  cent.)  might  be  usefully  included  in  the  official 
monograph.  Under  •'Chemical  Preparations"  it  is  men- 
tioned that  commercial  methylene  blue  almost  always  con- 
tains zinc,  and  that  there  is  great  variation  in  the  soa]) 
offered  as  sapo  durus.  Among  the  galencials.  w©  find  that 
the  average  alkaloidal  strength  of  green  extract  of  bella- 
donna was  one  of  the  lowest  figures  on  record.  The  table 
of  suggested  standards  for  galenical  preparations  is  again 
included,  and  it  is  invaluable  for  reference  purposes. 
Copies  of  the  report  can  be  obtained  from  Messrs. 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay  free  on  application,  and  it  is 
well  worth  getting. 


New  German  Pharmacopoeia. 

Notes  on  the  Chemical  Monographs. 

Watrium  Arsanillcum.— Atoxyl  (;)-amidophcnylarsiiiic 
sodium), 

/NH2 
('oH.,<  .4H-20 
\AsO3.HNa 

Contains  24.1  to  24.6  per  cent,  of  arsenium,  assayed  as  above. 
Soluble  in  6  parts  of  water. 

Watrium  Bromatum.-  Sodium  bromide  should  contain  at 
least  94.3  per  cent,  of  pure  salt,  corresponding  to  73.2  per  cent, 
of  bromine.  On  drying  at  100'^  it  should  not  lose  more  than 
5  per  cent,  of  its  weight.  Assayed  by  titration  with  N/10 
solution  of  silver  nitrate,  1  c.c.  of  which  corresponds  to 
0.01029  gram  of  NaBr,  using  solution  of  potassium  chromate  us 
indicator. 

Watrium  Carbonicum.— Sodium  carbonate  is  required  to 
contain  37.1  per  cent,  of  anhydrous  salt.  1  c.c.  of  N/HC1  = 
0.053  gram  anhydrous  .soiUuni  caibonate. 

STatrlum  Carbonicum  Siccum  (dimethylamido-azobenzol 
as  indicator).  The  exsiccated  salt  is  stated  to  have  a  content 
of  74.2  per  cent,  of  anhydrous  NaX'Oj.  It  is  obtained  bv 
drying  coarsely  powdered  sodium  carbonate  first  at  25  . 
then  at  40'=  to  50°,  until  it  has  lost  half  (B.P.  63  per  cent.)  of  its 
original  weight. 

ITatrlum  Jc datum.- Sodium  iodide  contains  at  least 
95  per  cent,  of  Nal,  or  80  per  cent,  of  iodine;  and  not  morp 
than  5  per  cent,  of  moisture.  Tested  for  nitric  acid  :  a  mixture 
of  1  gram  of  sodium  iodide,  5  cc.  of  solution  of  sodium 
hydroxide,  0.5  gram  of  zinc  filings,  and  0.5  gram  of  powdercl 
iron  should  not  evolve  ammonia  on  heating.  0.2  gram  nt 
sodium  iodide  is  dissolved  in  2  c.c  of  solution  of  ammonia, 
and  14  c  c.  of  N/10  silver  nitrate  added.  On  adding  an  excess 
of  nitric  acid  to  the  filtrate,  it  should  not  become  turbid 
(hydrocliloric  acid,  hydrohroinic  acid)  or  darken  within  ton 
minutes  (thiofiuliihuric  ;ifid). 

Natrium  Phosphorlcum.— Sodium  phosphate  is  tested  for 
the  presence  of  arsenic  bv  the  Bettendorf  test.  Sodium  phos- 
phite is  to  be  detected  by  the  following  test:  The  yellow 
precipitate  caused  by  the  addition  of  solution  of  silver  nitrate 
to  an  aqueous  solution  of  the  salt  should  not  become  brown 
on  heating. 

Natrium  Sulfuricum.— Sodium  sulphate  is  tested  for  the 
presence  of  arsenic  with  the  Bettendorf  test. 

Novocain.—  /(-amidobenzoyl-diethvlamido-ethanol  hydro- 
chloride NH,.C;,H..C0.0C.H;.N(C,H,)a.HCl(1.4).  Melting- 
point  156°.    Tested  for  the  presence  of  cocaine  hydrochloride  : 
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a  Eolutioii  o£  0.1  gram  of  iiovocuin  in  5  c.c.  of  water  is 
acidulatetl  with  3  drops  of  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and  5  di-ops 
of  soluiion  of  potassium  permanganate  (1:100)  is  added, 
the  violet  colour  must  immediately  disappear.

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONSe 

By  Xrayser  II. 


The  Proposed  Curriculum 

seems  to  me  (as  I  have  said  before) 
entirely  unnecessary,  and  I  do  not  see  how  the  case 
against  it  set  forth  in  your  last  week's  leader  can  be 
answered.  The  expense  both  of  money  and  labour  which 
it  would  entail  are  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  benefits  of 
a  "pass"  or  the  requirements  of  the  trade;  it  would  be 
virtually  impossible  for  apprentices  in  many  of  our 
smaller  towns  to  qualify  under  any  such  scheme  ;  and  the 
result  would  be  an  enormous  increase  in  the  niunber  of 
unqualified  men  in  business.  Tho.se  who  did  pass,  too, 
would  have  to  pay  very  dearly  for  their  whistle,  and  the 
present  discontent  with  the  conditions  of  pharmacy  would 
be  greatly  augmented.  For  no  practical  improvement  of 
our  condition  would  result.  We  should  still  be  at  the 
mercy  of  the  dispensing  doctor  and  subject  to  the 
"medical  inquisition."  But  critics  of  the  scheme  over- 
Icok  two  points  which,  though  they  do  not  justify  it, 
ought  in  fairness  to  be  remembered.  Two  of  your  la.st 
week's  correspondents  ask  what  reason  there  is  for  it. 
The  reason  is,  no  doubt,  the  prevention,  or  at  least  the 
diminution,  of  the  evil  of  "cramming."  One  of  the 
correspondents  referred  to  wants  to  know  what  it  matters 
to  the  Society 

How  a  Man  Gets  the  Knowledge 

which  enables  him  to 
pass.  Well,  it  matters  a  good  deal,  both  to  the  Society 
and  to  the  man.  Knowledge  acquired  for  a  particular 
occasion  without  regard  to  its  permanent  retention  or 
educative  influence  is  of  little  or  no  real  value,  and  the 
enforcement  of  a  course  of  study  extending  over  three 
years  would  certainly  tend  to  a  better  digestion  of  the 
knowledge  acquired — knowledge  at  present  too  often  for- 
gotten when  it  has  served  its  immediate  purpose.  But  it 
would  not  altogether  prevent  the  evil,  which  might  be  as 
effectually  and  more  economically  met  by  other  means. 
There  is  a  good  deal  of  cramming  in  some  of  our  Univer- 
sities ;  but  examiners  usually  have  wit  enough  to  detect 
and  defeat  it.  It  must  be  added  that  cramming  for  the 
Minor  is  inevitable  while  some  of  its  subjects  have  so  little 
raison  d'etre,  and  the  whole  have  to  be  mastered  at  once. 
The  other  point  is  that  apprenticeship  is  not  now  C[uite 
what  it  used  to  be;  the  term  is  shoiter,  and  the  work  of 
the  shop  does  not  afl'ord  so  thorough  an  acquaintance  with 
practical  pharmacy.  I  have  had  assistants  come  to  me 
who  had  never  dispensed  a  prescription  or  made  a  pharma- 
ceutical preparation  of  importance.  This,  however,  means, 
among  other  things,  that  there  ia  no  need  to  increase  the 
stringency  of  the  examinations,  which  already  ensure  an 
education  sufficient  for  any  work  we  are  likely  to  have  to 
do.  We  had  formerly  an  occupation  which  educated  us  ; 
we  must  now  educate  ourselvas  for  an  occupation  which 
many  of  us  no  longer  enjoy. 

The  Example  of  Dundee 

in  the  matter  of  early  closing 
might  -well  be  imitated,  although  I  think  that  hours  might 
have  been  curtailed  still  further  with  no  hardship  to  the 
public.  The  curfew  bell  even  yet  in  some  districts  marks 
the  closing  of  the  labours  of  the  day  at  eight  o'clock,  and 
as  a  rule  shopping  can  be  gone  through  quite  well,  even  in 
industrial  localities,  before  that  hour.  I  have  not  noticed 
whether  the  chemists  in  many  other  cities  or  towns  have 
made  a  move  in  the  direction  of  having  the  Shop-hours  Act 
put  in  force ;  but  now  that  a  city  with  so  large  a  popula- 


tion as  Dundee,  and  such  a  varied  class  of  pharmacias^  liatr- 
taken  the  initiative,  there  will  surely  be  more  commnnitiee- 
ready  to  follow  along  the  same  linos.  One  would  have  ex- 
pected that  with  over  80  per  cent,  of  the  chemists  in  favour 
of  early  closing,  the  minority  would  have  been  willing  to 
fall  in  with  a  voluntary  arrangement  rather  than  compel 
an  appeal  for  the  adoption  of  the  Act;  but  it  has  always 
been  the  trouble  with  chemists  that  one  or  two,  through 
even  the  purest  of  motives,  can  upset  the  plaiiii  of  tlie 
greater  majority.  The  experiment  will  be  watched  with 
much  interevst,  and  I  for  one  hope  it  will  be  successful. 
The  "Medical  Inquisition," 

judging  from  your  Eetrosj^ert,, 
seems  to  have  been  in  force  fifty  years  ago  very  much  as  it 
is  to-day,  and  I  take  it  that  history  will  reproduce  itself 
fifty  years  hence,  and  that  the  men  who  then  sell  drugs, 
by  whatever  name  they  call  themselves,  will  be  in  exactly 
the  same  predicament.  There  are  certain  elemental  privi- 
leges that  human  beings  will  not  give  up,  and  one  of  these- 
is  the  privilege  of  asking  advice  from  the  man  who  is 
qualified  to  give  it,  and  another  is  the  right  of  every  one 
of  us  to  leturn  a  civil  answer  to  a  civil  question.  The- 
amusing  episodes  on  counter-prescribing  now  being  re- 
corded in  the  0.  d-  D.  by  a  Scottish  pharmacist  are  all 
true  to  nature,  and  every  one  of  us  can  match  them  from 
cur  own  experience.  Nevertheless,  in  the  eyes  of  the 
hyper-ethical  medical  men  who  report  on  the  iniquities  of 
chemists,  these  little  acts  of  the  commonest  humanity  con- 
stitute "illegal  practice"  which  ought  to  be  suppressed 
by  force  of  law ;  and  woe  betide  the  luckless  chemist 
should  he,  after  having,  in  the  kindness  of  his  heari,  giveiTs 
the  befst  advice  in  his  power  in  an  emergency,  find  himself 
before  a 

Medical  Coroner, 

a  gentleman  whose  "fender  mercies"  are 
often  somewhat  cruel.  The  outspoken  remarks  quoted  by 
you  from  the  "  Penny  Illustrated  Paper  "  express  the  feel- 
ings of  not  a  few  chemists  who  have  come  under  the  quite 
unwarranted  censure  of  a  Coroner,  and  they  will  find  an 
echo  in  the  breasts,  if  not  in  the  voices,  of  hundreds  more. 
While  I  am  far  from  thinking  that  a  medical  Coroner 
T\'ould  strain  a  point  to  protect  a  medical  delinquent  wbose- 
fault  was  clearly  proved,  I  have  a  strong  impression  that 
very  many  cases  occur  which  would  be  much  more  search- 
irgly  investigated  were  the  Coroner  merely  a  trained! 
lawyer  and  not  also  a  medical  practitioner.  On  the  othei- 
hand,  cases  are  not  wanting  where  medical  witnesses  •\vould 
much  rather  attend  the  Coroner's  Court  for  the  sake  of  the 
fee  they  get  than  give  a  certificate  which  they  could  quite 
honestly  do — a  state  of  things  which  might  conceivably 
involve  great  hardship,  but  which,  nevertheless,  always' 
receives  the  approbation  of  the  Coroner. 

Ramesey's  Treatise  of  "  Poysons," 

to  which  I  referred  the  other- 
week,  is  an  interesting  if  not  a  very  instructive  -work.. 
Like  most  specialists  Ramesey  was  so  "subdued  to  -what 
he  worked  in  "  as  to  exaggerate  a  good  deal  the  dimensions- 
and  importance  of  his  subject.  He  saw  poison  iu  many 
quite  innocent  things,  and  gave  credence  to  many  old  wives' 
fables  in  which  poisonous  plants  and  animals  that  never 
had  a  real  existence  play  a  fearful  part.  The  basilisk, 
which  kills  with  a  touch  ;  the  tree  boxama  or  boxima,  whicb 
suffocates  all  who  linger  under  its  shade ;  Mux  arancus,  a 
Protean  sort  of  beast,  in  shape  like  a  spider,  but  appear- 
ing to  some  like  a  rat,  to  others  like  a  weasel,  and  again 
to  others  like  a  fish — these  and  other  equally  "  fabulous 
animals  "  figure  in  his  pages.  Toads,  frogs,  spiders  of  all 
kinds — including,  of  course,  the  tarantula — serpents  of 
both  known  and  unknown  kinds,  take  up  much  space  in," 
the  hook,  which  is  I'sdicated  to  King  Charles  II,,  " 
(xii  )  Bon  and  Pious '  ;  its  date  is  1660.

Editorial  Articles. 


The  Government  Laboratory. 

Eighteen  months  ago,  in  an  article  on  this  subject 
[C .  (L-  D.,  July  3,  1909,  p.  16),  we  referred  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Laboratory  Inquiry  Committee,  which  is 
a  branch  of  the  Hobson  Committee  of  Inquiry  in 
regard  to  various  Customs  and  Excise  matters,  the 
object  of  the  whole  being  to  effect  economies  in 
the  Service.  We  then  dealt  very  fully  with  the 
origin  of  the  Government  Laboratories  at  the  Custom 
House,  at  Clement's  Inn  Passage,  and  also  at  the  various 
testing-stations  throughout  the  United  Kingdom.  We 
now  learn  that  the  Laboratory  Inquiry  Committee  has 
come  to  a  decision,  and  has  recommended  a  reform  which 
has  created  great  excitement  among  the  present  officials, 
in  so  far  as  the  Committee  recommends  a  complete  change 
of  the  old-established  basis  upon  which  the  staffs  of  the 
Government  Laboratory  are  recruited.  Until  the  advent 
of  Sir  T.  Edward  Thorpe  as  Principal  of  the  Laboratory, 
in  succession  to  the  late  Sir  James  Bell,  Government 
analysts  were  recruited  from  the  Customs  and  Excise 
service,  young  officers  from  which  were,  on  jDroving  their 
competence,  trained  in  the  principal  Laboratory  and  at  the 
Royal  College  of  Science  in  order  to  fit  them  as  analysts  ; 
and  once  they  were  appointed  as  such,  they  had  the 
opportunity  of  rising  to  the  highest  position  on  the  staff, 
just  as  Sir  James  Bell  did.  Shortly  after  his  appoint- 
ment, Sir  T.  Edward  Thorpe  initiated  the  practice  of 
introducing  into  the  Laboratory  as  assistants  young  men 
who  had  been  trained  as  chemists  at  science  schools,  tech- 
nical colleges,  or  universities,  and  who  had  proved  their 
competence  as  such  by  passing  science  examinations  for 
degrees  or  diplomas.  The  older  practice  of  select- 
ing Customs  and  Excise  officers  for  junior  appointments 
was  continued,  however,  and  it  has  been  considered  by 
the  Service  that  it  is  essential  for  the  proper  safeguarding 
of  the  revenue  (so  far  as  it  is  controlled  by  chemical 
analysis)  that  Customs  or  Excise  knowledge  is  as  necessary 
pari  passu  as  scientific  ability  and  analytical  skill.  We 
now  learn  that  the  Laboratory  Inquiry  Committee,  of  which 
Sir  T.  Edward  Thorpe  is  a  member,  has  recommended 
that  in  the  future  entrance  to  the  Government  Labora- 
tories by  way  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  service  should 
be  stopped,  and  that  the  laboratory  staff  should  be 
recruited  from  those  who  have  received  a  collegiate  train- 
ing in  chemistry  and  its  allied  sciences.  We  undei-stand, 
also,  that  a  considerable  number  of  the  Government 
chemists,  who  are  not  of  this  new  class,  have  been  in- 
formed that  their  analytical  services  will  no  longer  be 
required,  but  a  sufficient  number  of  the  experienced  men 
will  be  retained  to  initiate  the  novices  into  the  work  and 
to  supervise  them.  Also,  there  will  be  a  complete  sever- 
ance on  April  1  of  the  Laboratory  from  the  Customs  and 
Excise  Department,  and  then  it  will  be  made  a  separate 
Crovernment  department,  under  the  direct  control  of  the 
Treasury.  These  changes  are,  it  is  stated,  dictated  by 
economy  and  efficiency,  but  it  is  a  remarkable  feature  of 
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the  reforming  spirit  that  the  Committee  is  unable  to  effect 
•complete  severance  from  the  Custoniis  and  Excicse,  because 
it  is  proposed  that  temporary  employment  should  be  given 
to  young  men  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  certain 
analytical  experiments  which  bear  on  the  revenue  work 
performed  in  the  Customs  and  Excise  Departments,  and 
these  young  men  are  to  be  lent  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise.  No  doubt  this  will  be  a  good  thing 
"for  these  young  officers,  since  it  will  enable  them  to  obtain 
.an  insight  into  the  chemical  analysis  of  the  articl&s  that 
they  have  to  do  with,  but  the  establishment  of  the  new 
principle  seems  somewhat  remote,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  old  method  is  continued  under  another  guise.  We 
lieeitate  to  criticise  the  proposals  at  the  present  stage,  and 
the  principal  object  of  this  note  is  to  put  wholesale 
druggists  and  manufacturing  chemists  on  the  qui  vice,  tor 
any  radical  change  in  the  staffing  of  the  Government 
Laboratories  must  necessarily  affect  the  determination  of 
those  values  which  are  related  to  the  payment  of  draw- 
"back  on  tinctures  and  the  like.  We  may  add,  however, 
that  in  the  Service  there  is  a  strong  and  bitter  feeling  in 
regard  to  the  proposed  changes,  which  is  based,  as  far  a,s 
we  can  judge,  on  the  supposition  that  a  young  man 
trained  in  a  science  school  is  not  such  a  fit  subject  to  be 
made  into  a  Government  chemist  as  a  Customs  or  Excise 
ijfficer  who  has  a  taste  for  science.  We  do  not  share  that 
view,  and,  as  far  as  can  be  judged  from  the  results  of  Sir 
T.  Edward  Thorpe's  innovation,  the  change  liavs  been 
beneficial  to  the  work  as  a  whole.  The  severance  of  the 
laboratory  from  the  custody  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise  was  inevitable,  now  that  the  work 
done  is  for  all  Departments  of  the  Government — indeed, 
when  commenting  upon  the  last  annual  report,  we  in- 
dicated that  such  a  change  as  the  one  now  decided  would 
eventually  take  place. 


Doctor  V.  Chemist. 

This  is  the  title  which  the  "Westminster  Gazette"  of 
January  14  gave  to  a  column  about  the  Pharmaceutical 
•Council's  movement  in  regard  to  dispensing  by  medical 
men.  The  statements  are  of  the  usual  character,  and  are 
based  on  a  talk  with  "a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  close  touch  with  the  activities  of  that  body  in 
defence  of  its  members'  interests."  The  following  arc  the 
more  notable  passages  of  the  interview  : 

"  When  the  Privy  Council  sent  our  Society  a  copy  of  the 
report  a  sub-committea  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  was 
appointed  to  con.sider  the  matter;  and,  as  an  interim  recom- 
mendation, it  is  proposed  that  the  Privy  Council  should 
include  the  methods  of  medical  practitioners  witliin  the  scope 
of  their  inquiry.  .  .  .  As  a  rule  the  medical  student's  train- 
ing in  pharmacy  is  confined  to  a  three  months'  course  of 
quite  a  perfunctory  character;  and  when  he  starts  practising 
his  healing  profession  he  is  allowed  to  handle  the  deadliest 
poisons  quite  free  from  the  supervision  of  the  inspectors  who 
are  employed  to  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  the  bottles  and  labels 
of  the  chemists  and  drug!2;ists.  Our  ideal  finds  expression  in 
the  demand  that  all  medicines  should  l>e  dispensed  by  a 
registered  pharmacist  or  under  his  supervision  ;  but  in  the 
meantime  we  are  on  safe  ground,  from  the  public  point  of 
view,  in  calling  for  an  extension  of  the  regulations  as  to  the 
storage  of  poisons  so  that  they  may  apply  to  doctors'  dispen- 
saries as  well  as  chemists'  shops." 

We  learn  from  another  contemporary  that  "the  Council 
•of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  instructed  INlr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  Parliamentary  Secretary,  to  urge  the 
Privy  Council  to  authorise  an  investigation,"  etc.  This 
is  a  piece  of  information  that  did  not  reach  the  ears  of 
unofficial  reporters  at  the  Council  meeting  on  January  4, 
Taut  it  may  have  been  an  afterthought,  for  we  notice  a 
similar  statement  in  the  official  report.  It  would 
be   interesting   to   know   what    is   behind   this  sudden 


outburst  of  precipitate  publii  ity.  First  there  was  the 
conimuniqiii'i  to  "The  Times,"  referred  to  in  the  C.  if'  D. 
last  week.  Now  a  member  of  the  Society  "  in  close  touch 
with  the  activities  of  that  body"  emphasises  what  the 
sub-committee  want — viz. ,  that  the  poison  regulations  made 
under  Section  1  of  the  1868  Act  should  be  extended  to 
medical  practitioners.  A  meet  desirable  thing  doubtless, 
but  it  means  a  new  Act  of  Parliament therefore  delicate 
negotiations,  and  prior  publicity  is  about  the  worst  pos- 
sible introduction  for  a  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
ulficers  of  the  Privy  Council.  What  they  will  need,  above 
all  things,  is  fact — preliminary  evidence  upon  which  they 
may  take  steps  to  have  an  inquiry  instituted.  We  believe 
such  evidence  can  easily  be  got.  Two  examples  have  come 
to  us  quite  recently,  and  may  be  cited,  with  photographs, 
to  illustrate  dangers  such  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's 
sub-committee  referred  to  : 


The  first  of  these  bottles  orginally  held  a  lotion,  and  it 
was  dispensed  at  an  infirmary  in  Scotland  where  no 
qualified  chemist  is  employed,  nor  is  the  matron  a  certifi- 
cated dispenser  (the  Society  of  Apothecaries'  assistants' 
certificate  is  not  recognised  North  of  the  Tweed).  It  will 
be  observed  that  the  bottle  is  one  such  as  is  commonly 
used  for  mixtures.  The  second  photograph  is  of  a  shop 
round  from  a  doctor's  dispensary,  used  for  liq.  strychninas 
hydrochlor.  It  was  sent  to  a  chemist  to  be  refilled, 
and  he  found  that  the  unsized  printed  label  had  been  var- 
nished years  ago,  and  was  so  begrimed  with  dirt  as  to  be 
practically  unreadable.  The  camera  (which,  according  to 
the  late  Mr.  W.  E.  Gladstone,  does  not  lie)  has  failed  to 
detect  any  writing  on  the  label,  but  closer  inspection 
reveals  something.  There  was  also  a  good  deposit  of  the 
active  ingredient  around  the  neck  of  the  bottle.  If  a 
bottle  like  that  is  found  in  the  premises  of  a  registered 
chemist  or  a  chemist-company  a  fine  of  5/.  can  be  imposed 
on  conviction.  Registered  medical  practitioners  are 
exempt,  and  apparently  some  do  not  attempt  to  comply 
with  even  the  precautions  which  a  human  conscience  would 
suggest.  We.  now  suggest  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  instead  of  being  so  precipitate  in  this  matter,  and 
taking  a  course  which  is  almost  certain  to  end  in  failure. 
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should  have  used,  in  the  first  instance,  its  organisation 
machinery  for  this  really  practical  object  of  getting 
evidence  that  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  could  have 
worked  upon.  A  hundred  illustrations  like  the  above 
would  be  most  convincing  at  Whitehall  and  at  St.  Stephen's. 
Is  it  too  late  to  get  them  together? 


Bark  and  Quinine. 

Last  year  we  indicated,  as  occasion  required,  the  chief 
points  in  the  dispute  between  the  Java  cinchona-planters 
and  the  Bandong  quinine-factory  which  have  so  materially 
helped  to  reduce  the  price  of  the  alkaloid.    The  last  in- 
formation we  published  was  in  October,  when  we  an- 
nounced that  the  Preanger  Bond  had  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  cinchona- 
industry  under  the  supervision  of  Heer  Lovink,  but  what 
progress  has  been  made  in  collecting  statistical  or  other 
information  has  not  transpired.    Meanwhile  the  year  1910 
witnessed  a  greater  output  of  bark  in  Java  than  ever,  the 
total  exports  for  the  twelve  months  being  18,043.000 
Amsterdam  lb.,  or  2,707,000  Amsterdam  lb.  more  than  in 
1909.    In  addition  to  this  the  quality  was  better,  the  aver- 
age quinine-content  ranging  from  6.05  to  6.72  per  cent., 
as  compared  with  6.02  to  6.56  per  cent,  in  1909.  In 
regard  to  this  excess  in  shipments  it  is  pointed  out  that 
this  is  probably  due  to  the  Java  planters  sending  less 
bark  to  the  Bandong  quinine-factory,  and  also  to  the  fact 
that  several  plantations  have  uprooted  their  bark  in  oi-der 
to  plant  tea.    It  is  unlikely  under  present  conditions  that 
Java  is   extending  her  cinchona-plantations.  Notwith- 
standing the  increased  shipments  the  prices  paid  at  Amster- 
dam in  1910  were  slightly  higher  than  in  1909,  the  average 
unit  of  the  ten  auctions  being  practically  3.18c..  against 
an  average  of  3.07c.  for  the  previous  year.    On  the  other 
hand,  quinine  prices  did  not  improve.    It  is  interesting 
to  note  from  circulars  that  have  been  issued  by  such 
market  authorities  as  Messrs.  Widenmann,  Broicher  &  Co. 
and  C.  M.  &  C.  Woodhouse,  of  Mincing  Lane,  that  the 
consumption  of  quinine  is  steadily  expanding,  and  that 
the   increasing  arrivals  of  bark  are   readily  absorbed. 
Much  of  this  increased  consumption  is  due  to  India,  where, 
as  the  result  of  the  Malaria  Conference  in  1909,  active 
measures  have  been  taken  to  popularise  its  use.  During 
the  year  which  ended  on  March  31,  1910,  India  imported 
1,921,800  oz.  of  quinine  salts  (not  including  tablets,  pills, 
etc.,    whicli    are    free    of    duty),    as    compared  with 
1,280,000  oz.    and  1,136,000   oz.    for  the  corresponding 
periods  of  1909  and  1908.    In  addition  the  Government 
output  of  (piinine  for  the  year  ending  INIarch  31,  1910,  was 
practically    830,000    oz.    This    gives    a    total    of,  say, 
2,751,000  oz.  for  the  Indian  Empire  of  fully  295  million 
people,  or  almost  4  grains  per  head — an  exceedingly  small 
percentage  for  malarial  purposes.    It  may  also  be  added 
that  the  Indian  Government  quinine-factories  are  practi- 
cally regular  buyei-s  at  the  Amsterdam  auctions,  and  last 
year  purchased  28,000  kilos,  quinine  in  the  bark,  against 
16,450  kilos,  in  the  previous  year.    We  have  previously 
pointed  out  the  position  of  the  Indian  Government  in  this 
matter ;  it  need  hardly  be  said  that  cinchona-cultivation 
in  India  is  a  vanishing,  because  unprofitable,  industry,  and 
Ceylon  is  also  a  negligent  factor.    South  America,  too, 
sends  practically  nothing,  the  only  imports  into  the  United 
Kingdom  last  year  being  950  packages  of  C'alisaya  quill. 
If  further  evidence  of  the  increased  consumption  is  neces- 
sary, it  is  found  in  the  total  exports  of  quinine  salts,  both 
from  Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom,  the  1910  figures 
from  the  former  country  showing  a  gain  of  14  per  cent.  | 


over  1909  and  41  per  cent,  over  1908.  Looking  at  the 
principal  features  of  the  quinine-market  during  the  past 
year,  it  anay  be  recalled  that  the  German  makers'  price  has 
remained  unchanged  at  l^d.  per  oz.  since  January  1909,, 
and  there  has  been  practically  no  inducem3nt  for  specula- 
tion. Naturally,  those  second-hand  holders  who  wished 
to  realise  were  compelled  to  accept  even  lower  prices  than 
those  ruling  in  1909,  simply  because  the  Java  product,  the- 
prices  of  which  rule  the  market,  has  been  selling  at  6c?. 
per  oz.,  and  has  been  sold  as  low  as  5|rf.,  while  Amsterdam 
has  ruled  between  6c/.  and  6-^cZ.  and  German  at  6J  rf.  to  b%d. 
per  oz.  So  far  as  can  be  seen  at  the  present  time  the  out- 
look is  for  continued  low  prices,  as  bark  supplies  are  quit& 
equal  to  consuming  requirements,  and  no  improvement  cani 
be  expected  until  some  understanding  is  arrived  at  between> 
the  Java  planters  and  the  Bandong  factoiy. 


Horticultural  Poisons. 

The  "Birmingham  Daily  Mail"  of  January  11  pub- 
lished an  apparently  inspired  article  on  the  Lichfield  case- 
which  we  reported  last  week,  and  backs  it  up  with  an 
editorial.  The  usual  charge  is  made  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  attempting  to  get  a  monopoly,  and  the- 
"  inspired  "  article  concludes: 

"  Our  informant  thought  that  the  regulations  afforded! 
sufficient  protection  to  the  public;  and  his  view  was  that  it 
would  resent  any  attempt  to  re-create  a  monopoly.  If  it  wero- 
dangerous  for  the  ironmonger  or  seedsman  to  sell  jxjisons- 
under  proper  regulations,  it  was  equally  dangerous  if  done  by 
the  chemist.  The  opinion  entertained  in  some  quartere  was 
that  eventually  there  would  be  an  ^extension  of  the  facilities 
for  the  purchase  of  poisons.  Our  informant  failed  to  see  why 
the  drysalter,  for  instance,  should  not  be  in  a  position  to  sell 
poisons  required  in  Birmingham  manufacturing  industries 
so  long  as  there  was  full  registration  and  the  poison  was 
retailed  in  the  original  sealed  packages  of  the  makers." 

The  answer  to  this  is  that  a  sealed  packet  provided  by 
the  maker  is  neither  in  law  nor  in  fact  in  the  slightest 
degree  less  dangerous  than  when  the  packet  is  made  up 
and  retailed  by  a  qualified  vendor.  In  this  connection  it 
i.3  interesting  to  note  that  Mr.  Dobbs's  defence  in  the  case 
suggests  the  ingenious  contention  that  the  omission  of  the- 
name  and  address  from  a  jjacket  of  poison  being  a  Sec- 
tion 17  offence,  such  offence  must  be  proved  imder  Sec- 
tion 17  before  proceedings,  if  any,  can  be  taken  undei- 
Section  15.  This  is  the  cmestion  which  the  High  Court 
will  settle,  provided  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  think  it  worth  while  to  have  a  case  stated. 

Metropolitan  Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

Some  time  ago  the  Hospitals  Committee  of  the  Metro- 
politan Asylums  Board  recommended  the  Board  to  disposer 
of  their  surplus  diphtheria  antitoxin.  It  appears  that  the- 
eight  or  ten  horses  at  the  laboratories  of  the  M.A.B.  are 
able  to  produce  much  more  antitoxin  than  th-e  Board  can 
make  use  of,  and  the  result  is  that  a  large  surplus  stock 
(about  three  hundred  million  units,  approximately  three- 
years'  siipply)  had  accumulated.  It  was  felt  that  if  this- 
surplus,  or  a  portion  of  it,  could  be  disposed  of  to  local 
authorities,  a  considerable  increase  in  the  Board's  revenue- 
would  accrue.  The  Board  ultimately  decided  by  a  large 
majority  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Hospitals- 
Committee,  and  the  resolution  was  sent  in  the  usual 
course  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  confirmation. 
Somewhat  to  the  surprise  of  the  majority,  who  thought 
everything  was  plain  sailing,  the  L.G.B.  took  a  severely 
official  view  of  the  question,  and  their  reply,  which  was 
considered  at  the  meeting  of  the  M.A.B.  last  Saturday, 
was  to  the  effect  that  they  were  advised  that  although  the- 
M.A.B.  might  legally  dispose  of  any  surplus  stock  of  anti- 
toxin which  they  had  in  hand,   they  are  not  legally 
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vmpowf leJ  to  produce  antitoxin  for  the  purpose  of  selling 
it,  or  to  produce  from  time  to  time  more  tlian  they  recjuiro 
'for  their  own  purposes.  The  letter  having  been  read,  the 
Board  agreed  to  acknowledge  leceipt,  and  thereupon 
'referred  the  whole  matter  back  to  the  Hospitals  Com- 
•mittee  for  further  consideration.  From  what  has  trans- 
pired it  appears  that  the  Board  will  require  an  Act  of 
Parliament  to  empower  it  to  produce  antitoxin  for  sale  ; 
ibut  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  any  Bill  promoted 
'for  this  purpose  would  be  so  strenuously  opposed  that  it 
would  not  have  a  ghost  of  a  chance  of  passing.  Beside--, 
it  is  now  beginning  to  be  recognised  in  official  circles  that 
•the  time  has  come  for  the  adoption  of  a  unit  standard  foi- 
•diphtheria  antitoxin,  since  this  country  is  lagging  far 
'behind  Germany  and  the  United  States  of  America  in  tin."; 
important  matter,  both  of  these  countries  having  legal 
standards.  It  is  doubtful  whether  such  a  policy  would 
suit  the  INI.A.B.,  assuming  that  it  had  power  to  sell,  as  it 
is  understood  that  in  their  laboratory  every  ounce  of  avail- 
able serum  is  utilised,  whether  it  be  high  or  low  in  unit- 
^strength.  The  weak  serum  is  fortified  by  the  addition  of 
a.  strong  serum,  so  that  a  uniform  product  is  obtained,  and 
as  the  Board  supplies  all  its  own  hospitals,  the  latter 
must  be  content  with  whatever  strength  is  supplied  (o 
Ihem.  In  this  way  all  the  serum  is  made  use  of  and  the 
cost  of  producing  it  is  correspondingly  lower.  Were  a 
■standard  adopted,  the  M.A.B.  would  require  to  conform 
to  it.  The  position  appears  now  to  be  that  there  is  no 
"work"  for  the  serum-horses,  and  these  animals  can 
■therefore  enjoy  a  well-earned  holiday  at  "the  grass"; 
while  the  chief  bacteriologist  will  be  able  to  turn  his 
iittention  to  the  immense  amount  of  other  work  that  is 
■constantly  passing  through  the  laboratories. 

Some  Drug-names. 

The  January  instalment  of  the  Oxford  English  Dic- 
ttionary,  a  single  Section  of  sixty-four  pages — fSi  to  ISiMrLE 
— includes  no  names  of  official  medicinal  plants,  but  it  has 
several  articles  interesting  to  pharmacists  of  antiquarian 
tastes.    From  the  pharmaceutical  point  of  view,  the  most 
important  plant-name  in  the  Section  is  Simaruba.  The 
drug  was  introduced  into  Europe  in  1713,  and  was  until 
recently  official  in  this  country;  the  name,  like  the  wood, 
is  from  Guiana.    The  last  quotation  given  for  it  is  1898. 
There  is  an  interesting  article  on  "  silphium,"  a  name 
.'given  to  at  least  two,  and  possibly  more,  plants  yielding 
laser.    The  first  quotation  is  from  Phillips  (1705),  which 
is  curious,  as  it  must  occur  much  earlier.    Lyte  gives  it 
■as  the  Latin  name  of  laserpitium  ;  Gerard  applies  it  to 
angelica,  which  he  takes  to  be  "a  kind  of  Laserpitium." 
"  Siliqua,"  a  name  for  the  carob-tree,  hardly  belongs  to 
the  medicinal  group,  though  the  fruit  was  prescribed  occa- 
:sionally  as  an  astringent.    "  Sicklewort  "  is  given  as  the 
mame  of  two  distinct  plants — the  scarlet  pimpernel  and 
self-heal  [Prunella  viilffarlx).    For  the  former  attribution 
no  later  authority  than  the  Alpliita  Glossary  (1465)  is 
^;iven,  and  Gerard  is  said  to  be  apparently  the  source  from 
■which  later  writers  derive  the  other.    Lyte,  however,  calls 
•prunella  ''  hooke-heale,"  which  is  equivalent  in  meaning  to 
sicklewort.    Prior  is  quoted  as  attributing  the  name  to 
the  sickle-like  profile  of  the  flower,  but  Folkard  says  it  is 
■due  to  its  property  of  healing  wounds,  a  theory  supported 
by  the  plant's  other  names,  including  the  French  one, 
Iherbe  aux  Charpentiers,  Englished  as  "herb  carpenter." 
Probably  the  doctrine  of  signatures  influenced  the  nomen- 
clature.     "  Silverweed  "   and   "silver  grass"  are  both 
given  as  names  of  the  wild  tansy,  once  official,  and  the 
active  ingredient  in  a  distilled  water  and  a  conserve  valued 


as  astringents.  "  Silver  bush  "  is  an  old  name  for  the 
houseleek  (Daiha  Joi-i.<  of  early  times),  once  greatly  es- 
teemed as  a  remedy  for  erysipelas  and  other  inflammatory 
disorders.  "  Silvate  "  and  "  silvic  "  (acid)  do  not  occur, 
though  they  are  not  more  obsolete  than  many  words  that 
do,  nor  does  "  sikimin,"  the  name  of  the  poisonous  crys- 
talline constituent  of  star  anise.  No  mention  is  made 
under  "silkworm"  of  the  former  use  of  the  cocoon  and 
silk  in  medicine ;  the  preparation  derived  from  these, 
known  as  sericum,  was  used  to  strengthen  the  heart  and 
purify  the  blood.  Under  "Signature"  there  is  a  long 
array  of  C[uotations  illustrating  the  "  doctrine  of  signa- 
tures" already  referred  to,  the  first  of  them  being  dated 
1613.

This  prepnration  is  made  by  mixing  1  part  of  iodine 
with  25  parts  of  vaseline  or  liquid  paraffin  on  a 
water-bath  for  four  or  five  hours  at  a  temperature  of 
50°  to  60°  C.  Iodised  vaseline  is  of  a  black  colour,  and  is 
stated  to  be  free  from  irritating  action  when  injected  into 
the  tissues  of  the  body. 

Milk=jelly. 

iNVALins  who  require  a  milk  diet  and  who  exhibit  a  dis- 
like to  milk  may  be  given  the  following  jelly  :  Boil  a  litre 
of  milk  w-ith  500  grams  of  sugar  and  keep  at  the  boiling- 
point  for  ten  minutes.  When  cool  add  30  grams  of  gelatin 
previously  dissolved  in  a  cupful  of  water,  the  piece  of  a 
lemon,  and  tfiree  glasses  of  white  wine. 

Infusion  of  Digitalis. 

AcconDiNG  to  Hertzfeld  ("Pharm.  Centralb.")  an  infusion 
of  digitalis  containing  all  the  activity  of  the  leaves  can  be 
made  as  follows  :  Free  the  leaves  from  stalks  and  veins, 
finely  powder  the  residue  and  add  the  water,  keeping  the 
infusion  at  a  temperature  of  50°  C.  for  one  hour.  Allow 
the  infusion  to  cool  to  32°  C.  and  add  10  per  cent,  of 
alcohol.  After  standing  for  twelve  hours,  filter,  express, 
and  make  up  to  the  ijuaidify  with  water.

The  Copenhagen  Pharmaceutical  iSociety  publish  the 
following  formula  for  iron-eaeeinatc  solution  : 

Dilute  700  grams  of  buttermilk  with  500  grams  of  water; 
strain,  and  allow  any  fat  to  separate.  Then  heat  to  50°  C, 
and  allow  to  remain  for  an  hour  before  separating  the  casein 
by  means  of  a  elotli  strainer.  Wash  the  casein  for  tw'enty- 
four  hours  and  triturate  with  a  solution  of  ICO  grams  of 
soluble  saccharated  iron  oxide  in  500  grams  of  water.  Then 
add  70  grams  of  spirit,  20  grams  of  cognac,  20  grams  of  com- 
Dound  tincture  of  Portugal  with  sufficient  water  to  make 
1,000  grams.

After  from  four  to  five 
hours  the  milk  will  be  found  to  have  increased  by  one- 
sixth  of  its  volume,  and  the  lactose  to  have  dimin- 
ished one-half,  while  the  fats  and  albuminoids  remain  in 
the  original  proportions.  The  milk  can  be  sweetened  by 
adding  a  tablet  of  saccharin,  and  to  prevent  it  changing 
on  boiling  add  from  0.5  to  1  gram  of  sodium  carbonate. 
Dialysed  milk  is  prescribed  in  cases  of  weak  digestion  and 
in  intestinal  fermentation  in  chldren.

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Unqualified  Practice. 

The  Hampshire  Medical  Office?-  of  Health  stronrjly  deprecates 
the  practice  of  chemists  in  the  count)/.  In  this  article  we 
give  the  text  of  his  statement,  abstracts  of  which  have 
apipeareeL  in  the  daily  Press. 

IN  his  annual  report  to  the  Hampshire  County  Council 
Dr.  Robt.  A.  Lyster  devotes  considerable  space  to  the 
discussion  of  the  unqualified-practice  inquiry  by  the  Local 
Government  Board.  He  states  that,  after  e.xhaustive 
inquiry,  he  is  convinced  that  a  great  amount  of  unqualified 
practice  is  being  carried  on  in  Hampshire,  and  that  incal- 
culable injury  is  being  inflicted  upon  the  public  as  a  result 
of  such  practice.  There  is  no  doubt,  he  declares,  that 
additional  legislation  is  necessary  to  protect  the  public 
against  this  danger.  He  refers  to  a  person  who  practised 
as  a  dog  and  fowl  doctor,  but  subsequently  began  to  try  to 
treat  human  life  ;  and  reference  is  also  made  to  another  un- 
trained person  of  the  same  type.  iSunmiing  up  reports  he 
has  received  from  all  over  the  county,  Dr.  Lyster  makes 
the  following  statement  : 

Tho  replies  ^appear  to  be  unanimous  in  stating  that  chemists 
are  the  worst  sinners  in  the  way  of  unqualified  practice, 
practically  all  of  them  selling  medicines  of  their  own  com- 
pounding, and  giving  medical  advice  in  connection  with 
various  diseases,  and  concei-ning  patients  who  may  or  may 
not  be  present  when  tho  consultation  takes  place.  Some  of 
these  men  aro  referred  to  by  their  misguided  patients  as 
"  doctor,"  and  make  quite  a  considerable  income  as  a  result 
of  their  trade  upon  the  credulity  of  the  public.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  in  every  case  they  are  dangerously  ignorant,  and, 
of  course,  they  are  entirely  without  any  adequate  training 
which  could  enable  them  to  claim  to  treat  diseases.  The 
fact  that  they  have  been  educated  to  dispense  prescriptions 
that  are  issued  by  medical  men  deludes  the  more  ignorant 
among  the  public,  and  they  appear  to  be  quite  willing  to 
trade  upon  that  delusion.  Some  of  the  worst  kinds  of  quacks 
of  this  type  issue  handbills  broadcast,  stating  that  "  con- 
sultations and  advice  on  all  diseases  are  entirely  free  and 
solicited,"  and  occapionally  they  are  daring  enough  to  refer  on 
these  handbills  in  disparaging  terms  to  "  quack  remedies." 
...  It  is  a  common  occurrence  to  hear  a  chemist  giving  medical 
advice,  and  occasionally  to  see  surgical  treatment  of  a  kind 
administered.  Their  lack  of  success  in  treatment,  together 
with  the  actual  injury  that  they  constantly  inflict,  ought, 
one  would  imagine,  to  put  a  stop  quickly  to  these  practices: 
but  the  public  appears  to  be  very  long  suffering  and  tolerant 
to  the  mistakes  that  arc  made  by  unqualified  persons  of  all 
types.  In  some  districts  chemists  are  said  to  dress  wounds 
and  prescribe  quickly.  People  will  come  to  them  and  com- 
plain of  self-diagnosed  conditions,  such  as  "  influenza," 
"  bronchitis,"  "  nerves,"  and  are  supplied  with  a  bottle  of 
some  stock  mixture.  One  chemist  of  special  hardihood 
appears  to  make  a  practice  of  visiting  patients  at  their  own 
homes.  Cases  of  ringworm  are  quite  willingly  treated  by 
them  ;  but  the  usual  directions  are  "  Use  this  ointment  night 
and  morning,"  with  the  result  that  the  child  soon  acquires 
crusts,  partly  of  old  ointment  and  partly  of  dirt  on  the 
affected  part.  When  this  is  removed  it  is  found  that  the 
ringworm  has  gone  on  uninterruptedly.  After  a  few  months 
of  this  kind  of  treatment  the  case  will  at  length  be  brought 
to  a  doctor.  A  great  deal  of  damage  is  done  by  chemists 
in  telling  patients  that  a  ringworm  is  cured  when  it  is  still 
infectious.  Several  children  have  been  found  who  have 
returned  to  school  on  this  assurance  and  have  spread  the 
infection  broadcast.  In  several  instances  chemists  have 
'prescribed  ointment  for  whitlows  and  other  conditions  need- 
ing surgical  operations  ;  another  applied  the  same  treatment 
for  many  days  to  an  undiagnosed  fractured  clavicle  ;  many 
are  willing  to  prescribe  for  any  person  who  comes  into  the 
fehop  and  complains  of  anything  whatsoever,  and  will  treat 
children  upon  a  mother's  representation  without  seeing  them. 
One  case  of  belladonna-poisoning  is  reported  where  a  l>ella- 
donna-plaster  prescribed  by  a  chemist  was  apjilied  to  an 
abraded  surface. 

[We  notice  that  there  was  no  report  from  Hampshire  in 
the  Blue-book,  but  the  following  are  the  records  of  the 
two  chief  towns  : 

Soiitha mpton  Cininty  Boroitqh. — Extent  of  practice  by  un- 
qualified persons  :  Cannot  be  definitely  stated  whether 
increasing  or  not,  but  diseases  ranging  from  diarrhcea  and 
ringworm  in  infants  and  children  to  syphilis  in  adults  are 
ext/cnsively  treated  by  unqualified  persons,  such  as  chemists, 
herbalists,  and  opticians.  Effect  of  such  practice  :  Infectious 
and  venereal  diseases  are  frequentlv  spread  through  faulty 
diagnosis  and  treatment.    In  infantile  diarrhoea,  medical  aid 


is  commonly  sought  after  such  treatment  when  the  infant  is- 
m  a  moribund  condition. 

Winehcsfer  C'iVT/.-Extent  of  practice  by  unqualified! 
persons  :  Such  practice  is  of  very  small  dimen-sions.  The- 
chemists  prescribe  only  in  very  minor  ailments.  Effect  of 
such  practice  :  Not  stated.

(Public  Health)  Birmingham,  D.P.H.  and  L.S.A.  He  had 
a  distinguished  academic  career,  and  since  his  fir.st  quali- 
fication in  medicine  (1900)  has  held  several  appointments, 
and  has  written  numerous  works.

Dudley  &  Co.,  451  and  558  Hollowav  Road,  London, 
N.,  who  have  sample-rooms  at  25  Wood  Street,  London,  E.C.,, 
send  us  a  copy  of  their  calendar,  artistically  produced  in 
shades  of  brown  and  embossed  gold.  The  centre  is  occupied 
by  a  block-calendar,  each  daily  leaf  having  upon  it  a  quotation- 
from  a  poet  or  prose-writer.  Occasionally  one  comes  across- 
reininders  regarding  seasonal  window-tickets  and  posters, 
which  business-men  will  appreciate.  Messrs.  Dudley  also 
supply  pocket-calendars  printed  in  gold  on  tortoiseshcll  cellu- 
loid. 

"  My  Pharjiacist's  Calendar  "  is  the  title  of  the  card- 
calendar  sent  out  by  Mr.  G.  Forbes  Johnston,  pharmacist, 
163  Brook  Street,  Broughty  Ferry.  The  business-hours  of  ther 
pharmacy  are  set  forth  in  detail  on  the  back.  The  upper  part 
of  the  front  is  occupied  by  brief  notes  on  first-aid  treatment, 
temperature  of  baths,  equivalent  doses,  poultice-recipes,  and 
times  for  giving  medicine.  The  calendar  portion  consists  of 
monthly  tear-offs,  each  day  having  a  line  of  space  for 
memoranda.  Mr.  Jolm.■^ton's  name  is  not  given  on  the  facer 
of  the  card. 

Messrs.  Smith  Bros  &  Co.,  The  Bonanza  Drug-stores,  Port 
of  Spain  and  Sangre  Grande,  Trinidad,  W^est  Indies,  issue  to» 
their  customers  a  diary  and  Vilotter.  Each  page  of  the  diary 
is  ruled  for  a  fortnight's  entries,  and  between  the  pages  white- 
blotting-paper  is  provided,  upon  which  the  company  adver- 
tise their  specialities.  Good  photographs  are  given  of  the 
drug-department.  "The  Mirror,"  a  journal  jniblished  irn 
Trinidad,  gave  in  the  issue  for  December  16,  1910,  a  long: 
description  of  the  company's  premises,  which  consist  of  eight 
main  departments,  the  drug-stores  being  not  the  least  im- 
portant. 

The  Calendar  sent  out  by  Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd., 
manufacturing  chemists,  Edinburgh,  and  22  City  Road, 
London,  E.C,  is  a  card  14  in.  by  18^  in.,  printed  in  green, 
sepia,  and  gold.  The  calendar,  with  monthly  slips,  is  at  tho- 
bottom,  while  the  upper  part  is  occupied  with  a  picture  of  tho- 
company's  Blandford  Chemical-works,  Edinburgh.  On  either- 
side  of  the  calendar  are  views  of  the  pharmacy  in  Duke  Street,. 
Edinburgh,  in  1831,  from  which  the  vast  organisation  has- 
sprung,  and  of  the  Canonmills  Works,  which  were  built  im 
1845.    The  calendar  is  a  pictorial  record  of  continued  progress. 

Kennedy's  Country  Almanac  for  1911,  published  by  Mr; 
David  Kennedy,  agricultural  chemist,  Hawick,  is  entirely  de- 
voted to  agricultural  matters,  and  on  this  account  must  be  an- 
excellent  atlvertisemonfc  among  farmers.  It  begins  with  a  list 
of  local  fairs  and  sales,  and  the  literary  contents  include  the- 
annual  report  of  the  Teviotdalo  Farmers'  Club,  price  of  wool^ 
poultrv-keeping,  the  Brampton  Coursing  Meeting,  earmark- 
ing of  sheep,  and  tho  rat-pest.  We  quote  these  items  to  show- 
how  Mr.  Kennedy  has  tried  to  produce  an  almanack  interest- 
ing to  the  euf^tomers  whom  he  seeks  to  attract.  The  almanack 
has  a  handsome  colour-picture  as  frontispiece.

He  suggested  that  a  commission  should  be  ap- 
pointed to  inquire  into  the  whole  matter,  this  to  consist 
of  Mr.  Horatio  Bottomley,  Mr.  Harold  Cox,  the  Earl  of 
Rosebery,  tho  President  and  Secretary  of  tho  General 
Medical  Council,  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Editor  of  the  C  <fe  Z>.,  the 
Editor  of  the  ''P..!.,"  a.  representative  of  tho  Master 
Chemists'  Associations,  and  a  representative  of  Chemists' 
Assistants'  As.sociations. 

Scarborough  Association  of  Pharmacists.— A  meeting 
was  lu'hl  on  January  12  at  the  residence  of  the  Secretary, 
Mr.  G.  H.  Meadlev!  Gladstone  Road.  There  were  present 
Mr.  W.  A.  Senior  "(President)  and  Messrs.  R.  M.  Hill,  G. 
Whilheld,  W.  R.  Eyre,  W.  H.  Newton,  T.  W.  Longdin,  H.  E. 
Hunt,  and  G.  H.  Meadley.  A  committee  was  elected  to 
make  arrangements  for  the  annual  dinner,  to  be  held  on 
January  26.  It  was  decided  to  hold  the  annual  whist-drive 
and  dance  on  February  16.  A  lengthy  discussion  took  place 
on  the  Draft  Scheme  for  a  Curriculum,  the  main  principles 
of  which  were  unanimously  agreed  upon;  but  mernbers  con- 
sidered they  had  hardly  had  time  since  the  publication  of 
the  scheme  to  give  it  the  required  amount  of  attention,  and 
it  was  decided  to  postpone  the  discussion  until  the  next 
meeting.  In  regard  to  the  Tteport  on.  UnqvaJificd  Medical 
Practice,  a  strong  feeling  of  resentment  was  manifest  against 
the  sweeping  charges  made  against  chemists,  and  it  was  felt 
that  strong  action  should  be  taken  to  protect  the  legitimate 
business  of  pharmacists.

Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association.— At  the 
meeting  held  in  the  rooms  of  tho  Chemical  Club,  Victoria 
Hotel,  on  Wednesday,  January  11,  Mr.  Gerald  Pinchbeck, 
F.C.S.,  delivered  a "  lecture  on  "Synthetic  Perfumes  and 
Flavours,"  illustrating  it  with  a  fine  collection  of  artificial 
perfumes  and  allied  chemical  products.  Some  two  dozen 
members  were  present,  the  President  (Mr.  Geo.  S.  Woolley) 
being  in  the  chair.  The  lecture  showed  careful  preparation 
and  "painstaking  research.  The  lecturer  did  not  conlmo  him- 
self to  its  scientific  aspect,  but  showed  by  means  of  carefully 
compiled  tables  the  effect  on  the  cost  during  a  period  of 
years  not  ordy  of  improved  manufacturing  processes,_  but 
also  of  the  advances  in  chemical  discovery  and  the  opposition 
of  rival  patentees — e.f/.,  vanilla,  which  in  1876  cost  I'  ll/,  per 
lb.,  in  1910  cost  onlv  14.?.  per  lb.  Heliotropin  in  1880  cost 
70/.  per  lb.,  and  in  '1910  had  fallen  to  5,s.  per  lb.  Natural 
musk  exported  from  Shanghai  in  1899  amounted  to  1,891 
catties,  and  in  1909  had  fallen  to  887  catties  owing  to  the 
competition  of  the  artificial  product.  After  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  lecturer  the  members  inspected  the  exhibits 
of  synthetic  perfumes,  then  proceeded  to  the  nomination  of 
new  members  and  the  transaction  of  other  business. 
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West  Ham  Association  of  Pharmacists.— A  meeting 
was  held  at  Eariham  Hall.  Forest  Gate,  on  January  12,  at 
3  P.M.,  Mr.  Henry  Soper  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  There 
were  also  present  Messrs.  Blades,  Cleland,  Eastman,  John- 
son, Matthews,  Miller,  Mitchell,  Mortimer,  Raynor,  and  the 
Hon.  Secretary  (J.  E.  Evans).  The  subject  which  occupied 
the  attention  of  the  meeting  was  the  "  Draft  Scheme  for 
a  Division  of  the  Minor  Examination  and  a  Curriculum  of 
Study."  Mr.  W.  W.  Blades  read  the  principal  clauses  of 
the  .scheme,  and  contended  that  the  proposed  examination 
will  not  be  more  stringent  than  the  ijresent  one.  He  criti- 
cised the  way  in  which  the  examination  is  conducted,  and 
was  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  a  fair  test  of  a  candidate's 
knowledge.  He  suggested  that  teachers  should  send  reports 
of  the  candidates'  .studies  to  the  examiners,  and  that  these 
reports  should  be  taken  into  account  in  awarding  marks  at 
the  examination.  Mr.  Mitchell  failed  to  see  how  the  exami- 
nation could  be  altered,  and  thought  the  examiners  must  be 
the  final  judges  of  a  candidate's  knowledge.  Mr.  Matthews 
supported  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  said  it  would  be  detrimental  to 
give  more  ijower  to  the  teacher.  Ho  admitted  the  examina- 
tion is  not  a  complete  test  of  knowledge.  Ho  thought  the 
number  of  hours  in  the  curriculum  was  excessive.  Mr. 
Cleland  thought  a  forced  curriculunr  was  not  satisfactory, 
and  suggested  a  course  of  study  during  apprenticeship.  The 
Chairman  did  not  quite  agree  with  Mr.  Blades.  Mr.  Mit- 
chell mentioned  that  Mr.  Potter,  who  was  unable  to  be 
present,  wished  him  to  express  his  views  on  the  subject.  He 
thought  the  examination  should  not  be  made  more  severe, 
as  that  would  result  in  throwing  more  unqualified  men  into 
the  trade.  Mr.  Mortimer  thought  the  time  had  not  arrived 
for  a  curriculum  ;  when  doctors  prescribe  and  chemists  dis- 
pense will  bo  the  appropriate  time  for  it.  After  some  further 
discussion,  in  which  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Miller  joined,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  might  be  ex- 
pressed as  follows :  "  That  the  meeting  approves  of  the 
curriculum,  but  thinks  the  number  of  hours  are  excessive. 
It  also  approves  of  the  division  of  the  examination,  but  is 
of  opinion  that  the  fee  should  not  be  increased." 


Newcastle-on-TynePharmacists'Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Hotel  jMetropole  on  Janu- 
ary 11,  j\Ir.  Buckley  in  the  chair.  ^Ir.  Wright  introduced 
the  subject  of 

Tb.\de-matters, 
in  which  he  dealt  with  the  present  aspect  of  chemists' 
affairs,  and  said  the  chief  opposing  forces  are  Co-operation 
and  Capital.  It  seemed  to  be  a  leading  point  in  the 
conduct  of  business  by  chemists'  opponents  to  aim  at  each 
customer  being  a  shareholder,  and  each  shareholder  a 
customer.  He  thought  personality  is  still  a  great  power, 
but  that  environment  is  a  great  factor  in  unmaking  it. 
He  was  sorry  there  is  not  more  uniformity  in  prices  in 
dispensing,  proprietary,  and  ordinary  trade.  Would  it 
not  be  possible,  he  asked,  to  make  prices  for  dispensing 
uniform,  if  not  throughout  a  town,  at  any  rate  in  certain 
districts?  He  thought,  also,  that  the  number  of  brands 
of  -what  is  practically  the  same  article  could  be  reduced. 
In  the  discussion  which  followed,  ilr.  Clague  pomted 
out  that  chemists  with  the  higher  expenses  ar©  justified 
in  charging  more  for  dispensing.  Eventually  a  resolution 
was  passed  for  submission  to  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  urging  the  Council  "  to  prosecute  with 
still  greater  vigour  their  efforts  to  increase  the  profit  to  the 
retailer  on  those  articles  showing  least  profit."

[Mr.  J.  G.  Twigg,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Hydl  Chemists' 
Trade  Association,  writes,  on  tlie  instruction  of  that 
body,  to  call  att/sntion  to  tho  "  inadequate  representation  " 
of  the  retailers  on  the  Council  of  the  P.A.T.A.  Accord- 


ing to  the  rules  the  Council  consists  of  thirty  members — 
ten  owners  of  proprietary  articles,  ton  wholesale,  and 
ten  retail  vendors.  The  number  of  wholesalers  who  are 
members  of  the  P.A.T.A.  is  twenty-two,  and  the  number  of 
retailers  4,201,  yet  the  representation  on  the  Council  is  the 
same  in  each  case.  Surely  the  time  has  arrived,  says  Mr. 
Twigg,  for  a  more  equitable  arrangement.  This  dispro- 
portion is  still  more  manifest  when  we  examine  tho  addresses 
of  the  various  members  of  the  Council.  Thirteen  members 
of  the  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  live  in  and  arountr 
London  to  five  only  retail  members  in  the  same  district. 
It  is  natural  to  assume  that  these  members  can  attend  the- 
meetings  more  regularly  and  with  less  inconvenience  than, 
can  members  living  at  a  distance.  Further,  though  every 
member  of  the  P.A.T.A.  recognises  and  is  grateful  for  the 
enormous  amount  of  time  and  trouble  spent  by  the  Council 
in  the  work  of  the  Association,  it  certainly  is  not  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  movement  that  the  same  members  should  be 
elected  year  after  year.  How  are  they  elected  ?  The  rank 
and  file  know  nothing  of  this  important  matter  until  after 
they  are  all  elected.  He  suggests  that  nominations  signed 
by  at  least  four  members  should  be  allowed  to  be  sent  in  to 
a  specified  date,  and  that  voting-papers  be  enclosed  in  the 
following  month's  "Anti-Cutting  Record"  to  members  only. 
Thus  everyone  who  subscribes  to  the  funds  of  this  worthy 
institution  would  feel  himself  invited  to  take  some  interest 
in  its  management.  Mv.  Twigg  solicits  the  views  of  others 
on  this  subject.]

Dr.  Symes  introduced  to  the  meeting  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie

acknowledged  Dr.  Symes'  share  in  the  agitation  for  "  divi- 
sion of  the  Minor,"  and  described  how  they  proposed  tr. 
make  that  division.  Some  members  of  the  Council  had 
wished  to  increase  the  stringency  of  the  examination,  but 
in  drafting  the  scheme  he  had  tried  to  avoid  that,  tic- 
thout^ht  there  would  be  no  alteration  in  the  examination 
fees  He  could  not  see  that  they  would  be  economical  >• 
justified  in  reducing  them.  He  had  given  from  six  to 
eight  months'  hard  work  to  preparing  the  scheme,  but  it 
was  onlv  put  forward  as  a  basis  for  discussion,  and  they 
were  seekuio-  a  general  consensus  of  opinion  upon  it.  _  _ 

Mr  Abraham  thoroughly  sympathised  with  the  division 
of  th;  Minor.  He  had  found  when  questioning  ^TO  icante 
for  situations  in  his  firm  that  out  of  every  five  oi  six  one 
or  two  had  broken  down  in  health  after  going  throigi^the 
examination  as  at  present  regulated.  He  ^^^^  "°  Patien^^^ 
with  the  practice  of  making  young  men  reniembe  long  li  ts 
of  ingredients,  for  they  would  ne^-er  make  up  the  pie 
parations  without  referring  to  the  Pharmacopcfiia. 
'  Dr    Svmes  disagreed  with  this  last   criticism  on

gromurthaT  the  "chemist  should  know  the  jntent^  and

in  Mid-China."    There  are,  he  said,  four  or  five  iai.e 
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PiiAiiMACiEs  IN  Shanghai 
•owned  by  Europeans,  and  all  the  doctors  write  prescrip- 
tions. Ihey  are  always  in  firms  of  three  to  five  to  allow 
of  furlough.  There  ai-e  several  thousand  European  and 
American  residents.  The  pharmacists  get  good  prices,  but 
rents  and  expenses  are  very  high.  Assistants'  agreements 
lire  usually'  for  four  years,  with  an  undertaking  not  to  start 
un  business  in  any  part  of  China  for  the  following  twenty 
years.  The  hours  are  from  8  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  or  5  on  alternate 
days,  with  an  hour  off  for  tiffin.  The  work  is  hard ;  salary 
17/.  per  month  first  year,  increasing  yearly  by  \l.  per 
snonth ;  fares  paid  out  and  home.  When  all  circumstances 
are  considered  21/.  per  month  is  only  worth  12/.  at  home. 
There  is  one  purely  wholesale  house  (Austrian),  and 
several  agents  for  London  firms.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.  have  a  local  liranch,  and  quite  a  number  of  shops  owned 
■by  Chinese  are  fitted  up  and  stocked  just  like  English 
<'hemists'.  One  at  least  of  the  latter  does  an  enormous  trade 
jn  European  drugs  and  chemicals,  wholesale  and  retail. 
Quite  a  number  of  English  proprietary  medicines  have  large 
sales  among  the  Chinese,  and  can  be  obtained  inland  as  well 
as  at  Shanghai.  Shanghai  consists  of  three  divisions  :  the 
large  international  settlement,  formerly  British  ;  the  Erench 
settlement,  where  all  signs  and  notices  are  in  that 
language;  and  the  old  native  city.  According  to  an 
American  friend  his  countrymen  are  downtrodden,  and  in 
juany  businesses  a  man  has  no  chance  unless  he  is  Scotch. 
Tourists  who  spend  a  week  or  two  in  Shanghai  or  Hong 
Kontr  know  as  little  of  China  as  a  week  at  Gibraltar  would 
tell  fheiu  of  Spain  or  England.  Mr.  Morgan  proceeded  to 
sneak  of  Hongchou  C.M.S.  Hospital,  wheT'e  he  was  en- 
gaged, and  of  other  matters  relating  to  medicine  in  China. 
Ho  was  heartily  thanked  for  his  paper.

Batch  No.  1  was  massod  with  1  grain  of  powdered  traga- 
canth  and  1  miiiiiu  of  simple  syrup;  for  the  second  dozen 
pills  2  drops  of  nnicilago  of  acacia  was  used  to  make  the 
inass;  wliile  lot  No.  3  was  massed  with  anhydrous  lanoline, 
with  the  addition  of  3  grains  of  powdered  niarshniallow.  The 
three  batches  were  rolled  in  liquorice-powder,  lycopodium, 
xind  French  chalk  resi>ectivel y,  and  thou  placed  jn  separate 
bottles  iand  well  corked.  The  first  lot  showed  signs  of  soften- 
ing after  live  days,  but  no  change  could  be  detected  in  the 
"jther  two.  A  pill  from  each  lot  was  then  laid  aside  in  a 
pill-box,  and  about  five  hours  later  No.  1  was  like  a  drop  of 
'iiuiddy  water,  while  No.  2  was  begirming  to  show  a  little 
damjjness  on  the  surface,  but  No.  3  was  still  unchanged. 
Two  days  later  No.  2  had  also  collapsed,  but  No.  3  still  re- 
tained its  shape  but  was  quite  soft.  Mt.  Watson  remarked 
tfiat  ferrous  chloride,  being  very  deliquescent,  should,  if  kept 
in  stock  for  some  time,  be  carefully  dried  on  a  water-bath 
before  using  for  pills. 

If  only  a  dozen  jjills  are  ordered  at  one  time,  either  syrup 
with  tragacanth  or  nuicilage  of  acacise  does  perfectly  well ; 
in  fact,  nuicilage  makes  the  hardest  pill.  If  a  larger  quantity 
be  ordered,  anhydrous  lanoline  with  a  little  marslimallow  is 
irmch  to  bo  jiicferied,  although  it  does  not  nuike  such  a  hard 
■pill.

No.  2  gives  a  nice  white  emulsion,  but  the  addition  of  a 
hxed  oil  seems  quite  unnecessary,  as  No.  3  is  entirely  satis- 
tactory.  •' 

In  the  discussion,  Mr.  Plenderleith  said  he  had  found 
lanoline  with  10  per  cent,  of  wax  gave  a  good  pill,  and 
that  the  addition  of  marshmallow  was  liable  to  cause  oxida- 
tion. He  also  showed  a  sample  of  ferrous-chloride  pills 
made  with  a  benzol  solution  of  C^anada  balsam  as  excipient 
which  remained  quite  hard  at  the  end  of  twenty-four 
hours  when  kept  in  an  ordinary  pill-box,  but  which  dis- 
solved in  water  at  blood-temperature,  with  occasional 
shaking,  in  half  an  hour. 

Mr.  McEwan  said  he  had  found  anhydrous  lanoline  a 
satisfactory  non-oxidising  excipient.  With  regard  to  the 
emulsion,  he  thought  gum  acacia  was  the  best  emulsifying 
agent. 

The  Chairman  said  ferrous-chloride  pills  massed  with 
anhydrous  kmoline  and  varnished  were  perfectly  good  at 
the  end  of  a  year.  He  thought  such  pills  should  "always  be 
varnished. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Handlton  followed  with  a  paper  on 
The  Natural  Formation  of  Common  Chemicals. 

The  author  gave  an  interesting  description  of  the  probable 
origin  of  such  natural  substances  as  pumice,  sodium  chloride, 
calcium  carbonate  (in  the  three  forms  of  coral,  limestone,  and 
marble),_  carbon  (as  diamond,  graphite,  and  coal),  potassium 
and  sodium  nitrates,  the  natural  potassium-deposits  at  Stass- 
furt,  etc.  The  theories  as  to  the  natural  formation  of  these 
substances  were  said  to  be  very  plausible,  but  there  was  a 
further  question — namely,  how  did  sodium  and  chlorine,  for 
example,  come  to  exist  as  sodium  chloride  in  nature  V 

Mr.  Rowland  said  Mr.  Hamilton  had  shown  a  close 
relationship  between  pharmacy  and  geology.

The  difficulty  in  this  prescription  is  in  getting  the  sulphur 
properly  dift'used,  since  its  eftect  in  skin-irritation  is  prac- 
ticall.v  lost  unless  it  is  in  a  tine  state  of  subdivision.  The 
powders  should  be  thoroughly  mixed  together  and  then 
rubbed  into  a  paste  with  the  glycerin  and  a  portion  of  the 
water,  then  adding  more  water,  only  in  small  quantities  at 
a  time,  scraping  the  sides  of  the  mortar  after  each  addition. 
The  finished  lotion  should  be  poured  into  the  bottle,  leaving 
any  gritty  particles  behind  in  the  mortar.  If  the  lotion  has 
been  well  made  the  suljihur  will,  on  standing,  sink.

If  dispensed  as  written,  the  powder  is  incompatible,  as 
phenalgin  (said  to  be  phospho-ammonio  phenylacetamide) 
contains  free  ammonia,  which  combines  with  the  salicylic 
acid  of  the  acetyl-salicylio  acid.  The  powder  accordingfy 
turns  pasty,  and  develops  a  strong  odour  of  acetic  acid. 
The  phenalgin  was  dispensed  separately.

Forty  grains  of  dried  ferrous  sulphate  was  used  as  the 
equivalent  of  the  60  grains  of  ferrous-sulphate  crystals,  the 
20  grains  of  water  of  crystallisation  being  used  to  dis.soIve 
the  potassium  carbonate,  the  two  salts  being  rubbed  together 
thoroughly.  The  ferrous  arsenate  is  added  and  the  whole 
set  asi<le  for  ten  minutes,  when  the  mass  becomes  quite  hard, 
but  softens  on  -W'Orkinsr.  Powdered  tragacanth  4  grains^  is 
added  and  the  mass  rolled  out.  A  gi'eat  saving  of  time  and 
labour  is  effected  compared  with  rubbing  up  the  crystal  sul- 
phate of  iron  and  potassium  carbonate.

Silver  sulphate  is  precipitated  by  interaction  between  the 
silver  nitrate  and  alum.  This  precipitate  dissolves  when 
diluted  with  the  amount  of  water  directed,  but  it  is  such  a 
heavy  powder  that  it  will  be  very  difficult  for  the  patient 
to  get  an  equal  quantity  of  the  precipitate  in  each  amount 
used.  It  is  l>etter  to  dissolve  the  salts  in  twice  the  quantity 
of  water  and  direct  two  tablespoonf uls  to  be  added  to  the 
required  quantity  of  water.

Calculation  shows  that  1  dr.  of  sodium  bicarbonate  is  suffi- 
cient to  convert  the  3  dr.  of  bismuth  salicylate  into  oxycar- 
bonate,  atid  these  amounts  were  heated  together  with  the 
water  to  dispel  the  carbon  dioxide,  and  then  allowed  to  cool 
before  adding  the  other  ingredients.  It  is  not  permissible 
here  to  dispense  bismuth  carbonate,  because  if  dispensed 
with  the  salicylate  the  sweet  taste  of  sodii  salicylate  is  quite 
predominant,  and  the  patient  would  at  once  notice  the  differ- 
ence. 

In  reference  to  the  emulsifying  properties  of  tr.  quillaias 
and  tr.  senee:ae,  Mr.  Elliot  said  that  in  the  following 
recipe  tr.  quillaise  (jj.)  proved  to  be  very  successful:

In  the  course  of  the  subsequent  discussion  the  Chairman 
said  that  he  had  a  strong  objection  to  the  addition  of 
quillaia  to  a  prescription,  as  it  had  a  distinct  physiological 
action  of  its  own.  Mr.  Rowland  said  he  did  not  think  they 
could  object  to  the  small  quantity  of  quillaia  when  they 
considered  the  considerable  quantities  of  saponin  which 
must  be  swallowed  by  people  drinking  ginger-beer,  etc. 
Several  others  took  part  in  the  discussion. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Chairman,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks 
was  awarded  to  the  authors  of  the  papers.

He  thought 
that  scent  was  the  beginning  of  their  success  in  perfumery. 
He  remembered  the  day  when,  returning  home,  he  could  not 
resist  the  temptation  to  steal  some  flowering  beans  from  a 
field,  and  making  the  perfume  on  his  arrival  home.  The' 
next  day  he  asked  a  farmer  what  the  perfume  was,  and  he 
at  once  exclaimed  "  Hoss  beans!"  From  that  perfume 
many  others  had  been  developed.  He  was  working  some- 
thing like  fifteen  years  upon  the  lily-of-the-valley  perfume, 
which  liad  strengthened  the  firm's  position.  In  Paris  the 
Zenobia  Sweet  Pea  is  a  standard  perfume.  The  French 
have  not  got  to  the  bottom  of  the  secret,  although  they  have 
been  endeavouring  to  do  so  for  the  past  twelve  years.

'Great  Britain."  He  said  the  whole  idea  permeating  the 
efEort.s  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  to  act  in  the 
interest  of  the  community.  He  thought  the  Society  had 
•done  this  for  the  trade  :  the  better  a  trade  is  educated  the 
•more  likely  is  it  to  be  a  success.  He  was  afraid  the  community 
had  not  been  grateful  enough  for  the  benefits  obtained. 
Finally  he  maintained  that  the  State,  having  decided  that 
no  one  can  enter  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
without  ])assing  the  very  .severe  ordeal  of  examinations, 
■chemists t)Ught  to  receive  from  the  Stat-?  al.so  a  certain  amount 
of  protection.  (ELear,  hear.)  The  medical  profession  had 
it,  the  bar  had  it.  and  the  dentists  had  it.  Surelv 
ihe  chemist  is  also  entitled  to  a  certain  amount  of 
protection?  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw,  in  reply,  said  it  was  the 
lirst  timo  he  had  responded  to  the  toast  .since  he  became  a 
imember  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  llr 
•u'as  glad  to  do  so  in  Lancaster,  the  ancient  capital  of  that 
most  flourishing  county.  Mr.  Walshaw  then  proceeded  to 
•give  particulars  of  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
-.md  referring  to  tho  curriculum  scheme,  .said  it  did  not 
follow  that  tlie  scheme  was  likely  to  be  approved  in  every 
'.Jetail:  but  tho  Council  expected  help  from  the  criticism  it 
received  from  the  Associations,  and  also  from  the  teachers 
in  the  schools  of  y>harmacy  and  technical  colleges.  He  ad- 
mitted that  the  results  chemists  received  for  their  training 
-•and  education  are  often  small  financiallv:  but  if  they  do  not 
•maintain  the  standard  of  education  things  will  get  worse 
-instead  of  better.  It  struck  him  as  much  better  that  young 
fellows  apprentice<l  to  the  trade  should  be  compelled  to 
acquire  scientific  knowledge  gradually  over  a  number  of 
years  rather  than  they  should  condense  it  into  a  period  of 
six  or  nine  month.s.  with  th''  result  that  the  percentage  of 
failures  is  now  very  great.  There  is  not  the  slightest  inten- 
•rion  to  make  tho  examination  any  more  difficult,  and  the 
«!honio  d<x?s  not  increase  the  stringency  of  the  examination. 
Mr.  T.  J.  Wilkinson  tiroiwsed  "  The  Town  and  Trade  of 
Lancaster,"  to  \\hicli  the  Mavor  of  Lancaster  renlied.  Mr. 
.J.  Vince,  submitted  "  The  Medical  Profession,"  to  which 
Dr.  (Oldham  (Morecand>e)  responded.  Mr.  S.  Parkei-  (Morc- 
■oambe)  proposed  "  The  Visitors,"  which  Mr.  Wellin.L^s 
acknowledged.  Sir  E.  Evans  proposed  "  The  Proiilent." 
■and  the  Prr'>ident  returned  thanks.

To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  vahies  are  in  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive 
the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  oils,  and 
many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural 
products  even  i  i  bulk  quantities.    Retail  buyers  cannot,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to  purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

MOST  dealers  express  themselves  as  satisfied  with  tlie 
volume  of  business  done  so  far  this  month,  but  home- 
trade  buying  has  not  yet  developed  in  the  manner  anti-  | 
cipated.  It  must,  however,  be  said  that  the  market 
tendency  of  several  important  items  is  in  favour  of  sellers, 
although  the  week  is  devoid  of  any  material  alterations  in 
value.  In  drugs  and  oils,  menthol  and  peppermint  oils 
are  leading  features,  the  rising  tendency  of  both  markets 
bearing  out  what  has  previously  been  stated.  Ergot  re- 
mains extremely  scarce,  and  buyers  are  compelled  to  pay 
still  higher  prices.  The  outlook  for  round  buchu  does 
not  favour  buyers,  and  the  new  crop  is  very  slow  in 
arriving.  Jalap  maintains  its  firmer  tendency  as  a  result 
of  the  good  business  done  to  arrive.  Opium  is  difficult  to 
operate  in,  as  speculators  are  anxious  to  take  advantage 
of  crop-damage  reports.  Morphine  is  extremely  dull,  and 
cocaine  is  firm.  Castor  oil  is  dearer.  Soudan  acacia  is 
firm,  East  Indian  gums  being  entirely  absent.  Lemon 
oil  is  dearer  in  several  quarters,  but  bergamot  is  easic)-. 
Mu.sk  has  been  in  better  demand  for  export.  Olibanum 
is  in  limited  spot  supply.  Star  anise  and  cassia  oils  are 
dull.  Cod-liver  oil  is  unaltered,  no  news  being  yet  avail- 
able as  to  the  fishing  prospects.  Refined  camphor  has 
shown  more  activity.  In  chemicals,  copper  sulphate  is 
on  the  weak  side,  and  bleaching  powder  has  an  easier  tone 
in  certain  markets.  A  proposal  to  form  a  combination  in 
antimony  is  on  foot.  The  principal  alterations  have  been 
as  follows  :

The  advent  of  the  new  crop  is  therefore  eagerly  looked, 
for,  but  the  season  i,3  evidently  going  to  be  late,  as  so  far 
the  arrivals  have  been  13  bales  only,  of  which  ten  were 
for  U.S.A.,  and  this  week  the  Cape  boat  has  brought 
nothing.

The  opening  week  of  the  new  year  has  been  marked  by 
fair  activity  in  the  New  York  drug  market,  buyers  as  a  rule 
showing  more  confidence  in  the  general  business  outlook. 
Prices  for  several  articles  have  advanced  and  a  firm  tone 
prevails  throughout  the  market. 


Aloes. — Box  Cura(;ao  is  offered  in  some  quarters  at  ^c. 
reduction  to  65c.,  and  sales  of  round  parcels  are  reported  at 
this  figure.  The  decline  is  attributed  to  the  recent  heavy 
importation  and  competition  among  first-hands.  Gourds 
and  Cape  are  quiet  at  10c.  and  85C.  respectively. 

Asafetida  is  quoted  at  the  wide  range  of  $1.50  to  $2.50 
as  to  quality  and  quantity,  the  outside  figure  being  asked 
for  strictly  U.S. P.  goods.  The  recent  action  of  tlie  Treasury 
Department  in  allowing  admission  of  a  lower  grade  gum 
(35  per  cent,  alcohol  -  soluble)  has  met  with  general 
approval.  LTnder  the  former  ruling,  asafetida  containing 
less  than  50  per  cent,  alcohol-soluble  matter  was  denied 
entry,  and  since  a  regular  supply  of  such  high-testing 
ch-ug  was  difficult  to  obtain,  the  advisability  of  instituting  a 
lower  standard  has  been  the  subject  of  frequent  repre- 
sentations by  both  pharmaceutical  and  condiment  manu- 
facturers. 

Canada  Balsam  is  scarce  both  on  spot  and  primary 
markets,  but  competition  is  keen  for  the  small  business 
passing,  and  prices  are  barely  steady  at  $4.40  per  gal.  Oregon 
is  offered  at  various  prices  up  to  $1  according  to  source  of 
the  product.

It  is  very  probable  that  any  increase  in  buying 
activity  will  quickly  result  in  higher  prices. 

Cocaine. — Owing  to  the  receipt  of  strong  advices  from 
primary  markets  for  crude,  makers  of  hydrochloride  have 
advanced  prices  20c.  to  $3.55. 

BrcHr. — Shorts  are  in  poor  supply,  and  with  the  stock 
in  the  hands  of  a  few  dealers  prices  have  advanced  a 
further  20c.  to  $1.20. 

Ipecacuanha. — Cartagena  is  scarce  and  firmly  held  for 
$2.00  to  $2.15  as  to  quantity  and  test.  Rio  also  is  in  small 
supply,  and  $2.20  is  asked. 

Hydhastis. — Under  the  influence  of  active  demand  and 
scarcity,  prices  have  advanced  during  the  interval  to 
$2.75,  with  export  business  reported  at  this  figure.  The 
local  supply  is  closely  concentrated,  and  since  country 
markets  are  reported  almost  bare  of  the  drug  chances  are 
favourable  for  a  further  enhancement  of  values. 

Jalap  continues  quiet  and  easy  at  25c.,  with  plentiful 
stocks  on  hand. 

Peppermint  Oil  (American)  is  higher  at  $2.35,  representing 
an  advance  of  15c.,  with  higher  prices  in  prospect.  The 
primary  position  is  generally  conceded  to  be  very  firm, 
most  of  the  oil  having  passed  into  the  hands  of  secondary 
dealers,  and  the  balance  of  supplies  being  under  firm 
control.  Case  oil  is  in  good  demand  for  export  account  at 
.$2.75. 

Amsterdam  Bark  Auction. 

Amsterdam.  .lamiarv  19. — .W  tlie  auctions  of  Cinchona 
held  here  to-day,  10,509  loackages  were  olfered,  of  which 
9.535  packages  sold  at  an  average  unit  of  3.06c.  per  half- 
kilo.,  against  3.04  paid  at  the  auctions  on  September  29. 
The  following  were  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine 
in  the  bark  purchased  bv  the  factories:  (1)  The  English  and 
American  factories,  14.190  kilos.  :  (2)  the  Brunswick  factory, 
5,968  kilos,  ;  (3)  the  Mannheim  factory,  7,161  kilos.  ;  (4)  the 
Am.sterdam  factory,  2.740  kilos.  ;  (5)  the  Frankfort  and 
Stuttgart  factories,  5,322  kilos.  ;  (6)  the  Maarssen  factory, 
6,781  kilos.  ;  (7)  various  buyers,  8,133  kilos.  The  lowest 
price  paid  for  manufacturing-bark  was  7c.,  and  the  highest 
price.  32^0.,  while  for  druggists'  bark  from  5^0.  to  37|c.  per 
kilo,  was  paid. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Carnauba  Wax. — The  market  has  been  brisk  during  tiie  past 
week,  partly  owing  to  speculation  and  partly  owing  to  new 
demand.  Prices  are  slowly  rising,  and  sandy  grey  is  quoted 
at  m  295  to  m,297.50,  and  fatty  grey  at  m.300  to  m.305  per 
100  kilos,  for  spot  and  delivery.  Small  quantities  have  arrived, 
which  had  been  disposed  of  afloat. 

Dextrin. — Owing  to  increased  demand,  business  has  been 
more  brisk,  and  prices  have  advanced  from  m.28  to  m.30  per 
100  kilos. 

Ergot. — Small  quantities  are  offered,  and  these  have 
been  sold  at  high  prices,  m.7.50  to  m.8.50  being  quoted. 
These  prices  must  inevitably  advance,  even  if  supplies  from 
the  most  distant  districts  in  Russia  can  be  brought  on  the 
market.  The  stocks  in  Hamburg  are  as  good  as  exhausted, 
and  the  article  is  being  sold  in  quantities  of  from  50  to  60 
kilos,  and  less.  Russia  asks  m.8  per  kilo,  for  small  quanti- 
ties for  delivery,  while  Spanish  dealers  do  not  acknowledge 
inquiries. 
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Kola. — Supplies  of  the  new  crop  have  been  receive-d,  and 
were  (|uickly  disposed  of  at  m.75  pei-  100  kilos.  ;  consumption 
appears  to  have  increased  considerably,  and  the  supplies  arc 
small. 

Glyceuin. — Business  in  refined  chiefly  relates  to  execution 
of  the  orders  given  for  delivery  in  the  last  quarter  of  1910. 
In  other  respects  the  demand  is  small,  but  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  colder  weather  may  bring  an  increase.  Manufac- 
turers are  keeping  up  prices,  though  otherwise  there  is  an 
increased  readiness  to  come  to  tci'nis.  Crude  glycerin  has, 
however,  lo,st  the  advance  which  took  place  in  December. 

Stearine. — The  Association  of  Manufacturers  has  been  dis- 
turbed, though  the  reasons  for  a  disagreement  are  not  known. 
.\  reduction  in  the  price  of  stearine  has  consequently  taken 
place  and  various  quotations  are  current. 

Bark  and  Quinine  Statistics. 

Messrs.  O.  F.  Bochringer  &  Solme,  of  Mannheim,  Waldhof, 
have  issued  their  annual  cinchona  and  quinine  slatistics  for 
1909.  The  former  show  imports  of  bark  into  the  United 
Kingdom  of  2,516,000  lb.,  against  2,424,000  lb.  in  19C9.  The 
exports  from  Java  were  18,043,000  Amst.  lb.,  against  15,756,000 
.\mst.  lb.  The  first-hand  stock  of  bark  in  London  on  De- 
cember 31  was  4,498  packages,  and  in  Amsterdam  28.286 
packages  (1909,  21,402).  The  range  of  unit  at  the  London 
bark-salos  was  from  to  |(7.  per  lb.,  and  at  Amsterdam 

from  3.01c.  to  3.51c.  per  half-kilo.,  and  the  average  per- 
centage of  quinino  in  manufacturers"  bark  offered  at  Amster- 
<lam  was  6.40  i)er  cent,  in  1910,  6.35  per  cent,  in  1909,  and 
6.30  per  cent,  in  1908.  The  statistics  include  the  German 
makers'  prices  from  1901  to  1910,  these  .showing  that  the  l^d. 
<iuotation  has  Ijeen  in  operation  since  December  1909.  The 
circular  also  shows  tlio  estimated  contents  of  quinine  in  the 
bark  sold  at  tho  sales  in  Amsterdam  and  London,  the  stock 
of  quinine  in  Ix>ndon  from  1897  to  1910  (1910,  3,687,000  oz.. 
against  3,356,000  oz.  ten  years  ago),  and  the  highest  and 
lowest  prices  of  bark  during  the  last  fourteen  years.  M)'. 
H.  A.  Van  Overzee,  Mr.  P.  Brusse  and  Mr.  Gustav  Briegleb 
also  issue  similar  statistics  dealing  with  the  Java  cinchona 
and  quinine. 

A  Combine  in  Antimony. 

-•Mthough  the  market  for  antimony  has  fluctuated  but  very 
little  during  the  last  two  years,  the  price  having  remained 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  30^  per  ton  for  English  regulus, 
there  is  just,  a  possibility,  if  not  a  probability,  that  this  com- 
moditv  rnay  be  raised  appreciably  in  the  near  future.  For 
one  thing  the  price  is  relatively  low,  while  refiners  are 
somewhat  hampered  by  the  comparatively  higher  terms 
quoted  for  raw  material.  This  probably  is"  the  reason  why 
attempts  are  now  being  made  by  leading  Pluropean  producers 
to  place  tho  article  on  a  more  profitable  selling  basis.  It  is 
understood  that  negotiations  have  been  already  proceeding 
for  some  little  time  past  for  the  formation  of  a.  combine  of 
the  European  producers,  with  tlie  object  of  controlling 
market  conditions.  A  meeting  of  the  chief  refiners  was  held 
at  Paris  las:t  week,  and  it  is  understood  that  an  agreement 
has  been  arrived  at  whereby  the  inception  of  a  combine  is 
practically  a.ssured,  although  no  official  statement  has  been 
made  on  the  subject.  The  object  of  the  proposed  combine  is 
also,  it  is  believed,  intended  (o  secure  control  of  tlie  Chinese 
supnly  of  raw  material.  The  latter  is  now  apparently  prac- 
tically unobtainable,  at  least  through  certain  refiners,  who 
would  prefer  to  hold  aloof  from  the  proposed  combination, 
although  their  adhesion  to  this  miglit  eventually  be  secured 
through  the  establishment  of  a  control  of  Chinese  raw- 
material,  as  this  would  place  them  in  a  rather  awkward 
situation.  It  is  perhaps  significant  that,  a  company,  with 
which  the  chiff  English  firm  of  refiners  is  closely  identified, 
was  recently  formed  with  a  view  of  securing  the  bulk  of  the 
(Jhine.so  output  of  raw  material.  As  regards  the  market  for 
refined  antimony,  tho  fact  may  be  recalled  that  the  price 
ro.se  several  years  ago  to  about  130/.  per  ton.  owing  to  a 
great  scarcity  of  Chinese  raw  material. 

Russian  Platinum. 

The  price  of  refined  plalinuni.  states  "The  Times,"  has 
lately  attained  to  the  high  level  of  8/.  per  oz.,  a  figure  which 
it  has  only  once  before  touched,  in  1906.  The  causes  of  the 
rise  in  price  are  its  increased  consumption  in  connection  with 
electrric  lighting,  jewellery-manufacture,  and  in  the  chemical, 
dental,  and  photographic  trades.  The  w'orld's  amiual  con- 
sumption of  the  metal  has  been  estimated  at  between 
350,000  oz.  and  370,000  oz.  :  almost  the  whole  is  consumed 
in  the  four  principal  markets,  France  absorbing  about  40  per 
cent.,  Germany  and  the  U.S.A.  each  26  per  cent.,  and 
Great  Britain  7  per  cent.  Practically  the  only  source  of 
supply  is  Russia,  and  as  the  output  is  sold  ahead  for  years 
to  come  at  prices  said  to  average  less  than  3/.  per  oz.,  pro- 
dueers  have  not  benefited  to  any  extent  from  the  high  prices, 
and  accordingly  not  only  is  the  incentive  lacking  to  increase 
the  production,  but  thei'e  is  a-  distinct  encouragement  to  con- 
serve the  remaining  but  steadily  dwindling  supplies  in  the 


hope  that  advantage  may  bo  obtained  later  on  of  the  higher 
values  now  ruling.  At  the  beginning  of  1909  the  discontent 
of  producers  crystallised  into  an  active  propaganda  for  the 
e.^tablishment  of  a  Government  monopoly,  or  the  passing  of 
legislation  wdiich  would  free  the  smaller  miner-;  from  the  grip 
of  the  foreign  refining-houses.  At  a  meeting  then  held  pro- 
jwsals  were  formulated  and  pressed  on  the  Government,  but 
after  a  time  seem  to  have  been  shelved  indefinitely'.  Quite 
recently,  however,  the  Russian  Minister  of  Trade  and  In- 
dustry has  come  forward  with  jaroposals  for  regulating  the 
industry  on  lines  somewhat  similar  to  those  suggested  by  the 
producers  last  year.  Briefly,  it  is  proposed  to  prohibit  the 
export  of  crude  jjlatinum  and  to  provide  for  its  treatment  in 
Russia  by  means  of  a  State  refinery  should  private  enterprise 
fail  to  prove  equal  to  the  task.  The  crude  platinum  would' 
be  sold  to  the  Ru.ssian  Imperial  Bank  on  certain  specified 
terms — the  price  suggested  by  the  producers  last  year  was 
3/.  19s.  Id.  per  oz.  troy  of  crude  83  per  cent,  platinum — and' 
the  marketing  of  the  refined  product  would  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  Bank,  which  would  account  to  the  plaoer- 
owners  for  the  balance  of  the  price,  less  commission.  The 
production,  refining,  and  distribution  of  the  metal  would  be 
strictly  governed  by  hard-and-fast  regulations.  Those  pro- 
posals, if  carried  out  in  an  energetic  and  straightforwarci' 
manner,  would  doubtless  put  the  industry  on  a  much  sounder- 
footing. 


POISONING  FATALITIES. 


EiOHT  deal  lis,  including  two  l\y  misadventure,  have  beeni 
recorded  from  poisoning  since  our  issue  of  last  -week. 

Ammonia. — Reginald  George  Sanders,  the  fourteen- 
months"  old  son  of  a  West  Norwood  boot-repairer,  died; 
in  Guy's  Hospital  fixjm  ammonia  poisoning.  At  the  inquest 
it  was  stated  that  the  liquid  was  kept  in  a  medicine  bottle- 
the  child  obtained  from  a  cupboard.  The  Coroner  (Dr. 
V.  J.  Waldo)  said  the  label  on  the  bottle  read  as  follows: 
•'Cheapest  chemists  in  London — Ammonia — Norwood  Drug- 
stores, 41  High  Street,  West  Norwood,  S.E."  The  father 
added  that  he  bought  a  pennyworth,  receiving  about  four 
tablespoonfuls.  He  used  the  ammonia  with  milk  for  brown, 
boots,  ancl  he  certainly  did  not  know  it  was  a  poison.  In 
reply  to  a  Juror,  who  asked  whether  he  did  not  think  the 
chemist  was  very  mucii  to  blame,  the  Coroner  explained  the- 
poisons  Schedule.  Annnonia  was  quite  as  poisonous  as  some^ 
of  the  poisons  in  Part  II.,  but  it  could  be  purchased  at  any 
oilshop,  and  it  was  often  served  in  ginger-beer  bottles, 
medicine  bottles,  and  even  in  jam  pots. _  He  had  always- 
legarded  this  as  an  anomaly,  and  one  which  ought  to  have- 
been  rectified  years  ago.  In  this  instance,  although  the' 
annnonia  was  "sold  by  a  chemist,  it  was  not  labelled' 
•■  Poison,"  and  that  was  how  these  deaths  occurred.  He 
had,  however,  not  summoned  the  chemist,  because  he  had' 
done  nothing  wrong;  in  fact,  he  had  done  more  than  he^ 
was  legally  bound  to  do.  In  returning  a  verdict  of  "Acci- 
dental death  "  the  Jurv  added  a  rider  that  annnonia  ought 
to  be  added  to  Part  II.  of  the  Schedule.  Dr.  Waldo  said 
he  would  forwaid  tho  jury's  recommendation  to  the  proper 
quarter. 

Arsenic. — A  Bath  hairdresser  named  Arthur  Harris  {53)i 
committed  suicide  with  this  poison. 

Carbolic  Acid  caused  the  suicidal  death  of  Herbert  S. 
Allen,  estate  agent,  Hucknall.  Mr.  J.  W.  Heath,  chemist: 
and  druggist,  55  High  Street,  Hucknall,  Torkard.  deposed 
at  the  inquest  that  he  had  sold  deceased  some  carbolic  acid' 
to  be  used  for  '-cleaning  purposes."  The  bottle  was- 
labelled  '■  Poison,"  and  he  did  not  think  the  contents  could 
be  taken  by  mistake. 

Pota.isium  Cvfjn/fZc— Richard  Graves,  porter,  employed' 
bv  a  firm  of  silversmiths  in  Regent  Street,  London,  W.. 
poisoned  himself  with  cyanide  of  potassium.— The  same 
lethal  agent  caused  the  suicidal  death  of  Jas.  G.  McGubbin, 
clothier,  Leighton  Buzzard.  At  the  inquest  Mr.  Philip  S. 
Canning,  chemist  and  druggist,  said  that  he  was  manager 
for  Mr^  J.  R.  Sturdy,  chemist,  3  Market  Place,  and  that  he 
had  sold  deceased  i  oz.  of  cyanide  of  potassium  for  Zd.  The 
poison  was  wanted  for  "  photographic  purposes." 

Potasfiiim  Pcrmantianatc  caused  the  death  by  misadven- 
ture of  Edna  Burkett,  aged  two  years,  at  Luton.  The  child 
drank  a  solution  of  the  chemical  which  she  had  taken  from 
the  kitchen  table. 

Prussia  Acid  was  used  to  end  his  life  by  Wm.  Edward' 
Taylor,  veterinary  surgeon,  Taunton. 

Stryc7i7nnc.~Ai  the  inquest  on  Annie  Ellis  (37),  wife  of  a 
Hull  grocer's  assistant,  a  verdict  was  found  that  deceased 
died  from  heart  failure,  brought  on  by  strychnine  poisoning. 
The  Coroner  said  that  Mr.  Kenny,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Beverley  Road,  Hull,  had  told  him  that  he  had  supplied  the 
woman  "with  a  sample  of  vermin-killer  and  a  quantity  oi 
salts  of  lemon  on  the  evening  previous  to  her  death.

Sir, — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  P.A.T.A.  Council.  1 
notice,  it  was  decided  that  in  future  carriage-paid  parcels 
'of  goods,  such  as  Odol.  Benger's  Food,  etc/,  could  not  be 
divided,  but  must  all  be  sold  only  by  the  original  pur- 
•chaser.  This  creates  a  big  hardship  on  the  chemist  who 
has  only  one  shop,  but  at  the  same  time  places  the  mul- 
tiple stores,  etc..  on  better  terms  than  the  individual 
■chemist.  The  P.A.T.A.  Council  surely  does  not  ask  us  to 
believe  that  a  firm  having  ten  shops  orders  at  once  ten  5/. 
lots  of  Browne's  chlorodyne  (one  parcel  for'each  shop).  It 
is  a'  well-known  fact  that  the  store-traders  do  not  do  so. 
tout  buy  5?.  lots  in  most  cases,  and  send  out  to  their 
various  branches  in  oddments  when  required.  The 
P.A.T.A.  is  supported  by  single-shop  chemists  in  the 
main,  and  I  think  the  Council  should  safeguard  the  in- 
terests of  the  individual  chemists,  instead  of  giving  the 
many  multiple-traders  another  means  of  extinguishing  the 
legitimate  pharmacist. — Yours-  trulj',

Mercuric-nitrate  Ointment. 

Sir, — The  discussion  on  the  composition  of  ung.  hydrarg. 
nit.  B.P.  never  gets  any  "  forrarder,  "  for  the  simple 
reason  that,  in  addition  to  the  analytical  dilKculties  men- 
tioned by  Dr.  Martindale,  we  are  dealing  with  a  sub- 
stance that  is  rarely  twice  alike.  Dr.  Martindale  says  we 
all  know  there  are  virtually  two  mercuric-nitrate' oint- 
ments, one  fresh  and  one  aged.  Why  only  two'/  There 
may  be  a  dozen,  or  a  score,  or  a  hundred  mixtures  of  the 
'basic  and  acid  salts,  every  one  of  them  different.  jMy  own 
view  is  that  the  comjjosition  of  the  ointment  depends 
t  hiefly  on  the  temperature  at  which  it  is  made.  A  low 
temperature  will  produce  an  ointment  containing  the  acid 
salt,  whereas  with  a  high  temperature  you  will  get  the 
■basic  salt.  In  the  latter  case  the  acid  has,  to  a  large 
«xtent,  been  driven  off  by  the  heat,  and  the  ointment  is 
only  feebly  acid  and,  I  may  add,  very  unstable.  In  the 
former  it  is  highly  acid,  and  it  retains  its  acidity  and 
stability  for  a  long  time.  Whether  in  the  process  of  ageing 
much  of  this  acid  disappears  is  a  point  that  I  have  not 
gone  into,  for  the  simple  reason  that  I  have  always  striven 
to  get  an  ointment  as  free  from  acid  as  po.ssible  at  the 
start.  This  is,  however,  not  of  much  consequence,  as 
tearing  on  the  point  which  Dr.  Martindale  takes  up  with 
Mr.  Cow^ley — namely,  the  condition  inwhichniercury  exists 
in  the  ointment,  whether  as  nitrate  or  elaidate  (o'leate?). 
I  recall  making  a  series  of  experiments  with  citrine  oint- 
rnent,  using  paraffins  in  place  of  fats.  With  the  former  an 
<^intment  can  be  made  which  undoubtedly  does  contain 
acid  nitrate  of  mercury,  and,  to  the  best  of  my  recollec- 
tion, its  appearance  was  very  like  the  official "  ointment, 
perhaps  more  orange  than  lemon  in  colour.  But  in  the 
nature  of  the  case  it  contained  no  organic  mercury  com- 
pound, and  it  was  always  very  acid.    On  the  other  hand, 


with  the  fats  we  are  dealing  with  a  body  that  is  readily 
split  up  by  the  nitric  acid  or  the  mixture  of  acids  pro- 
duced m  making  the  solution  of  mercuric  nitrate,  and  the 
liberated  acid — elaidic  acid,  or  whatever  we  like  to  call 
it — unites  with  the  mercury  to  form  an  organic  compound 
one  of  the  characters  of  which  is  its  solubility  in  ether. 
If  it  were  entirely  soluble  I  would  agree  with  Mr.  Cowley's 
conclusions,  for  there  is  a  good  deal  in  favour  of  his  theory 
that  the  ointment  is  more  of  an  elaidate  than  a  nitrate. 
But  it  is  not  all  soluble  in  ether,  for  I  distinctly  recall 
insoluble  particles  of  what  I  always  assumed  to  be  mercuric 
nitrate.  I  believe  that  the  mercury  is  not  combined  as  a 
pure  oleate  (or  elaidate,  according  to  the  "  old  fathers"), 
or  as  a  pure  nitrate,  but  as  a  mixture  of  both,  and  that  I  do 
not  think  there  is  any  call  for  altering  the  name  of  the 
ointment.  I  would,  however,  certainly  alter  the  directions 
for  making  it.  so  that  the  temperature  would  always  be 
sufficient  to  ensure  that  the  mercury  compound  should  bo 
as  far  as  po.ssible  in  the  basic  condition,  and  the  ointment 
as  free  from  acidity  as  it  is  possible  to  have  it.  Such  an 
ointment,  I  admit,  does  not  keep  so  well  as  the  acid  form, 
but  it  is  the  variety  that  made  the  name  and  the  fame  of 
the  orginal  citrine  ointment,  and  it  is  the  only  variety 
that  can  be  applied  undiluted  to  an  inflamed  conjunctival 
membrane.  Yours,  etc.,

Birkenhead  and  Liverpool. 

Sir, — Permit  me  to  comment  on  one  item  in  your  Liver- 
pool notes  of  last  issue — viz..  that  in  which  your  corre- 
spondent discusses  the  Birkenhead  meeting  addressed  by 
Mr.  W.  L.  Currie.  It  is  a  gross  misstatement  of  facts, 
tinged  with  the  fancies  of  a  brilliant  imagination  which 
is  evidently  possessed  by  the  writer.  Were  it  not  that 
those  who  read  it  without  knowing  the  actual  facts  may 
draw  wrong  inferences,  it  would  serve  merely  to  amuse 
fur  the  moment,  and  for  that  reason  be  allowed  to  pass. 
In  his  anxiety  to  give  news  (however  inaccurate)  rather 
than  truth  it  almost  makes  one  think  your  reporter  must 
have  some  ulterior  motive.  If  that  motive  be  to  sow 
discord  between  the  two  A.<-.sociations,  and  if  he  pursues 
the  same  method  long  enough,  he  may  succeed  in  time ; 
but  attain  his  object  fairly  he  certainly  will  not,  as  witness 
the  happy  results  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  smoking  con- 
certs held  by  the  joint  efforts  of  the  two  Associations,  one 
each  side  of  the  Mersey.  Our  syllabus  for  the  present  session 
was  arranged  in  October,  and  one  of  the  items  then  decided 
r.pon  was  that  one  of  our  usual  meetings  should  take 
the  form  of  a  talk  with  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  on  current  affairs.  That  being  so,  I  ask  :  Is  there 
any  earthly  reason  why  we  should  invite  another  Asso- 
ciation, which  is  every  whit  as  capable  of  managing  its 
own  affairs  as  we  are  ours,  to  join  us  in  our  usual 
monthly  meeting'?  I  fail  to  see  it'.  As  to  Mr.  Chafer's 
meeting,  which  your  correspondent  at  that  time  described 
as  "  disorderly  "  (though  those  present  had  failed  to 
notice  it),  well,  that  meeting  \vas  a  sequel  to  a  resolution 
passed  by  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Association ;  it  was 
held  in  Liverpool,  as  being  more  central  for  ourselves, 
Liverpool,  and  neighbouring  Associations.  Probably  your 
correspondent's  misst.atement  that  the  Birkenhead  Asso- 
ciation "talked  more"  and  were  also  more  numerous  is 
to  bs  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  Birkenhead  were 
in  charge  of  the  arrangements  till  almost  the  last 
moment,  when  they  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  joint  com- 
mittee. Again,  if  the  insinuation  is  that  Bloomsbury 
Square  did  not  think  it  woi-th  while  to  consider  the 
Liverpool  chemistr,  in  connection  with  this  meeting,  the 
insinuation  is  base  and  worthless,  and  for  this  reason  : 
the  meeting  was  not  called  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
or  its  officials,  but  by  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral 
Association.

Poisoning  the  Wells. 
Sir, — I  read  the  quotation  from  "The  Lancet"  in  your 
issue  last  week  with  very  great  surprise,  and  with  yourself 
was  much  disappointed  to  find  that  garbled  abstracts  were 
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to  be  foujid  in  the  "  Year-book  of  Pharmacy.  "  I  imme- 
diately turned  up  the  "  Year-book,"  and  sure  enough  found 
the  article  referred  to  by  "  The  Lancet."  In  addition  to 
that  article  there  are  other  th'-ee  references  to  adrenine, 
and  it  occurred  to  mo  to  verify  these.  One  of  them, 
"  Colorimetric  Determination  of  Adrenine."  is  quoted  from 
the  "  Pharm.  Zeit.,"  and  on  turning  up  the  original  I  find 
the  author  speik.s  throughout  of  adrenalin.  Another, 
"  Detection  of  Adrenine  in  Urine."  is  from  the  "Pharm. 
Zentral.."  and  here  alto  the  author  states  that  he  used 
adrenalin.  The  fourth  (]uotation  is  from  "  Nouveaux 
"RemcMle.?,"  but  J  have  not  a  copy  of  that  periodical  :  it  would 
bo  interesting  to  know  from  anyone  having  access  to  it 
whether  the  original  article  speaks  of  adrenine.  The 
"Year-book's"  paternal  interest  in  "  Britieh  Pharmaceu- 
tical Code.x"  titles  is  not  confined  to  adrenine.  There  are 
two  references  to  heroine  in  the  index,  but  one  of  these 
is  obviously  a  misprint.  The  other  refers  to  a  page  where 
"  diacctyl-morphine "  i?-  found,  but  not  heroine.  What 
seems  to  have  happened  is  that  the  editor  originally 
insert-ed  "heroine"  in  the  text,  and  made  up  his  index 
accordingly,  and  that  some  subsequent  hand  struck  out 
"heroine"  from  the  text,  but  by  oversight  allowed  the 
word  to  remain  in  the  index.  These  illustrations  of  the 
way  in  which  the  "  Year-book."  which  for  nearly  forty 
years  has  been  regarded  as  unimpeachable,  is  now  com- 
piled will  lead  to  a  good  deal  of  heart-searching  among 
those  members  of  the  Conference—and  I  think  they  ai'e 
in  the  great  majority-  -who  have  an  instinctive  horror  of 
that  operation  known  as  "  poisoning  the  welle."

The  Curriculum  Proposals. 

A  suteciibcr  (167,18/,  who  has  a  life-long  connection 
with  the  retail  drug-trade  in  the  English  provinces,  in  the 
loursc  of  a  letter  thanking  us  for  the  article  entitled 
"The  Curriculum  Scheme"  in  our  issue  of  .January  14, 
says  :  "  I  am  very  mu-Ii  in  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
patting  a  bov  to  the  retail  drug-trade  just  now,  as  what 
will  become  "of  him  if  he  fails  to  pass  the  Minor?  In 
addition,    also,  the  expense  is  going  to  be  too  great, 
especially  when  you  know  that  two-thirds  of  the  chemists 
in  tins  district  are  not  making  more  than  200/.  per  year 
income— it  is  not  worth  while.    I  have  transferred  a  good 
many  businesses,  and  I  know  what  they  are  likely  to  pro- 
duce,   even   when   long   hours  are   worked    behind  the 
coimler.    I  hope  you  will  succeed  in  bringing  pressure 
upon  the  Council  in  order  to  induce  them  to  split  up  the 
Minor  into  two  parts,  without  a  curriculum,  for  I  feel 
sure  that  if  this  is  not  done  the  unrrgistered  men  will 
eventually  form  a  strong  society.    I  know  from  conversa- 
tion with  many  chemist.,  in  the  course  of  my  busine.ss  that 
your  views  aie,  in  the  main,  the  opinion  of  the  great 
majority,  and  I  feel  confident  that  you  have  the  great 
bulk  of'  chemists  with  you  in  your  statement  of  the  case  " 
Sii,^ — Will  you  kindly  inform  me  of  the  legal  aspect  of 
the    facts   stated    below '!     If   the  proposed  alterations 
respecting  the  time  of  registration  as  a  pharmaceutical 
student  are  made  law,  I,  who  have  already  served  my  ap 
prenticeship,  am  eighteen  years  old,  and  am  not  yet  regis 
tered  as  a  student,  supposing  I  get  registered  now,  shall 
have  to  work  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  chemist 
for  another  three  years  and  then  have  to  attend  college  for 
the  number  of  hours  siiecified  in  the  proposed  alterations 
of  the  examination,  and  this  will  very  likely  need  another 
year.    As  you  are  well  aware,  it  is  rather  difficult  for  a 
young  unqualified  assistant  to  get  more  than  1/.  10.s\  i 
week,  while  a  qualified  assistant  can  easily  obtain  21.  10s 
a  week.    If  the  proposed  alterations  become  law  before 
1914.  durinir  the  next  four  years  I  shall  be  getting  for  the 
three  years  I  am  at  work  234/.  at  1/.  lO---.  a  week.    If.  on 
the  other  hand,  the  alterations  become  law  after  1914.  I 
shall  be  getting  for  the  two  years  at  work  before  the 
oxamination  156/.  at  1/.  lO.v.  a,  week,  and  for  the  remaiuin 
year  aftor  the  examhiation  130/.  at  2/.  IDs.  a  week.  This 
makes  286/.  in  all.    As  you  can  see,  I  shall  be  the  loser  of 
52/.  if  the  proposed  alterations  are  passed  before  1914 

Shall  I  not  be  right  in  claiming  that  amount  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  that  case?

Our  correspondent' -7 
case  SLipjjorts  our  suggestion  that  instead  of  making  the 
by-laws  a  hard-and-fast  rule  as  to  conditions  precedent,  the 
ouneil  should  retain  power  to  antedate  the  curriculum — 
( .,  periods  of  tuition  an-d  service.  The  Bradford  Chemists' 
Association  has  supported  this  suggestion.  Our  correspon- 
dent would  have  no  case  against  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
for  recovery  of  money  lost  owing  to  the  change  of  conditions, 
for  the  simple  reason  that  he  has  no  contract  with  the  Society  : 
but  his  questions  are  illustrative  of  numerous  circumstances 
which  have  to  be  considered  by  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
especially  by  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  before 
assent  is  given  to  the  proposals. — Editor  C.

The  books  specially  enjoin  that  the  ferric-chloride  solution 
should  be  neutral,  and  I  recall  a  very  carefully  worded  note 
of  a  method  of  ensuring  this:  but  it  is  not  necessary.  Let 
the  reagent  be  dilute,  and  after  adding  it  to  the  morphine- 
solution  evaporate  to  dryness  in  a  warm  place,  when  the 
colour  is  soon  apparent.  The  temperature  of  the  water-bath 
will  not  be  found  objectionable.— -l&c/  Scholar. 

Pa  ntotnimc-flarcs. 
In  reply  to  "  Memo,"  the  materials  used  are  :  (1)  A  vaccine- 
lymph  tube  containing  concentrated  H^SO, :  (2)  a  piece  of 
flash-paper  made  by  soaking  tissue-paper  in  a  mixture  of 
HNO,  and  ILSO.,  and  subsequently  washing  till  free  from 
acid,  then  drying  carefully)  ;  and  (3)  a  mixture  of  p.  sacohar. 
alb.  and  pot.  chloras.  A  pinch  of  the  powder  is  wrapped  up 
In  a  piece  of  the  flash-paper,  together  with  the  tube  of  acid. 
As  it  is  tossed  into  the  air  the  tube  is  broken  between  the 
fingers,  ana  the  resulting  chemical  action  needs  no  explana- 
tion. The  empty  vaccine-tubes  may  be  obtained  from  any 
house  like  Maw's,  but  must  be  very  carefully  sealed,  as  they 
have  a  knack  of  cracking.— Lcf/crfZcmo/n.  (165/3.) 

Photo  Good.?. 

I  see  an  inquiry  in  this  week's  issue  alwut  supplying 
photo  goods  at  reduced  prices.  Some  time  ago  I  was  bothered 
with  this,  as  I  was  told  by  customers,  who  (using  the  ordinary 
term)  "  did  a  bit  on  their  own,"  that  they  could  go  to  certain 
shops,  tell  them  they  sold  the  pictures,  and  get  half-plates 
at  l.s.  10(/.  I  wrote  to  the  Imperial  Co.,  and  they  replied 
that  through  the  action  of  a  certain  firm  towards  profes- 
sionals the  arrangement  of  10  per  cent,  had  been  dropped, 
but  that  w©  were  not  supposed  to  supply  them  at  wholesale 
prices  unless  the  cuHomcr  had  a  studio.  At  the  present 
time  the  arrangement  is  off,  as  some  of  the  men  I  was 
supplying  were  using  a  great  deal  more  than  the  local  pro- 
fessionals bv  taking  oictures  for  postcards,  and  required 
no  studio.-X.  r.

Glycei'ophosphates  Pills. 

Sir, — A  cu.-'toiner  of  mine  has  been  taking-  the  following 
pills  for  some  time  : 
Calcii,  sodii.  ix>ta>s.  et  magnesii  glycei-ophosph.,  aa.  gi\  j. 
Fiat  pilula. 

He  has  had  them  from  various  uianufacturors,  but  in  each 
case  deliquescence  has  set  in  long  before  the  batch  has  been 
consumed.  Some  piopiietary  brands  do  not  do  this.  Can 
you  suggest  any  way  of  obviating  it  ?

R.  "S.  B.  (152/43.) 

[Calcium,  sodium,  and  magnesium  glycerophosphate  being 
in  solid  form  present  no  tlifficulty.  The  potassium  salt  in 
50-per-eent.  solution  is,  we  assume,  the  cause  of  the  trouble. 
The  three  first-named  when  firmly  triturated  together  pro- 
duce a  da-mp  powdei'.  By  evaporating  the  excess  moisture 
of  the  potassium  glycerophosphate  and  mixing  the  resi-due 
with  t.he.se,  a  pill-mass  can  be  made  without  any  additional 
material.  It  is  well,  however,  to  add  something  to  secure 
stability.  The  addition  of  5  grain  eacli  of  pow  dered  liquorice- 
root  and  kaolin  makes  .a  perfect  pill,  which  has  retained 
its  shape  and  firmness  with  us  for  ten  days.  Proceed  thus  ; 
Mix  the  potassium  glyceropho-sphat?  with  the  powdered 
liquorice-root  in  a  small  evaporating-dish,  and  place  on  a 
water-bath  heated  to  130°  F. — not  higher.  Remove  the 
source  of  heat,  stir  the  mixture  occasionally,  and  when  it 
attains  the  consistence  of  a  pill-ma^s  add  it  to  the  other 
glycerophosphates  previously  triturated  with  the  kaolin  and 
beat  into  a  mass.  It  may  seem  at  first  as  though  the  materials 
would  not  form  a  mass,  but  a  little  persistent  beating  brings 
up  a  nice  tough  mass,  which  to  some  extent  "  sets  " — effect 
of  the  kaolin^yhen  rolled  out.  Send  out  in  a  vial.  A  pill 
so  prepared  disintegrates  completely  in  water  at  45*^  F.  in 
half  an  hour.] 

Peru  Balsam  in  Pills. 

Nux^  (7/45)  wants  to  know  the  best  way  of  making  tlie 
following  pills  so  that  they  will  not  lose  their  shape  :

[Mix  20  grains  of  powdered  liquorice-root  with  the 
materials  ordered,  and  make  into  a  mass  with  a  sufficiency 
— about  20  minims — of  compound  decoction  of  aloes  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia.  Pills  so  prepared  are  hard,  take  a  fine 
polish,  and  show  no  trace  of  escaping  oil.  Some  made  a 
week  ago  and  kept  in  the  open  show  no  sign  of  falling  or 
wrinkling.  Consult  the  ''Art  of  Dispensing,"  1908  edition, 
page  99.  In  the  remarks  under  the  heading  of  "  Aloes  " 
you  will  find  the  principles  involved  in  the  above  procedure 
fully  explained.]

— The  question  is  somewhat  outside  our 
province,  but  the  governess  is  entitled  to  at  least  one  month's 
notice. 

R  T.  B.  (170/1).-The  Pharmacy  Acts  (Ireland)  do  not 
prohibit  a  druggist  or  pharmaceutical  chemist  from  selling 
intoxicating  liquors.  Many  of  them  have  ofE  "  wine- 
licenoos. 

/.  W.  J.  (169/10). — As  we  do  not  know  the  conditions  upon 
which  you  gave  and  the  railway  company  received  the  goods 
for  delivery,  we  cannot  say  what  your  chances  are  of  success 
in  a  claim  for  delay.  You  should  make  out  the  best  case  that 
you  can  and  place  it  before  the  goods  manager. 

Subscriber  (163/64).— We  are  of  opinion  that  you,  being 
the  assignee  of  the  lease,  are  not  liable  to  comply  with  the 
covenant  marked  2,  which  is  a  covenant  to  do  certain  acts 
forthwith,  the  lease  being  dated  over  seven  years  ago.  You, 
however,  are  liable  to  comply  with  the  covenant  marked  1^ 
namely,  to  paint,  etc.,  twice  during  the  term.

./.  C.  S.  (149/40).— Ringworm  Re.\ppe.\hing  in  Fresh  Places. 
— This  is  no  doubt  due  to  re-infection  from  clothing,  or 
perhaps  from  some  domestic  animal.  This  point  should  be 
investigated.  The  treatment  with  iodine,  etc.,  appears  to 
have  been  successful.  A  very  good  plan  is  to  rub  into  each 
patch,  after  cleaning  with  ether,  a  mixture  of  half  a  drachm 
of  40-per-oent.  fomialdehyde  solution  and  1  oz.  of  glycerin. 
One  or  two  applications  are  usually  sufficient. 

11'.  ./.  (67/5). — The  only  addition  to  the  treatment  which 
you  have  adopted  for  Greasy  Hair  in  a  lady  (frequent  wash- 
ing and  a  spirit  lotion)  that  we  can  suggest,  is,  that  the 
water  used  should  be  very  hot,  and  that  the  intake  of  fats 
and  carbohydrates  should  be  reduced.  Soap  spirit  (equal 
parts  S.V.R.  and  sapo  mollis  B.P.)  wouhl  be  a  good  thing  to 
use  as  soap  when  washing. 

Zanzibar  (148/58). — There  is  no  sure  means  of  preventing 
Pitting  in  Smallpox.  It  has  been  suggested  that  patients  who 
are  kept  in  rooms  glazed  w'ith  red  glass  do  not  pit,  but  this 
appears  not  to  be  universally  true.  During  the  scabbing 
stage  of  the  disease  the  face  should  be  anointed  with  pure 
olive  oil  or  cold  cream. 

Sanol  (119/26). — Sometimes  a  saline  purgative  and  hot- 
water  fomentations  relieve  an  abscess  forming  at  the  base  of 
a  tooth  which  otherwi.se  is  quite  sound. 

/.  (159/68). — The  dose  of  bismuth  salicylate  for  diar- 
rhoea in  lambs  and  calves  is  10  grains  three  times  a  day. 

H.  J.  C.  (158/37). — Heading  Liquid  and  Powder  for  beer 
and  aerated  waters.  Saponin  is  almost  exclusively  used  now, 
the  makers  supplying  formulae.  The  following  show  the 
methods  of  preparing  saponin  for  sale  to  brewers  and  aerated- 
water  manufacturers  :

./.  M.  B.  (157/13).- (1)  The  skin-cream  inquiry  which  you 
make  will  be  answered  in  the  C.  dt-  D.  articles  on  "  Modern 
Skin-creams,"  which  you  have  obtained.  (2)  BuRNT-lN 
Labels. — We  gave  an  outline  of  the  process  employed  in  the 
('.  <fc  D.,  February  3,  1906,  p.  206,  but  it  cannot  be  carried 
out  except  with  a  proper  equipment.  Messrs.  H.  Poths  & 
Co.  specialise  in  this  work. 

Boiler  (158/45).— B01LER-INORU.STATION  Preventive.- Tri- 
basic  sodium  phosphate  alone  forms  a  good  incrustation- 
preventive  ;  but  we  believe  your  sample  contained  free  alkali, 
with  the  intention  of  removing_  permanent  hardne-ss.  Is  not 
the  powder  a  proprietary  anti-incrustator  ? 

C.  K.  (157/54).— We  are  not  acquainted  with  the  gout- 
tincture  to  which  you  refer. 

Sussex  (156/33).— Oak-stain.— The  powder,  which  is  added 
to  spirit  in  the  proportion  of  1  oz.  to  a  pint,  is  an  aniline 
dye.  It  corresponds  more  nearly  to  azonigrine;  but  we  be- 
lieve it  to  bo  a  mixture  of  dyes,  and  hence  not  readily 
identified. 

K.  S.  (151/6).— Browning  Gun-bahrels.— This  is  managed 
by  means  of  a  paste  of  solid  antimony  chloride  mixed  with 
oiive  oil.  The  gun-barrel  is  heated,  the  surface  covered 
evenly  with  this  mixture  and  left  until  the  requisite  colour 
has  been  produced.  The  addition  of  nitric  acid  to  the  paste 
increases  its  activity.  Other  processes  in  which  iron  and 
copper  salts  are  employed  are  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas." 
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E.  A.  B.  (152/36). — Skix-disease  in  Hoese. — This  seoms  to 
be  a  severe  case  of  prurigo  or  pniritis.  Give  the  animal  liglit 
food  and  wash  the  coat  with  warm  water  containing  soda  and 
Jeyes'  fluid.

Quercus  (155/42). — Indigestiox-powder. — This  consists  of 
bismuth  subcarbonate  and  sodium  bicarbonate.  As  the  dose 
is  a  teaspoonful,  we  should  mix  these  ingredients  in  the  pro- 
portion of  2  of  sodium  bicarbonate  to  1  of  the  bismuth  salt. 

Gentian  (154/66). — (1)  Hardexing  Copper. — We  do  not  know 
of  any  practical  method  of  hardening  copper  rivets  after  they 
are  made.  Copper  is  hardened  while  in  the  process  of  manu- 
facture by  the  addition  of  manganese.  (2)  Headache- 
powder. — This  is  phenaoetin,  which  in  8-grain  doses  is  one 
of  the  mo.st  effectual  headache-powders  for  retail  sale.  (3)  The 
Eczema-ointment  is  mainly  emplastrum  plumbi,  but  there 
must  be  some  special  directions  supplied  for  using  the  granu- 
lar substance  you  send  us. 

H.  W.  S.  (152/19). — Sea-oniox  as  Rat-poison. — "  Sea- 
onion  "  is  the  literal  translation  of  the  German  "  Meerzwie- 
bel,"  the  official  and  popular  synonym  for  "  Bulbus  Scillae  " 
obtained  from  Vrginea  viaritima  (Linne),  Baker,  the  white 
bulb  variety.  Squill  is  fairly  extensively  u.sed  in  Germany 
for  poisoning  rats.  In  some  pharmacies  fresh  bulbs  are 
supplied,  as  these  are  considered  more  effective.  They  are 
kept  in  sand  to  prevent  them  going  bad.  Squill  was  formerly 
.sold  in  the  shape  of  a  sausage,  but  we  do  not  know  whether 
it  is  still  on  the  market.  Squill  is  fairly  successful  as  a 
rat-poison,  but  sells  largely  in  Germany,  because,  not  being 
a  .scheduled  poison,  there  is  no  bother  in  obtaining  it. 

E.  R.  C.  (155/73).— The  volatile  liquid  forming  part  of  the 
first  distillate  from  wood-naphtha  which  you  send  seems 
to  be  a  mi.xture  of  acetic  aldehyde  (b.p.  21°  C.)  and  acetone 
(b.p.  56°  C).  The  suffocating  odour  of  the  former  is  very 
pronounced. 

Wulfrtina  (158/23).— GLACIAL  Acetic  Acid  reduced  to  the 
correct  strength  by  the  addition  of  water  will  comply  with 
all  the  requirements  for  acidum  aoetioum,  B.P.  It  is,  how- 
ever, a  co.stly  method  of  preparation,  and  a  concentrated  acid 
of  80  per  cent,  strength  is  cheaper  and  serves  equally  well 
for  dilution. 

Sub.  (159/9).— If  you  refer  to  the  C.  D.  Diary,  1911,  p.  433, 
you  will  find  under  "  British  Dependencies  "  the  information 
that  you  want  in  regard  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Minor 
examination  certificate  in  New  Zealand  and  Australia,  as  well 
as  in  Canada. 

<?.  W.  B.  (165/30). — "  The  New  Dispensatory,"  which  was 
first  published  in  1753,  was  brought  out  anonymously  as  a 
corrected  edition  of  Quincy's  "  English  Dispensatory."  It 
afterwards  bore  the  name  of  the  author,  William  Lewis 
(1714-1781).  and  editions  appeared  until  the  last,  or  sixth,  in 
1799.  Lewis's  "New  Dispensatory"  was  in  turn  "im- 
proved "  by  the  publication  of  the  "  Edinburgh  New  Dis- 
pensatory "  shortly  after  Lewis's  death,  by  Andrew  Duncan, 
the  founder  of  the  Royal  Edinburgh  Dispensary.  After  his 
death  Andrew  Duncan,  jun.,  edited  various  editions,  the 
twelfth  being  brought  out  in  1830.  Chri.stison's  "  Dispensa- 
tory," issued  in  1842,  may  be  looked  upon  as  the  successor 
of  Duncan's  work. 

E.  J.  P.  (165/44)_. — Book  on  Window-dressing.— There  is 
no  IxKjk  on  chemists'  window-dressing  in  English.  Syll- 
wasschy's  "  Window-decoration  in  the  Drug-trade  "  (Meyer, 
Braunschweig,  m.5)  is  in  Gterman.  It  was  reviewed  in  the 
C.  ct  D.,  August  17,  1907,  p.  307. 

Brt^7  (163/22).— W ALL-PAPER  Cleaner.- You  have  chosen  the 
l)est  oil  (heavy  petroleum)  for  keeping  this  moist:  but  in 
sonie  of  th«  cleaners  we  have  seen  glycerin  is  employed  for 
this  purpose. 


O.  O.  (47/8). — Cooling-powder. — This  consists  of  calomel 
diluted  with  prepared  chalk. 

P.  J.  A.  (161/29). — The  analysis  of  the  Gingerbhead-powdee 
is  not  quite  within  the  range  of  this  column,  and  we  doubt  if 
useful  results  would  repay  the  time  and  trouble  entailed. 

Curious  (Hawera)  167/21). — The  powder  is  kieselguhi-,  with 
a  small  proportion  of  fatty  matter.  You  give  no  details  of 
its  source  or  uses. 

C.  D.  L.  (Smyrna)  (155/53). — (1)  Mandfacttjhe  of  Hydrogen 
Peeo.kide. — The  method  employed  in  preparing  hydrogen 
peroxide  for  medicinal  jjurposes"  oonsi.sts  in  decomposing 
barium  peroxide  with  phosphoric  acid.    The  barium  peroxide, 
which  must  be  of  the  purest  quality,  is  made  into  a  thin 
paste  with  water,  and  introduced  very  gradually  into  the 
acid  solution,  the  temperature  of  which  mvist  never  exceed 
20°  C.  and  must  be  constantly  agitated.    When  the  solution 
is  nearly  neutralised  the  liquid  is  decanted  from  the  precipi- 
tate and  freed  from  dissolved  baryta  by  the  addition  of 
sodium  sulphate.    W^e  will  give  you  further  details  of  the 
jirocess  if  desired.    It  is  probable,  however,  that  the  method 
<if  making  the  peroxide  by  means  of  sodium  perborate  would 
be  more  convenient.    The  process  is  as  follows:

Filter  the  solution  if  cloudy.  This  makes  a  peroxide  of 
hydrogen  .solution  of  from  10  to  12  vols,  strength. 

(2)  Laxative  Syrup  for  children. — We  have  no  formula  for  a 
.syrup  of  Cuscuta.  epithymum  (dodder),  as  the  plant  is  seldom 
employed  in  this  country.  A  pleasant  aperient  syrup  would 
he  the  compound  si/rup  of  figs,  the  recipe  for  which,  from 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  is  as  follows  :

.S',i/;-M2'  of  figs  is  made  as  follows:  Chop  up  2  oz.  of  figs  and 
boil  in  a  pint  of  water  until  nearly  half  of  the  water  is 
evaporated.  Strain  off  10  oz.  of  the  decoction,  and  in  it 
dissolve  1  lb.  of  sugar. 

(3)  Eye-ointmext. — The  ointment  of  hydrargyrum  oxidum 
flavum.  employed  as  an  application  to  the  eyes,  is  generally 
used  of  the  strength  of  from  2  to  3  per  cent.  Pagenstecher 
employed  the  3-per-cent.  strength  with  a  basis  of  cold-cream, 
but  vaseline  as  the  base  is  preferable,  as  it  cannot  become 
acid.  Use  freshly  precipitated  oxide  as  you  have  been  doing ; 
but  do  not  add  lanolin,  as  this  probably  hastens  the  discolora- 
tion of  the  ointment.  Some  eye-ointments,  such  as  Lassar's, 
Monod's,  and  Galezowski's,  contain  camphor  (generally  about 
10  per  cent.),  in  which  case  the  camphor  is  first  dissolved  in 
the  fatty  base. 

/.  McC.  (162/3). — Amber  is  soluble  in  cholorform,  and  also 
dissolves  in  alkalies  without  decomposition.  It  is  only  partly 
soluble  in  spirit. 

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Reprinted  from  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  January  is,  i86i. 

I'he  paragraphs  i7iserted  under  this  heading  are  intended  to 
recall  important  and  interesting  events  of  the  past,  as  well 
as  to  afford  contrasts  with  what  is  happening  now. 


Caesium. 

This  new  metal  has  lately  been  added  to  the  already  long 
list  of  tho.se  substances.  Caesium  was  discovered  by  MM. 
Bunsen  and  Kirchoff.  These  gentlemen  found  that  certain 
lines  contained  in  the  spectrum  produced  by  burning  chlorides 
in  alcohol  afforded  a  most  delicate  method  of  analysis.  The 
rays  and  lines  shown  by  the  chlorides  of  the  akali  metals  are 
perfectly  well  defined,  while  those  of  barium,  strontium,  and 
calcium  are  more  complicated.  Sodium  shows  a  yellow  ray, 
polanium  a  purple,  and  lithium  a  red  ray,  the  absence  or 
presence  of  either  ray  indicating  the  corresponding  presence 
or  absence  of  these  metals.  M.  Bunsen  found  that  in  ex- 
amining the  products  of  the  mineral  waters  of  Kreuznach 
a  new  ray  made  its  appearance,  indicating  the  presence  of  a 
new  metal.  They  have  since  proved  the  truth  of  their 
supposition  by  evaporating  20  tons  of  the  water,  which  have 
yielded  250  gi-ains  of  the  platinum  salt  of  the  new  metal.

Potassium-iodide  Ointment. — A  series  of  experiments  with 
ointments  of  potassium  iodide  on  horses,  cows,  dogs,  and 
sheep  has  shown  Bartenbach  ("  Apoth.  Zeitung  ")  that  iodine 
appears  in  the  urine  most  rapidly  after  employing  an  oint- 
ment prepared  with  lavd.  Next  in  order  was  one  made  with 
paraffin-basis,  while  after  a  lanolin  ointment  the  indications 
of  iodine  in  the  urine  were  the  least  readily  shown.

— As  another  means  of  tracing  po.stal  orders 
which  have  been  purloined,  the  Postmaster-General  has  sanc- 
tioned the  impression  of  an  address-stamp  with  ink  on  the 
back  of  postal  orders. 

Oxygen  from  Perborates. — To  ensure  that  the  oxygen 
from  sodium  perborate  is  not  too  rapidly  evolved,  Sarason 
proposes  to  mix  the  salt  with  an  equal  amount  of  sodium 
pyrophosphate,  which  has  the  power  of  delaying  the  evolu- 
tion of  oxygen,  and  at  the  same  time  augmenting  the  de- 
colorising property  of  the  perborate.
